Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
James  B.  Rogers,  Paul  Beck  Goddard,  David  H.  Tucker,  Meredith 
Clymer,  C.  C.  Van  Wyck  and  John  Barclay  Biddle,  and  their  associ- 
ates and  successors,  be  and  they  are  hereby  made  and  created  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  in  law  and  in  fact,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the 
"Franklin  medical  college  of  Philadelphia;"  and  by  the  same  name 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  have  a  com-

Preamble. 


Whereas,  Zachariah  Poulson,  late  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  de- 
ceased, in  and  by  his  last  will  and  testament,  duly  proved  in  the  office 
for  the  probate  of  wills  at  Philadelphia  aforesaid,  on  the  eighth  day  of 
August,  Anno  Domini,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty  four,  did,  in  the

and  additional  value  and  accommodations  to  Tremont  house,  together 
with  the  privileges,  improvements  and  appurtenances,  unto  any  person 
or  persons,  and  at  private  sale,  or  sales  in  their  discretion  ;  and  to  sign, 
seal,  execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  in  due  form  of  law,  all  such 
deed  and  deeds,  conveyances,  assurances  in  the  law  whatsoever,  as 
shall  be  necessary  for  granting,  conveying  and  assuring  the  same,  and 
the  absolute  fee  simple  and  inheritance  thereof,  unto  the  purchaser  or 
purchasers  thereof,  and  his,  her  or  their  heirs  and  assigns  forever,  in  ab-

And  it  is  my  will,  that  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  of  the  said  real  estate 
and  property,  and  their  heirs  and  assigns,  shall  hold  the  same  discharged 
as  aforesaid,  and  free,  and  discharged  moreover,  from  all  obligation  to  • 
see  to  the  application  of  the  purchase  money,  and  from  all  liability  for, 
or  on  account  of  any  mis-application  or  non-application  of  the  same ;

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  canal  commissioners  be  and  they  are  herehy  authorized  and  required, 
to  examine  the  situation  and  condition  of  the  barn  of  Stephen  Blatch- 
ford,  situate  in  Gallaghersville,  and  the  bam  and  stable  of  Benjamin  J. 
Miller,  in  Coatesville,  Chester  county,  said  barns  and  stable  being  alleged

rebuilding  or  securing  said  barns  and  stable,  or  adopt  such  measures  as 
in  their  opinion  will  promote  the  interest  of  the  commonwealth,  and 
protect  the  property  of  the  individuals.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commoniocalth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  ward  known  as  Cedar  ward, 
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in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  shall  be  divided   into  three  wards,  to  be  Divided  into 
bounded  as  follows  : — From  the  west  side  of  Delaware  Seventh  street,  three  wards. 
to  the  east  side  of  Delaware  Twelfth  street,  and  from  the  south  side  of 
Spruce  street,  to  the  north  side  of  Cedar  street,  shall  be  called  Spruce  Spruce  ward, 
ward  5  from   the  west  side  of  Delaware  Twelfth  street,  to  the  east  side 
of  Schuylkill  Seventh  street,  and  from  the  south  side  of  Spruce  street, 
to  the  north  side  of  Cedar  street,  shall   be  called  Lombard  ward  :  from  Lombard  ward, 
the  west  side  of  Schuylkill  Seventh  street,  to  the  river  Schuylkill,  and

I  also  bequeath  to  my  beloved  wife  Hannah  B.  Edwards,  all  my  real 
estate  in  Honey  Brook  township,  Chester  county,  for  and  during  the 
term  of  her  natural  life  ;  and  should  my  son  die  without  issue,  before  his 
mother,  then  to  her,  her  heirs  and  assigns  forever.

To  an  act  passed  March  twenty-ninth,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  three,  to  establish  a  board  of  wardens  of  the  port  of  Philadelphia,  and  for 
other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
if  any  person,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  undertake  to 
pilot  any  vessel  in  the  bay  or  river  Delaware,  (except  vessels  under 
seventy-rive* tons  burden,)  or  shall  in  any  manner  exercise  or  attempt  to 
exercise  the  profession  of  a  pilot  in  said  bay  or  river,  without  a  license 
duly  granted  by  the  board  of  wardens  of  the  port  of  Philadelphia,  or 
after  such  license  has  expired,  every  person  so  offending,  shall,  upon 
conviction  thereof,  be  imprisoned  for  not  less  than  one  month,  nor  more 
than  one  year,  and  be  fined  any  sum  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  court:  Provided,  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be 
so  constructed  as  to  prevent  the  captain  of  any  vessel  from  acting  as  his 
own  pilot,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  twenty-ninth  March, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  three;  nor  shall  this  act  be  so  construed 
as  to  require  captains  of  vessels  to  take  a  pilot,  who,  by  existing  laws, 
are  now  exempt  from  so  doing. 

That  warrants  for  such  offenders  may  be  issued  upon  oath, 
by  any  alderman  of  the  city  or  county  of  Philadelphia,  or  by  the  mayor 
or  recorder  of  said  city;  and  that  upon  due  proof  of  probable  cause,  the 
offender  shall  be  bound  over  with  security,  in  due  form  of  law  for  trial 
at  the  next  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  said  county,  upon  which 
court,  jurisdiction  for  the  trial  thereof  and  of  all  matters  connected  there- 
with, is  hereby  conferred. 

Section  3.  That  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  or  the  magistrate  by 
whom  the  offender  is  so  brought,  may  at  his  discretion,  also  require 
him  to  give  security  for  such  sum,  and  in  such  time  as  he  may  deem 
requisite,  that  he  will  not  in  any  respect  violate  the  first  section  of  this 
act. 

Section  4.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  whosoever,  shall,  from  and 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  cast  into  the  tideway  of  the  river  Delaware, 
or  into  the  river  Schuylkill,  from  the  lower  falls  thereof,  to  its  junction 
with  the  river  Delaware,  any  ballast,  cinders,  ashes  or  any  heavy  arti- 
cle whatever,  from  any  ship,  vessel,  steamboat  or  wharf,  he  or  they  so 
offending,  for  every  such  offence,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  with  costs  of 
suit,  before  any  alderman  of  the  city,  or  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  coun- 
ty of  Philadelphia,  or  any  court  of  record  in  this  stale,  in  the  same  man- 
ner and  for  the  same  uses  as  directed  by  the  thirty  sixth  section  of  the 
act  of  Assembly,  entitled  "An  Act  to  establish  a  board  of  wardens  for 
the  port  of  Philadelphia,"  &c,  passed  twenty-ninth  March,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  three:  Provided,  That  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
board  of  wardens  of  the  port  of  Philadelphia,  shall  not  extend  on  the 
river  Delaware,  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  the  collector  of  customs  for 
the  district  of  Philadelphia,  upon  said  river. 
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Section  5.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  hereafter  fix,  or  cause 
to  be  fixed,  any  hulk,  inclosure,  or  other  obstruction  whatever,  on  any  Obstructions  on 
sand  bar  or  island  in  front  of  the  city,  or  incorporated  districts  of  South-  saru*  bars  an(* 
wark,  Northern  Liberties,  Moyamensing  and  Kensington,  in  the  tide- lslands- 
way  of  the  river  Delaware,  every  such  person  or  persons,  shall  forfeit 
for  every  such  offence,  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  Penalty, 
recovered  in  the  same  manner,  and  for  the  same  uses  as  is  directed  by 
the  second  section  of  this  act;  and  the  wardens  of  the  port  may,  upon 
conviction  of  the  offender,  cause  such  hulk,  inclosure  or  obstruction,  to 
be  abated  or  removed,  and  the  expense  of  said  abatement  or  removal, 
shall  be  recovered  in  a  civil  suit  against  the  offender,  before  the  district 
court  of  the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  6.   That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  April  next,  so  much 
of  any  law  as  authorizes  the  payment  out  of  the  state  treasury,  of  any 
money  for  the  salary  of  the  master  warden  of  the  port  of  Philadelphia, 
or  for  contingencies  or  clerk  hire  in  his  said  office,  be  and  the  same  is  State  appropria- 
hereby  repealed;  and  thereafter,  the  said  salary,  contingencies  and  clerk  tlon  rePea'ed. 
hire,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  fees  which  the  board  of  wardens  of  said 
port  shall  collect  from  vessels  arriving  at  the  said  port  of  Philadelphia: 
Provided,  That  the  said  fees  shall  not  be  collected  on  vessels  under  the  Proviso, 
burthen  of  seventy-five  tons,  nor  on  any  canal  boats  trading  on  the  canals 
of  this  commonwealth,  and  shall  not  exceed  fifty  cents  on  each  vessel: 
And  provided  further,  That  all  fines  and  penalties  as  are  directed  by  Proviso, 
this  act,  and  the  various  acts  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  to  be  paid  Fines  and  penal- 
into  the  state  treasury  for  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  master  warden,  ties  to  be  applied 
clerk  hire,  and  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  office  of  the  wardens,  to  payment  of 
shall,  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  April  next,  be  retained  by  the  war-  salaries, 
dens  of  the  port  of  Philadelphia,  and  applied  by  them  in  conjunction 
with  the  fees  herein  specified,  to  the  payment  of  the  salaries  and  con- 
tingent expenses  of  their  office. 

Section  7.   That  the  wardens  of  the  port  of  Philadelphia,  shall  be 
and  they  are  authorized  to  employ  counsel  learned  in  the  law,  when-  To  employ  coun- 
ever  in  their  opinion,  it  becomes  necessary  to  enforce  the  due  execution  sel. 
of  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  relative  to  the  port  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  8.   That  so  much  of  any  act  or  acts  as  is  hereby  altered  or 
supplied,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed.  Repeal.

AN  ACT 

To  establish  the  university  at  Lewisburg. 

Whereas,  The  Baptists  of  Pennsylvania,  as  a  denomination,  are  not 
Preamble.  now  engaged  for  the  maintenance  of  any  particular  college  or  university 

in  this  state  : 

And  whereas,  The  chartering  of  a  university,  to  be  placed  under 
their  patronage,  supervision  and  direction,  would  be  a  measure  well 
adapted  to  call  forth,  from  all  parts  of  this  commonwealth,  concentrate, 
increase,  and  render  effective  in  the  cultivation  of  sound  learning,  the 
efforts  of  said  denomination,  and  thereby  promote  the  general  interests 
of  science,  literature  and  good  morals ;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  game,  That 
there  be  and  hereby  is  erected  and  established,  at  or  near  the  borough 
of  Lewisburg,  in  the  county  of  Union,  in  this  commonwealth,  a  uni- 
versity, to  consist  of  a  primary  school  and  academy,  a  college,  and 
such  other  departments  appropriate  to  a  university,  as  the  patrons  and 
managers  of  said  institution  shall  find  themselves  able  to  maintain,  and 
that  the  name  and  constitution  of  the  said  university  shall  be,  and  they 
are  as  follows : 

ART.  I.  Section  1.  The  said  institution  shall  be,  forever,  called  and 
known  by  the  name  of  "  The  University  at  Lewisburg." 

ART.  II.  Section  1.  The  said  university  shall  be  under  the  manage- 
ment, direction,  government  and  supervision  of  a  number  of  trustees, 
not  exceeding  twenty,  and  a  number  of  curators,  not  exceeding  forty, 
or  a  quorum  of  each  as  hereinafter  mentioned. 

Section  2.  The  trustees,  and  a  majority  of  the  curators,  shall  be 
regular  members  of  the  Baptist  denomination,  five  or  more  of  the  trus- 
tees, shall  be  a  quorum  of  the  trustees,  and  seven  or  more  of  the  cura- 
tors, shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  curators. 

ART.  111.  Section  1.  The  trustees  of  said  university  shall  consist 
of  the  following  persons,  to  wit: — James  Moore,  James  Moore,  Jr.. 
Joseph  Meixell,,  William  II.  Ludwig,  Samuel  Wolfe,  Levi  B.  Christ, 
Henry  Funk,  Joel  E.  Bradley,  Eugenia  Kincaid,  Benjamin  Bear, 
William  Keene,  William  T.  Bucknell,  Thomas  Watson,  James  Lin- 
nard,  Lewis  Vastine,  Oliver  Blackburn,  Caleb  Lee,  Daniel  L.  Moore  ; 
which  said  trustees  and  their  successors,  to  be  elected  as  herein  subse- 
quently mentioned,  shall  be  forever  hereafter,  and  they  are  hereby 
created,  established  and  declared  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate, 
Incorporated.  with  perpetual  succession,  and  with  all  the  incidents  of  a  corporation, 
in  deed  and  in  law,  to  all  intents  and  purposes  whatsoever,  by  the  name, 
Style.  style  and  title  of  "The  trustees  of  the  University  at  Lewisburg;"  by 

which  name  and  title,  said  trustees  and  their  successors,  shall  be  able 
and  capable  in  law  and  in  equity,  to  take  to  themselves  and  their  suc- 
cessors, for  the  use  of  said  university,  any  estate  in  any  messuages, 
lands,  tenements,  hereditaments,  goods,  chattels,  moneys  or  other  ef- 
fects, by  gift,  grant,  bargain,  sale,  conveyance,  assurance,  will,  devise 
or  bequest,  of  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever,  and  to  hold  ten  acres

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of  land,  and  together  with  the  improvements  thereon,  exempt  from  tax- 
ation: Provided,  That  the  annual  net  income  accruing  from  said  estate,  Proviso, 
and  subject  to  a  yearly  appropriation  or  disposition  by  said  trustees,  Income, 
shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  the  same  mes- 
suages, lands,  tenements,  hereditaments  and  estates,  real  and  personal, 
to  grant,  bargain,  sell,  convey,  assure,  demise,  and  to  farm,  let  and  Powers, 
place  out  on  interest  or  otherwise  dispose  of,  or  invest,  for  the  use  of 
said  university,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  them,  or  at  least  a  quorum  of 
them,  shall  seem  most  beneficial  to  said  institution  :  and  to  receive  the 
rents,  issues,  profits,  income  and  interest  of  the  same,  and  to  apply  the 
same  to  the  proper  use  of  said  university  ;  and  by  the  same  name  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded  in  any  courts  of  law  or  equi- 
ty, and  in  all  manner  of  suits  and  actions  Whatsoever  ;  and  generally 
by,  and  in  the  same  name,  to  do  and  transact  all  the  business  touching 
or  concerning  the  premises,  or  which  shall  be  incidentally  necessary 
thereto,  as  fully  and  effectually  as  any  natural  person,  or  body  politic  or 
corporate,  has  power  to  manage  the  concerns  belonging  to  such  person 
or  body,  to  hold,  enjoy  and  exercise  all  such  powers,  authorities  and 
jurisdictions,  as  are  customary  in  other  universities,  or  in  colleges  with- 
in this  commonwealth. 

Section  2.  Said  trustees  shall  cause  to  be  made,  for  their  use,  one 
common  seal,  with  such  devices  and  inscriptions  thereon,  as  they  shall  Seal, 
think  proper,  and  by  and  with  it,  all  deeds,  diplomas,  certificates  and 
acts  of  said  corporation,  shall  pass  and  be  authenticated ;  and  said  trus- 
tees may.  at  their  pleasure,  alter  their  seal  or  break,  it,  and  substitute  a 
new  one. 

Section  3.   A  quorum  of  said  trustees  shall  meet  at  Lewisburg  with-  Meeting  of  trus- 
in  ten  days  from  the  date  of  this  charter,  to  transact  any  business  which  tees, 
the  interests  of  the  institution  may  then  require.    (More  particular  notice 
of  said  meeting  shall  be  given  by  the  trustee  first  named  on  the  list.) 

Section  4.   There  shall  be  a  meeting  of  said  trustees  held  as  often  as  Meeting  of  trus- 
once  in  six  months,  at  or  near  the  borough  of  Lewisburg,  and  at  such  tees, 
particular  times   and  place  or  places,  as  said   trustees,  or  a  quorum  of 
them,  shall  appoint  ;  of  which,  after  the  first  meeting,  notice  shall  be  Notice, 
given  by  a  written  communication,  signed  by  the  chairman  or  secretary 
of  the  board,  and  addressed  to  said  trustees  severally,  at  least  ten  davs 
before  the  time  of  such  intended   meeting  and  if  at  such  meeting  less

to  the  number  of  trustees  whose  names  are  inserted  in  this  charter  ;  of 
electing  trustees  in  the  place  and  stead  of  those  who  shall  decline  serv- 
ing,  resign  or  die,    or  whose   places   become  vacant  from   any  other 
cause ;  of  electing  or  appointing  the   president,  professors,  tutors   and 
other  teachers  of  said  university  ;  of  agreeing  with  them  for  their  sala- 
ries and  stipends;  of  removing  them  for  misconduct,  breaches  of  the 
ordinances  of  the  institution,  or  other  sufficient  causes;  of  appointing 
committees  of  their  own  body,  to  carry  into  effect  all  the  resolutions  of 
the  board  ;  of  appointing  a  chairman,   secretary,   treasurer  and  other 
officers  necessary  for  managing  the  concerns  of  the  corporation  ;  of  pro- 
viding for  the  maintenance  and  observance  of  discipline  in  said  university, 
and  of  prescribing  and  inflicting  the  penalties  due  to  all  violations  of  the

rules,  ordinances  or  regulations  thereof,  or  to  other  misconduct  commit- 
ted by  students  or  other  persons  thereat ;  and  generally  the  majority  of 
the  voices  of  the  board,  or  quorum  of  said  trustees,  at  any  stated  or 
extra  meeting,  shall  determine  all  matters  and  things,  (although  not 
herein  specified,)  which  shall  occasionally  arise  and  be  incidentally 
necessary  to  be  determined  by  said  trustees  :  Provided,  That  said  laws, 
rules  and  ordinances,  or  any  of  them,  be  not  repugnant  to  the  laws  and 
constitution  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  to  the  laws  and  consti- 
tution of  this  commonwealth. 

Section  5.  As  soon  as  said  trustees  shall  have  obtained,  in  the  form 
of  subscriptions  believed  to  be  valid,  the  amount  of  one  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars,  they  shall  purchase  a  lot  or  farm,  and  proceed  to  erect 
thereon  suitable  buildings  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  university,  to 
procure  the  requisite  library  apparatus,  and  specimens  in  natural  his- 
tory ;  and  they  shall  exercise  their  own  judgment  and  discretion  in  so 
doing,  as  likewise  in  the  general  management  and  disposition  of  the 
funds  of  said  university:  Provided,  however,  Said  trustees  shall  exact 
from  their  treasurer  adequate  security  for  all  the  moneys  and  other  pro- 
perty of  the  institution,  which  he  may  at  any  time  receive:  Provided 
also,  That  if  any  person  contributing  to  the  funds  of  said  institution, 
indicate  a  special  appropriation  of  the  amount  so  contributed,  said  con- 
tribution, if  accepted,  shall  be  disposed  of  in  strict  accordance  with  the 
evident  intent  or  expressed  wish  of  the  contributor,  Provided  likeivise, 
That  a  fourth  part  of  said  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  at  least 
twenty  five  per  cent,  of  all  moneys,  and  every  species  of  property 
capable  of  producing  revenue,  (and  not  herein  already  specified  or  ex- 
cepted,) which  shall  come  into  the  hands  of  said  trustees,  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of  said  institution,  shall  be  placed  out  on  interest;  the  prin- 
cipal or  stock  secured  by  bond  and  mortgage  on  real  estate,  and  the 
revenue  thence  accruing  shall  be  exclusively  and  forever  appropriated 
to  the  support  of  instruction  in  said  university:  And  provided,  too, 
That  said  trustees  shall  not  for  any  cause,  or  underany  pretext  what- 
ever, encumber  by  mortgage,  or  otherwise,  the  real  estate  or  any  other 
property  of  said  institution;  and  that  they  shall  not  involve  it  in  any 
debt  which  they  have  not  the  means  of  paying,  consistently  with  the 
restrictions  above  mentioned. 

Section  6.  Said  trustees  shall  annually  publish  aji  abstract  of  the 
minutes  of  their  doings. 

ART.  IV.  Section  1.  The  president,  professors,  tutors,  and  other 
teachers,  or  a  majority  of  them  for  the  time  being,  shall  constitute  the 
faculty  of  the  university,  and  in  their  respective  departments  shall  have 
the  power  of  enforcing  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  trustees 
for  the  government  and  instruction  of  the  students ;  and  the  president 
and  professors,  with  the  counsel  and  consent  of  a  quorum  of  the  cura- 
tors, shall  have  the  power  to  grant  and  confirm  unto  the  students  of  the 
university,  or  unto  others  deemed  worthy,  such  degrees  in  the  liberal 
arts  and  sciences,  or  in  certain  branches  thereof,  as  have  been  usually 
granted  in  other  universities;  to  grant  likewise  to  said  graduates  diplo- 
mas, under  the  common  seal  of  the  corporation,  in  order  to  authenticate 
and  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  such  graduation ;  and  to  grant  also 
certificates  to  such  students  as  have  duly  completed  the  course  of  studies 
prescribed,  in  any  subordinate  department  of  the  university. 

ART.  V.  Section  1 .  The  curators  of  the  university  shall  consist 
of  the  following  persons,  to  wit:  The  governor  and  secretary  of  this 
commonwealth,  judges  of  the  supreme  court,  and  president  of  the  uni- 
versity, (ex-ofiicio,)  together  with  Abbot  Green,  J.  G.  Webb,  George 
B.   Ide,  William  Shadrack,  Lansing  Burrows,  A.   D.   Gillette,  J.  H. 
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Kennara,  Wilson  Jewell,  David  Jayne,  A.  A.  Anderson,  Charles  Tuck- 
er, John  O.  Rockafellow,  Simon  Schuyler,  Martin  Bell,  James  Estep, 
Simon  Cameron,  George  I.  Miles,  Joseph  Green,  .lames  Buchanan, 
Jackson  M'Fadden,  George  F.  Miller,  James  Irwin,  Morgan  J.  Rees,  . 
(Delaware,)  George  M.  Keim,  William  R.  Williams,  (N.  Y.,)  T.  O. 
Lincoln,  (1ST.  J.,)  Jacob  Wagonseller;  which  persons,  and  their  suc- 
cessors, in  perpetual  succession,  are  hereby  made  and  declared  to  be, 
and  forever  hereafter  are  to  be  known,  by  the  title  of  "The  curators  of  style, 
the  university  at  Lewisburg." 

Section  2.  Within  six  months  from  the  date  of  this  charter,  (the 
room  and  hour  to  be  designated  by  the  curator  whose  proper  name  is 
first  mentioned  above,)  said  curators,  or  at  least  seven  of  them,  shall 
meet  at  or  near  said  Lewisburg,  and  appoint  a  chancellor,  a  scribe,  and  Officers, 
such  committees  of  their  own  body  as  they  may  deem  requisite,  in 
order  to  the  faithful  and  convenient  discharge  of  their  duties;  and  they 
shall  observe  the  same  rules  in  calling  meetings,  passing  decisions,  add- 
ing to  the  number  of  curators  whose  names  are  herein  specified,  and 
filling  vacancies  in  their  own  body,  as  herein  prescribed  to  the  trustees. 
The  meetings  are  all  to  be  held  at  or  near  the  borough  of  Lewisburg  ;  Meeting. 
and  after  the  first,  they  are  to  be  notified  by  the  chancellor  or  scribe. 

Section  3.  Said  curators,  a  quorum  of  them,  or  at  least  a  committee 
of  three,  are  required  and  expected  to  attend  the  principal  examina- 
tions, and  the  annual  commencements  of  the  university ;  they  are  to  Duties, 
make  themselves  acquainted  with  the  manner  in  which  the  work  of 
study  and  recitation  is  planned  for  the  students,  and  by  them  executed, 
and  particularly  with  the  scholarship,  conduct  and  character  of  such 
students  as  are  candidates  for  admission  from  a  lower  into  a  higher  class 
or  department  of  the  university,  or  for  degrees;  and  the  consent  of  the 
majority  of  the  curators  present  shall  be  necessary  in  order  to  a  student's 
promotion,  or  receiving  of  a  degree. 

Section  4.   Said  curators  are  to  have  access  to  the  minutes  of  the 
official  doings  of  the  faculty  ;  and  they  are  likewise  to  take  care  to  in-  Duties, 
form  themselves  respecting  the  methods  of  government  and  instruction 
adopted  and  practised  by  the  several  teachers  in  the  university. 

Section  5.   Said  curators  are  to  inspect  the  records  of  the  business  Inspection, 
transactions  of  the  trustees,  and  to  audit  the  treasurer's  accounts. 

Section  6.   Finally,  the  curators  shall  every  year  publish,  in  at  least 
three   papers,    having  extensive  circulation,    in    different  parts  of   this  Publish  statement 
commonwealth,  such  a  statement  of  the  result  of  their  observations  as 
they  shall  reckon  due  to  the  university  and  to  its  patrons  and  friends. 

ART.  VI.   Section  1.    No  misnomer  of  the  said  corporation  shall  Misnomer, 
defeat  or  annul  any  gift,  grant,  devise  or  bequest,  to  or  from  the  said 
corporation :  Provided,   The  intent  of  the  parties  shall  sufficiently  ap- 
pear upon  the  face  of  the  gift,  grant,  will,  or  other  writing,  whereby 
any  estate  or  interest  was  intended  to  pass  to  or  from  said  corporation. 

ART.  VII.   Section  1.    No  religious  sentiments  are  to  be  accounted 
a  disability  to  hinder  the  election  of  an  individual  to  any  office  among  Who  may  be  ad~ 
the  teachers  of  the  institution,  or  to  debar  persons  from  admittance  as  fitted, 
pupils,  or  in  any  manner  to  abridge  their  privileges  or  immunities  as 
students,  in  any  department  of  the  university. 

Section  2.   The  legislature  reserves  the  right  to  alter  or  annul  this  Repeal, 
charter,  in  case  of  any  abuse  of  the  privileges  hereby  granted.

To  authorize  William  Williamson,  of  the  borough  of  West  Chester,  trustee  of  the 
children  of  Taylor  Seal,  deceased,  to  settle  an  account  of  his  trust  and  pay  the 
money  over  to  the  heirs. 

Whereas,   By  the  last  will  and  testament  of  William  Seal,  M.  D., 
late  assistant  surgeon  of  the  United  States  navy,  the  balance  of  his  estate 
(after  certain  payments  made  as  ordered  therein)  was  left  and  directed 
Preamble.  to  be  and  remain  in  the  charge,  care,  and  possession  of  his  executor,

trict shall  vote  at  the  windows  heretofore  annually  used  by  them  on  the 
day  of  the  general  election. 

Section  9.  The  judges  of  the  several  wards  of  the  district  of  Ken- 
sington, shall  meet  on  the  Thursday  next  succeeding  the  day  of  elec- 
tion, at  two. o'clock  P.  M.j  at  the  commissioners'  hall,  and  they  shall 
then  and  there  make  out  duplicate  returns  of  all  the  votes  given  for  com-

AN    ACT 

Authorizing  the  citizens  of  Robeson  and  Hay  Creek  townships,  in  Berks  county, 
to  vote  for  or  against  the  new  township  of  Hay  Creek,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate,  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  citizens  of  Robeson  and  Hay  Creek  townships,  in  the  county  of 
Berks,  entitled  to  vote  for  members  of  assembly,  shall,  on  Saturday, 
the  seventh  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-six, 
between  the  hours  of  nine  in  the  morning  and  six  o'clock  in  the  even- 
ing,  determine  by  ballot  whether  the  new  township  of  Hay  Creek  shall 
be  and  remain  a  township,  or  not.  The  election  shall  be  held  at  the 
public  house  of  Samuel  Beard,  in  Robeson  township,  and  shall  be  con- 
ducted by  the  officers  who  conducted  the  last  general  election;  and  the 
constable  of  Robeson  township  is  hereby  required  to  give  ten  days' 
notice  to  the  citizens  of  said  townships,  of  the  time  and  place  of  hold- 
ing said  election,  and  the  object  for  which  it  is  to  be  held,  by  at  least 
fifteen  written  or  printed  advertisements,  to  be  set  up  in  as  many  pub- 
lic and  conspicuous  places  in  said  townships. 

Section  2.  Each  person  entitled  to  vote,  as  aforesaid,  shall  vote  a 
ticket  with  the  words  written  or  printed  on  the  outside,  "new  town- 
ship," and  in  the  inside,  "for  Hay  Creek  township,"  or,  "against 
Hay  Creek  township." 

Section  3.  The  officers  of  the  election  shall  make  return  of  the 
votes  polled  for  and  against  the  new  township  of  Hay  Creek,  to  the 
then  next  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  said  county,  which  return  shall 
be  filed  among  the  papers  of  said  court.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes 
polled  shall  be  in  favor  of  the  new  township  of  Hay  Creek,  then  the 
said  new  township  shall  remain  as  at  present  laid  off;  but  if  the  ma- 
jority of  the  votes  polled  shall  be  against  the  new  township  of  Hay 
Creek,  then  there  shall  be  no  new  township,  and  the  old  township  of 
Robeson  shall  remain  as  if  no  new  township  had  been  erected  out  of 
Robeson  township. 

Section  4.  That  the  qualified  voters  of  Harrison  township,  in  the 
county  of  Lancaster,  now  composing  the  twenty-second  election  district 
in  said  county,  shall  hereafter  hold  their  general  and  township  election 
at  the  Bell  school  house  in  the  village  of  Mount  Joy,  in  said  township; 
and  that  the  qualified  voters  residing  in  that  part  of  said  Harrison  town- 
ship which  lies  north  of  the  Lancaster  and  Middlctown  turnpike,  shall 
annually  hereafter  elect  one  judge  and  two  inspectors,  to  receive  their 
vote  at  the  general  elections;  and  also  the  qualified  voters  residing  in 
that  part  of  said  township  which  lies  south  of  said  turnpike,  shall 
annually  elect  one  judge  and  two  inspectors,  to  receive  their  voles  at  the 
general  elections ;  and  James  A.  Patterson  is  hereby  authorized  to  act 
as  judge,  and  Jacob  R.  Long  and  Henry  Hiestand  as  inspectors,  at  the 
spring  or  township  election,  to  be  held  on  the  third  Friday  in  March,

the  surviving  trustees,  shall  have  the  same  power  from  time  to  time,  as  Number  of  trus- 
occasion  may  require;  and  a  majority  of  them  shall  be  a  quorum  to  tees, 
transact  all  the  business  of  the  said  corporation.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  Harvey  Roys,  his  heirs  or  assigns,  to 
convey  the  water  from  any  spring  or  streams  owned  by  him,  or  to  the 
use  of  which  he  may  have  purchased  the  right,  into  the  town  of  Mil-

That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  to,  and  for  the  said  Har- 
vey Roys,  his  heirs  or  assigns,  to  vend  the"  water  so  conveyed  into  the 
the  town  aforesaid,  to  such  person  or  persons  as  may  be  disposed  to 
use  the  same,  and  that  the  price  to  be  paid  by  any  one  family  for  the 
using  of  the  said  water  for  one  year,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  ten 
dollars.  And  if  any  person  or  persons  within  the  said  town  of  Mil- 
ford,  shall  use,  or  take  any  of  the  said  water  for  the  use  of  families  or 
animals  without  the  consent  of  the  said  Harvey  Roys,  his  heirs  or 
assigns,  he,  she  or  they  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said  Harvey  Roys, 
his  heirs  or  assigns,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  each  offence,  to  be  re- 
covered as  debts  of  equal  amount  are  recoverable  before  a  justice  of  the 
peace :  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  pre- 
vent'any  inhabitant  of  the  said  town,  from  using  water  obtained  in  any 
other  way,  or  to  compel  any  of  the  inhabitants  to  use  the  water  so 
introduced  by  the  said  Harvey  Roys :  And,  provided  also,  That  the 
water  so  introduced,  shall  and  may  be  used  gratis  in  all  cases  of  extin- 
guishing fires,  and  by  travellers  passing  through  said  town. 

Section  3.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  Harvey 
Roys,  his  heirs  or  assigns,  to  sue  for  and  recover  from  all  such  person 
or  persons  using  the  water,  all  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  shall 
have  been  agreed  to  be  paid  by  them  for  the  use  of  the  water  as  afore- 
said, by  action  of  debt  to  be  brought  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of 
said  county,  in  the  same  manner  as  debts  under  one  hundred  dollars 
are,  or  shall  be  by  law  recoverable  ;  and  also  to  prosecute  and  recover 
from  all  and  every  person  or  persons,  who  shall  wilfully  or  maliciously, 
or  otherwise  injure  or  destroy  any  of  the  said  logs  or  pipes,  hydrants 
or  buildings,  or  any  thing  in  anywise  connected  with  said  water  works, 
such  damages  as  shall  be  adjudged  to  him  by  any  justice  of  the  peace, 
in  such  manner  as  damages  are,  or  shall  be,  by  law  recoverable.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  territory  within  the  townships  of  North  Woodbury  and  Greenfield, 
in  the  county  of  Bedford,  and  the  territory  within  the  townships  of 
Allegheny,  Amis,  Snyder,  Tyrone,  Frankstown,  Blair,  Huston  and 
Woodbury,  and  within  that  part  of  Morris  township  lying  westward  of 
the  line  lately  run  by  William  Reed  and  other  viewers,  under  an  order 
of  court,  for  the  purpose  of  dividing  the  same,  in  the  county  of  Hunt- 
ingdon, are  hereby  erected,  according  to  said  boundaries,  into  a  new 
and  separate  county,  to  be  called  "Blair;"  and  the  inhabitants  thereof 
shall,  from  the  fourth  Monday  of  July  next,  have  all  such  courts,  juris- 
dictions, offices,  rights  and  privileges,  as  the  inhabitants  of  the  other 
counties  of  this  commonwealth  are  or  may  be  entitled  to ;  and  all  offi- 
cers therein  shall  be  qualified  in  the  same  manner,  and  be  subject  to 
perform  the  same  duties,  and  he  entitled  to  receive  like  fees  and  com- 
pensation, with  other  similar  officers  in  said  other  counties  ;  all  such 
officers  thereof,  as  are  chosen  by  election  in  said  other  counties,  shall 
be  elected  in  said  county  of  Blair  by  the  qualified  electors  thereof,  at 
the  next  township,  borough,  and  general  elections,  according  to  the 
officers  required  to  be  elected,  under  the  general  provisions  of  law  regu- 
lating the  elections  of  such  officers ;  and  the  successors  of  all  such  offi- 
cers  shall  be  elected  or  appointed,  and  qualified,  according  to  said  general 
provisions  of  law ;  and  all  vacancies  in  any  of  such  offices,  existing 
after  the  fourth  Monday  of  July  next,  shall  be  filled  in  the  manner

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it.  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
George  A.  Cobliam,  John  Israel  and  Andrew  II.  Ludlow,  be  and  they 
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are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  view  and  lay  out  a  state  road,  state  road  in 
from  a  point  at  or  near  the  house  of  Andrew  Irvine,  in  Glade  township,  Warren  county. 
Warren  county,  to  a  point  on  the  New  York  state  line,  at  or  near  the 
Allegheny  river,  where  the  same  river  crosses  said  line. 

Section  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners,  respec- 
tively, after  taking  and  subscribing  an  oath  or  affirmation  before  a  justice  Oath, 
of  the  peace,  to  perform  the  duties  enjoined  on  them  by  this  act  with

person  as  they,  by  resolution,  shall  direct,  to  be  applied  by  said  direc-

Berks  county. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
Isaac  Miller,  junior,  Benjamin  Sliollenberger,  William  Miller,  Benja- 
min Gartner,  Jacob  Reber,  junior,  John  Beaver,  William  Hebner, 
Martin  Stelzler,  Michael  Smith,  Daniel  Bousher,  Joseph  Smith,  Nich- 
olas Svvoyer,  and  all  other  persons  who  may  hereafter  be  associated 
with  them  in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed,  and  their  successors, 
shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  and  declared  to  be  a  body  poli- 
tic and  corporate,  by  the  name,  style  and  title,  of  "the  Windsor  mu- 
tual assistance  and  fire  insurance  company,"  of  Berks  county;  and  by 
the  same  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  be  able  and 
capable  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  law 
or  elsewhere ;  and  to  purchase,  receive,  have,  hold  and  enjoy,  to  them 
and  their  successors,  lands,  tenements,  rents,  annuities,  franchises  and 
hereditaments,  goods  and  chattels,  of  what  kind  soever,  and  choses  in 
action,  and  the  same  to  sell  and  dispose  of  from  time  to  time;  and  also 
to  have  one  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure; 
and  also  to  ordain,  establish  and  put  in  execution,  such  by-laws,  ordi- 
nances and  regulations,  as  shall  appear  necessary  and  convenient  for  the 
government  of  said  corporation,  not  being  contrary  "to  this  charter  or 
the  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  commonwealth;  and  gen- 
erally to  do  and  transact  all  such  matters  and  things  as  shall  to  them 
lawfully  appertain  to  do  and  transact  for  the  well  being  of  the  said  cor- 
poration, and  the  due  management  and  well  ordering  of  the  affairs 
thereof:  Provided,  That  the  clear  yearly  value  or  income  of  the  neces- 
sary houses,  lands,  tenements,  rents  and  annuities,  -or  other  heredita- 
ments and  real  estate  of  said  corporation,  and  the  interest  of  money 
loaned  by  it,  shall  not  exceed  two  thousand  dollars. 

Section  2.  The  object  and  business  of  the  said  company  is  hereby 
prescribed  to  be  the  insurance  of  their  respective  dwelling  houses, 
barns,  stores,  mills,  shops,  and  other  buildings,  household  furniture, 
goods  and  chattels,  and  other  property,  against  loss  or  damage  by  tire, 
by  engaging  to  pay  such  a  portion  of  the  said  actual  loss  as  shall  be 
determined  on  by  the  by-laws. 

Section  3.  All  persons  who  shall  hereafter  insure  With  the  said  cor- 
poration, and  also  their  heirs,  executors,  administrators  and  assigns, 
continuing  to  be  insured  in  said  corporation  as  is  hereinafter  provided, 
shall  thereby  become  members  thereof  during  the  period  they  shall 
remain  insured  by  the  sard  corporation,  and  no  longer. 

Section  4.  The  affairs  of  the  said  company  shall  be  managed  by  a 
board  of  directors,  consisting  of  seven  members,  to  be  elected  and 
chosen  as  hereinafter  provided;  which  board  shall  elect  from  its  own 
number  one  person  as  president;  they  shall  also  elect  or  appoint  one 
person  as  secretary  of  the  board,  and  one  person  as  treasurer,  of  whom 
they  shall  require  such  security  as  they  may  provide  by  their  by-laws, 
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and  may  employ  such  other  officers,  clerks,  agents  and  attorneys,  as 
may  be  found  necessary  for  the  transactions  of  the  business  of  the  insti- 
tution; and  shall  also  determine  the  rates  of  insurance,  and  the  sums  to 
be  insured.  A  majority  of  said  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do 
business. 

Section  5.  The  members  of  the  company  shall,  upon  ten  days' 
notice  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  county  of  Berks,  meet  at  the  Annual  meetings, 
public  house  now  of  Jacob  Heinley,  in  AVindsor,  or  at  such  a  place 
thereafter  designated  by  a  majority  of  the  voters  present  at  any  stated 
meeting,  on  the  first  Saturday  in  October  in  each  year,  for  the  purpose 
of  holding  an  election  for  directors;  and  such  election  shall  be  held  Election. 
under  the  inspection  of  three  members,  to  be  chosen  by  the  members 
present  at  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  election.  Such  election 
for  directors  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  given,  to 
elect;  and  the  directors  so  elected,  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  first 
Saturday  in  October  in  the  succeeding  year,  or  until  others  are  elected; 
on  which  day,  and  annually  thereafter,  an  election  shall  be  held  for 
directors,  as  is  provided  for  in  this  act;  each  member  shall  be  entitled 
to  one  vote.  In  case  of  death,  resignation,  or  removal  from  the  county,  Votes, 
of  any  of  the  board  of  directors,  the  board  shall  have  power  to  fill  such 
vacancy  until  the  ensuing  annual  election. 

Section  6.  Every  person  who  shall  become  a  member  of  this  com- 
pany by  effecting  insurance  therein,  shall,  before  he  receives  his  policy,  Policy, 
deposite  with  the  treasurer  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for  every  thousand 
dollars  worth  of  property  he  shall  have  insured,  and  so  in  proportion 
for  a  less  or  greater  sum,  besides  twenty  cents  for  the  policy,  for  the 
purpose  of  defraying  such  incidental  charges  as  shall  be  necessary  for 
transacting  the  business  of  said  company;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  ibr  said 
company  to  loan  such  portion  of  the  said  money  on  hand  as  may  not 
be  immediately  wanted  for  the  purposes  of  said  company,  to  be  secured 
in  such  a  mode  as  a  majority  of  the  board  of  directors  shall  designate.

Section  8.   Every  member  of  said  company  shall  be  bound  to  pay  Liability, 
for  losses,  and  such  necessary  expenses  aforesaid  accruing  in  said  com- 
pany, in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  property  insured  by  him  or  her. 

Section  9.  Suits  at  law  may  be  prosecuted  and  maintained  by  any  Suits, 
member  against  the  said  company,  for  losses  and  damages  by  fire,  if 
payment  be  withheld  or  refused  for  more  than  three  months  after  the 
company  are  notified  of  such  losses;  no  member  of  the  company,  not 
being  in  his  individual  capacity  a  party  to  the  suit  or  suits,  shall  be 
incompetent  as  a  witness  on  account  of  his  being  a  member  of  the 
company. 

Section  10.  The  directors,  after  ascertaining  the  amount  of  loss  or  Directors  to  settle 
damage  by  fire  sustained  by  any  of  its  members,  in  such  manner  as  amount  of  dam- 
they  by  their  by-laws  may  prescribe,   shall  settle,  and  the  members  ages, 
shall  pay  the  same  to  the  treasurer  of  the  company,  within  thirty  days 
after  the  publication  of  said  notice;  on  neglect  or  refusal  to  pay  the  sum 
assessed  upon  him,  as  a  portion  of  any  loss  as  aforesaid,  in  such  case 
said  company  may  sue  for  and  recover  the  said  amount  with  costs  of 
suit. 

Section  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  the  said  com-  Duty  of  treasurer 
pany,  at  the  annual  meeting  provided  for  in  the  fifth  article,  to  exhibit 
in  detail  the  condition  of  the  financ.es  of  said  company,  and  the  names 
of  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  the  funds  of  the  company  have  been 
loaned ;  and  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  said  treasurer,  and  the  sec- 
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retary  of  said  company,  at  the  annual  meeting  aforesaid,  or  whenever 
at  any  other  time  a  majority  of  the  board  of  directors  shall  require  the 
same,  to  produce  all  such  books  and  papers  appertaining  to  the  business 
of  said  company. 

Section  12.  The  seven  persons  first  named  in  the  first  section  of 
this  act,  shall  constitute  the  board  of  directors  of  said  institution,  until 
the  first  Saturday  in  October,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty-six,  or  until  others  are  elected  in  their  stead. 

Section  13.  No  policy  shall  be  issued  by  the  company  until  appli- 
cation be  made  for  insurance  to  the  amount  of  forty-five  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

Section  14.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately  after  its  passage; 
but  the  legislature  of  this  commonwealth  may  at  any  time  alter,  modify, 
or  annul  its  provisions,  in  such  manner,  however,  as  to  do  no  injustice 
to  the  corporators.

Regulating  election  districts. 

Section  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hoiise  oj  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commomveaffh  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
the  qualified  voters  of  the  township  of  SpringRill,  in  Bradford  county, 
shall  hereafter  hold  their  general  and  township  elections  at  the  house  of 
D.  D.  Black,  in  said  township. 

Skction  2.  That  the  qualified  voters  of  the  township  of  Licking 
Creek,  in  the  county  of  Bedford,  shall  hereafter  hold  their  general  and 
township  elections  at  the  public  school  house  number  two,  in  said 
township. 

Skction  3.  That  all  that  par!  of  Centre  township,  in  the  county  of 
Indiana,  which  lies  north-east  of  the  state  road  from  Indiana  to  Armagh, 
and  south-east  of  Yellow  creek,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  annexed  to 
the  township  of  Brush  Valley,  in  said  county  of  Indiana;  and  the  quali- 
fied voters  of  that  portion  of  Centre  township,  thus  annexed  to  Brush 
Valley  township,  shall  hereafter  elect  with  the  voters  of  Brush  Valley 
township,  in  the  county  of  Indiana. 

Skction  4.  That  all  that  portion  of  Centre  township,  in  the  county 
of  Indiana,  that  lies  east  of  White  township,  and  between  the  townships 
of  Green  and  Yellow  Creek,  in  said  county  of  Indiana,  be  and  the  same 
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is  hereby  annexed  to  the  township  of  Green,  in  the  county  of  Indiana, 
and  the  voters  of  that  portion  of  Centre  township,  thus  annexed  to  the 
township  of  Green,  shall  hereafter  elect  with  the  voters  of  said  township 
of  Green,  in  the  county  of  Indiana. 

Section  5.   That  the  qualified  voters  of  Washington  township,  in  the  Indiana  co. 
county  of  Indiana,  shall  hereafter  hold  their  general  and  township  elec- 
tions at  the  house  now  occupied  by  Job  M'Creigh,  in  the  township  of 
Washington,  in  the  said  county  of  Indiana. 

Section  6.    That  the  qualified  voters  of  Monroe  township,  in  the  Bedford  co. 
county  of  Bedford,  shall  hereafter  hold  their  general  and  township  elec- 
tions at  the  house  of  Solomon  Wimer,  in  the  township  of  Monroe,  in 
the  said  county  of  Bedford.  Township  elec- 

Section  7.   That  the  qualified  voters  of  Centre  county,  shall  here-  tions  in  Centre 
after  hold  their  township  elections  on  the  third  Friday  in  February.         county. 

Section  8.    That  the  forty-sixth  section  of  the  act,   entitled   "An 
Act  regulating  election  districts,"  passed  the  fourteenth  day  of  March,  Westmoreland 
eighteen  hundred  and  forty-five,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed;  co- 
and  the  limits  of  the  township  of  Hempfield,  in  the  county  of  West- 
moreland, are  herebly  declared  to  be  restored  and  remain  as  if  said  act 
had  not  passed;  and  the  qualified  voters  of  the  said  township  of  Hemp- 
field,  shall  hereafter,  at  a  proper  time  and  place  of  choosing  supervisors  Supervisors, 
of  roads,  elect  three  supervisors  of  the  public  roads  in  the  said  township, 
one  of  whom  shall  reside  in  that  portion  of  the  said  township  which  lies 
south  of  Big  Sewickly  creek,  and  said  additional  supervisor  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  same  authority  and  compensation,  and  be  subject  to  the 
same  regulations  and  penalties  as  the  other  supervisors  of  roads  in  said 
township. 

Section  9.   That  the  qualified  voters  of  Washington  township,  in  the  Clarion  co. 
county  of  Clarion,  shall  hereafter  hold  their  general  and  township  elec- 
tions at  the  public  school  house  number  four,  in  said  township. 

Section  10.    That  the  qualified  voters  of  Richland  township,  in  the  Clarion  co. 
county  of  Clarion,  shall  hereafter  hold  their  general  and  township  elec- 
tions at  the  house  of  Daniel  Kniaht,  in  said  township. 

Section  11.    That  the  qualified   voters  of  Bern   township,  in   the  Berks  co. 
county  of  Berks,  shall  hereafter  hold  their  general  elections  at  the  house 
of  Jacob  Kline,  esquire,  in  said  township. 

Section  12.    That  the  qualified  voters  of  Green  township,  in  the  Pike  co. 
county  of  Pike,  shall  hereafter  hold  their  general  and  township  elections 
at  the  house  of  Jeremiah  Bennet,  in  said  township. 

Section  13.   That  the  qualified  voters  of  Hopewell  township,  in  the  Bedford  co. 
county  of  Bedford,  shall  hereafter  hold  their  general  and  township  elec- 
tions at  the  house  of  John  Dasher,  in  said  township. 

Section  14.  That  the  qualified  voters  of  South  Hanover  township,  Dauphin  co. 
in  the  county  of  Dauphin,  shall  hereafter  hold  their  general  election  at 
the  public  house  of  George  Hocker,  in  said  township. 

Section  15.  That  the  qualified  electors  of  the  borough  of  West  Philadelphia  co. 
Philadelphia,  in  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  shall  on  the  third  Friday 
in  March,  at  the  time  and  place  of  holding  constables'  elections,  elect 
three  citizens  in  addition  to  the  number  now  required  by  law,  to  serve 
as  school  directors,  and  the  said  directors  so  elected,  shall  divide  them- 
selves by  lot,  into  three  classes,  one-third  to  serve  one  year;  one  third, 
two  years;  and  the  remaining  one  third,  three  years;  and  annually  there- 
after, the  qualified  electors  shall  elect  two  citizens  to  serve  as  school 
directors  for  the  term  of  three  years. 

Section  16.   That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  qualified  Philadelphia, 
electors  of  the  Second  ward,  Moyamensing,  in  the  county  of  Philadel- 
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pliia,  shall  hold   their  ward  elections  at  the  house  now  occupied  by 
Henry  M'Menamon,  in  Eighth  street,  in  the  said  ward. 

Section  17.  Hereafter,  all  that  portion  of  the  township  of  Sewickly, 
in  the  county  of  Westmoreland,  which  lies  eastward  of  Hoke's  run, 
shall  be  attached  to  and  constitute  a  part  of  the  township  of  Hempfield, 
in  said  county,  and  the  said  stream  called  Hoke's  run,  shall,  so  far  as 
the  township  line  is  hereby  altered,  hereafter  be  the  boundary  line 
between  the  said  townships  of  Hempfield  and  Sewickly:  Provided, 
That  all  taxes  heretofore  assessed  in  the  said  portion  of  Sewickly  town- 
ship, hereby  annexed  to  Hempfield  township,  shall  be  collected  as  if 
this  act  had  not  passed. 

Section  18.  The  qualified  voters  of  the  Adamsburgh  election  district, 
in  the  county  of  Westmoreland,  shall  hereafter  hold  their  spring  elec- 
tions for  judge  and  inspectors  of  elections  of  said  district,  and  also  for 
township  officers  of  the  township  of  Hempfield,  at  the  house  designated 
by  law  for  holding  the  general  elections  in  said  district;  and  the  said 
spring  elections  in  the  said  district,  shall  be  held  and  conducted  by  the 
proper  judge  and  inspectors  of  elections  of  said  district,  subject  to  the 
same  restrictions  and  provisions  as  in  other  cases;  and  the  judge  of  said 
election  district,  shall  make  return  of  said  spring  elections  to  the  proper 
court,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  for  the  return  of  other  elections 
of  township  officers. 

Section  19.  That  the  qualified  electors  of  the  township  of  Harrison, 
Bedford  county,  be  directed  to  hold  their  general  and  township  elections 
at  the  house  of  George  W.  Powel,  in  said  township. 

Section  20.  That  the  qualified  electors  of  East  Providence  town- 
ship, Bedford  county,  be  directed  to  hold  their  general  and  township 
elections  at  the  house  of  Alexander  B.  Tales,  in  said  township. 

Section  21.  That  the  qualified  electors  of  St.  Clair  township,  Bed- 
ford county,  be  directed  to  hold  their  general  and  township  elections  at 
the  school  house  in  the  town  of  St.  Clairsville,  in  said  township. 

Section  22.  That  the  new  township  lately  struck  from  the  old  town- 
ship of  Hopewell,  in  the  county  of  Bedford,  be  called  Liberty;  and 
the  qualified  electors  of  said  new  township  of  Liberty,  Bedford  county, 
shall  hold  their  general  and  township  elections  hereafter  at  the  house  of 
Lewis  Keith,  esquire,  in  said  township. 

Section  23.  That  so  much  of  the  Fourth  ward,  Moyamensing,  in 
the  county  of  Philadelphia,  lying  south  of  the  centre  of  Washington 
street,  in  said  township,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  erected  into  a  sepa- 
rate ward,  to  be  called  the  Fifth  ward,  Moyamensing;  and  the  qualified 
voters  of  the  said  Fifth  ward,  shall  hold  their  ward  elections  at  the 
public  school  house  in  the  said  ward  ;  and  the  election  in  the  Fourth 
and  Fifth  wards,  on  the  third  Friday  in  March,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  forty-six,  shall  be  conducted  by  the  following  officers,  to  wit: 
for  the  Fourth  ward,  judge,  George  Lentz;  inspectors,  Charles  L.  Pas- 
cal and  George  Whartenby;  for  the  Fifth  ward,  judge,  Abraham  De- 
hart;  inspectors,  David  Farrall  and  John  Ilouptman,  who  shall  have  all 
the  powers,  and  perform  all  the  duties,  and  be  subject  to  all  regulations 
that  are  by  law  prescribed  for  inspectors  and  judges  of  elections;  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  constable  of  the  said  Fourth  ward,  to  per- 
form the  duties  required  by  law  of  the  constables  of  the  several  wards 
and  townships,  in  relation  to  ward  elections,  so  far  as  relates  to  the 
election  on  the  third  Friday  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
forty-six,  in  the  said  Fifth  ward. 

Section  24.  It  shall  hereafter  be  lawful  for  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
said  Fifth  ward,  on  the  third  Friday  in  March,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  forty-six,  and  on  the  third  Friday  in  March  in  every  year 
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thereafter,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law,  to  elect  one  assessor ;  and 
when  the  other  wards  in  the  said  township  shall  be  required  by  existing 
laws  so  to  do,  two  assistant  assessors,  one  constable,  one  judge,  and 
two  inspectors  of  elections;  and  on  the  third  Friday  in  March,  eighteen 
hundred  and  forty- six,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
Fourth  ward,  at  the  time  and  place  of  electing  assessor  and  other  ward 
officers,  to  elect  for  said  Fourth  ward  one  of  the  duly  qualified  citizens 
thereof  to  serve  as  alderman  :  Provided,  That  the  present  alderman  of 
the  Fourth  ward,  shall  act  as  alderman  of  the  Fifth  ward,  until  the 
expiration  of  his  commission,  when  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  qualified 
voters  of  the  said  Fifth  ward,  at  the  time  and  place  of  electing  ward 
officers,  to  elect  an  alderman  of  the  said  ward. 

Section  25.  That  the  qualified  electors  of  the  new  township  of  Mercer  co. 
Wilmington,  in  the  county  of  Mercer,  shall  hold  their  general  and 
township  elections  at  the  school  house  in  the  village  of  New  Wilminff- 
ton,  in  said  township;  and  that  Samuel  Phillips  is  hereby  appointed 
judge  of  the  election  to  be  held  on  the  third  Friday  in  March  next,  and 
that  George  W.  Wier  and  William  M.  Thompson,  are  hereby  appoint- 
ed inspectors  of  said  election. 

Section  26.   That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  quali-  Philadelphia  co. 
fied  electors  of  the  Third  ward,  Southwark,  in  the  county  of  Phila- 
delphia, shall  hold  their  ward  elections  at  the  public  house  now  occupied 
by  John  H.  Gore,  south-east  corner  of  Fourth  street  and  Washington 
market  place,  in  the  said  ward. 

Section  27.   That  the  township  of  Fell,  in  the  county  of  Luzerne,  Luzerne  co. 
is  hereby  erected  into  a  separate  election  district;  and  that  the  qualified 
voters  thereof  shall  hold  their  general  and   township  elections  at  the 
house  of  A.  W.  Tickner,  in  said  township. 

Section  28.   That  the  qualified  voters  of  the  borough  of  South  Eas-  Northampton  co. 
ton,  in  the  county  of  Northampton,  shall  hereafter  hold  their  general 
and  borough  elections  at  the  town  hall,  in  the  said  borough  of  South 
Easton. 

Section  29.   That  the  qualified  voters  of  the  township  of  Carroll,  Cambria  co. 
in  the  county  of  Cambria,  shall  hereafter  hold  their  general  election  at 
the  cross  road  leading  to  Ebensburg  and  Loretto,  to  the  new  school 
house,  number  three,  in  said  township. 

Section  30.   That  the  qualified  voters  of  the  township  of  Spring  Warren  co. 
Creek,  in  the  county  of  Warren,  shall  hereafter  hold  their  general  and 
township  elections  at  the  school  house  near  the  mouth  of  Spring  Creek, 
in  said  township. 

Section  31.   That  the  qualified  voters  of  the  township  of  Middle  Monroe  co. 
Smithfield,  in  the  county  of  Monroe,  shall  hereafter  hold  their  general 
and  township  elections  at  the  house  of  Adam  Moser,  in  said  township. 

Section  32.  That  the  qualified  voters  of  the  townships  of  Monroe  Clarion  co. 
and  Toby,  in  the  county  of  Clarion,  residing  in  the  following  named 
lines,  shall  hereafter  form  a  new  election  district,  the  line  commencing 
at  Canoe  ripple,  on  the  Clarion  river,  where  the  road  leading  to  Mil- 
ler's mill  crosses  said  river;  thence  by  said  road  to  where  it  crosses 
Licking  creek ;  thence  by  said  creek  to  the  Monroe  township  line ; 
thence  along  the  Monroe  township  line  to  where  it  crosses  Gutter's  run; 
thence  by  said  run  to  its  mouth,  where  it  empties  into  Piney  creek; 
thence  by  Piney  creek  to  the  bridge  at  Davis's  saw- mill;  thence  a 
straight  line  to  Clarion  river,  so  as  to  include  Edward  Corbell's  farm ; 
thence  by  the  Clarion  river  to  the  place  of  beginning :  the  place  of 
holding  the  general  and  township  elections  shall  be  at  the  eight  square 
school  house,  in  said  Toby  township,  and  that  Andrew  M'Gee,  shall 
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be  judge,  and  John  Klingensmith  and  James  M'Naughton  be  inspectors, 
to  hold  said  election. 

Section  33.  That  the  qualified  voters  of  Winslow  township,  in  Jef- 
ferson county,  shall  hold  their  township  election  on  the  first  Monday  of 
April  next,  and  thereafter  on  the  fourth  Monday  of  February;  and  said 
general  and  township  elections  are  to  be  held  at  the  house  of  Wood- 
ward Reynolds,  in  said  township;  and  Woodward  Reynolds  shall  be 
judge,  and  Joshua  Rea  and  Felton  Reynolds  be  inspectors;  and  Thomas 
Reynolds  is  hereby  appointed  and  empowered  to  advertise  and  hold  the 
township  election.  * 

Section  34.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  town- 
ships of  Marion,  Perry,  Wayne  and  North  Sewickly,  in  the  county  of 
Beaver,  shall,  according  to  their  boundaries  established  by  the  court  of 
quarter  sessions  of  Beaver  county,  each  form  a  separate  and  distinct 
election  district,  and  independent  township. 

Section  35.  That  the  citizens  of  each  of  the  said  townships,  sepa- 
rately, shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  elect  at  the  times,  and  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  law,  justices  of  the  peace,  and  all  township 
officers  incident  to,  and  necessary  in  a  distinct  and  independent  town- 
ship. 

Section  36.  That  the  citizens  of  Marion  township  shall  hold  their 
general  and  township  elections  at  the  house  of  George  Hartzel,  jr.,  in 
said  township.  The  citizens  of  Perry  township  shall  hold  their  general 
and  township  elections  at  the  house  of  Robert  White,  in  said  township. 
The  citizens  of  Wayne  township  shall  hold  their  general  and  township 
elections  at  the  house  of  John  Bird,  in  said  township.  The  citizens  of 
North  Sewickly  township  shall  hold  their  general  and  township  elections 
at  the  house  formerly  occupied  by  John  Miller,  on  lands  of  Benjamin 
Chew,  in  said  township. 

Section  37.  That  the  qualified  voters  of  the  township  of  Spring 
Creek,  in  the  county  of  Warren,  shall  hereafter  hold  their  general  and 
township  elections  at  the  school-house,  near  the  mouth  of  Spring  creek, 
in  said  township. 

Section  38.  That  the  qualified  voters  of  that  part  of  Allen  township, 
Cumberland  county,  known  as  Lisburn  district,  shall  hereafter  hold  their 
general  and  township  elections  at  the  public  house  now  occupied  by 
John  G.  Heck,  in  Lisburn. 

Section  39.  That  the  qualified  voters  of  Washington  township, 
York  county,  shall  hereafter  hold  their  general  and  township  elections 
at  the  house  now  occupied  by  Jacob  Gochenour,  in  said  township. 

Section  40.  That  the  qualified  voters  of  the  township  of  Pymatu- 
ning,  in  the  county  of  Mercer,  shall  hereafter  hold  their  general  and 
township  elections  at  the  school  house  in  the  village  of  Clarksville,  in 
said  township. 

Section  41.  That  the  qualified  voters  of  that  part  of  Lackawannock 
township,  in  the  county  of  Mercer,  living  east  of  the  Little  Ncshannock 
creek,  shall  hereafter  hold  the  general  election  at  the  court  house,  in  the 
borough  of  Mercer. 

Section  42.  That  the  township  of  West  Pehnsborough,  in  the  county 
of  Cumberland,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  divided  into  two  separate 
and  distinct  townships,  for  all  purposes.  The  eastern  township,  to  be 
called  West  Pennsborongh  township,  and  the  western  township,  to  be 
called  Big  Spring  township.  The  division  lines  between  said  townships, 
to  be  the  same  as  those  designated  by  viewers  appointed  by  the  court 
of  quarter  sessions  of  Cumberland  county  in  April  last,  to  divide  said 
township,  who  made  report  to  said  court  in  August  last  ;  which  report, 
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with  a  plot  or  draft  of  the  townships  proposed  to  be  erected,  is  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  clerk  of  said  court. 

Section  43.    That  the  qualified   voters  of  Big   Spring   township,  in  Cumberland  co. 
the  county  of  Cumberland,  shall  hold  their  township  elections  at  Laugh- 
Jin's  school  house,  in  said  township  :   Provided,  That  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  electors  of  said   township  to  change  the  place  of  holding  the 
township  elections,  in  the  mode  directed  by  law. 

Section  44.   That  any  money  unexpended,  which  has  been  received  Cumberland  co. 
by  the  school  directors  of  West  Pennsborough  township,  in  the  said 
county  of  Cumberland,  or  which  has  been  assessed,  and  shall  hereafter 
be  collected  from  the  citizens  of  said  township,  which  is  by  this  act, 
divided  into  two  separate  townships,  shall  be  divided   between    said 
townships,  in  proportion  to  the  school  tax  assessed  upon  the  citizens  of  Relative  to  school 
said  respective  townships,  at  the  last  assessment  for  school  purposes  ;  funds, 
and  the  school  directors  of  Biff  Spring  township,  or  their  treasurer,  shall 
receive  their  proportion  of  such  unexpended  moneys. 

Section  45.  The  several  township  officers  heretofore  elected,  shall  Cumberland  co. 
continue  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  offices  in  the  township  in  which 
they  shall  reside,  during  the  time  for  which  they  may  have  been  elected; 
and  any  vacancy  that  may  occur,  in  consequence  of  the  division  as 
hereinbefore  directed,  shall  be  supplied,  according  to  the  provisions  of 
the  act  of  assembly  regulating  such  elections.  Notice  of  the  first  town-  Township  officers 
ship  elections  in  each  of  the  aforesaid  townships,  shall  be  given  by  the 
present  constable  of  West  Pennsborough  township,  in  the  manner  di- 
rected by  existing  laws,  in  reference  to  township  elections. 

Section  46.    That  the  qualified  voters  of  that  part  of  the  township  Lancaster  co. 
of  East  Donegal,  in  the  county  of  Lancaster,  included  within  the  bounds 
of  the  tenth  election  district  of  said  county,  shall  vote  for  township  offi- 
cers at  the  public  school  house  in  the  village  of  Maytown,  in  said  town-  Maytown.

AN   ACT 

Relative  to  certain  election  districts. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  qualified  electors  of  the  First 
ward,  Moyamensing,  in  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  shall  hold  their 
ward  elections  at  the  public  house  now  occupied  by  Charles  J.  Burns, 
number  two  hundred  and  seventy,  South  Sixth  street,  in  said  ward. 

Section  2.  That  all  that  part  of  North  Shenango  township,  in  Craw- 
ford county,  lying  north  of  Shenango  creek,  where  said  creek  leaves

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
a  corporation  is  hereby  erected  by  the  name,  style  and  title,  of  the 
German  Reformed  congregation  of  Jackson  township,  Lebanon  county; 
and  by  the  same  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  be 
able  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  law 
and  elsewhere,  and  shall  be  able  and  capable  in  law  and  equity  to  take, 
hold  and  receive,  to  them  and  their  successors,  for  the  use  of  said  cor- 
poration, lands,  tenements,  goods  and  chattels,  of  whatsoever  kind, 
nature  or  quality,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  which  is  now,  or  shall  here- 
after become  the  property  of  the  said  corporation,  or  to  be  held  for 
their  use  by  gifts,  grants,  bargains,  sales,  conveyances,  devices  or  be- 
quests, or  otherwise,  from  any  person  or  persons  whomsoever,  capable 
of  making  the  same ;  and  to  grant,  bargain,  sell,  mortgage,  or  dispose 
of  the  same,  for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation  :  Provided,  however, 
That  the  said  corporation  shall  not  have  power  to  dispose  of,  alien,  sell, 
or  in  any  way  encumber  the  said  real  estate  belonging  to  the  said  con- 
gregation, without  first  giving  notice  to  the  congregation,  and  state  thei 
object,  and  if  a  majority  of  the  members  present  at  the  next  meeting, 
after  such  notice  has  been  given,  shall  consent  thereto:  And  providei 
further,  That  the  yearly  value  or  income  of  said  estate  so  held  by  sail 
corporation,  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  two  thousand  live  hundrei 
dollars,  and  shall  not  be  appropriated  to  any  other  than  benevolent  anc 
religious  purposes,  except  for  the  use  of  the  congregation. 

Section  2.   The  business  of  the  corporation  shall  be  conducted  b) 
seven  trustees,  four  of  whom  shall  be  a  quorum,  who  shall  annually 
choose  from  among  their  number  a  president,  a  secretary,  and  a  trea- 
surer; the  said  treasurer  shall  receive  and  account  for  all  moneys  com- 
ing into  his  hands  belonging  to    tiie  corporation,  and  who  shall  give 
security   for  the   faithful   performance  of  the  trust  reposed   in   him,  if 
required,  and  shall  have  his  account  annually  settled  by  the  trustees,  to 
be  laid  before  the  congregation  for  their  inspection,  at  the  annual  elec- 
tion of  trustees;  and  may  appoint  such  other  ollicer  or  officers  as  the 
said  trustees,   or  a  majority  of  them,   may  from  time  to  time  deem 
necessary  for  the  better  government  of  the  secular  affairs  of  the  said 
congregation ;  but  no  compensation  shall  be  allowed  to  such  officer, 
unless  sanctioned  by  a  majority  of  the  corporation.     All  necessary  ex- 
penditures  incurred   by   the  said  board  of  trustees,  or  the  consistory, 
expended  or  incurred  in   behalf  of  the  business  of  the  congregation, 
shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer,  on  the  order  of  the  president  of  either 
board.     Members  of  the  board  of  trustees  may  be  re-elected  as  often 
as  the  congregation  may  see  proper.     The  said  trustees  shall  undertake 
no  repairs,  put  up  no  new  buildings,  et  cetera,  the  cost  of  which  shaM 
exceed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  without  the  concurrence  of  the 
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congregation ;  the  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  submit  to  the  con- 
gregation, for  their  approval,  such  by-laws  as  they  from  time  to  time  By-laws. 
may  deem  necessary  and  expedient  for  the  government  of  the  secular 
affairs  of  the  congregation,  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution 
and  laws  of  this  commonwealth;  and  to  make,  use,  and  have  a  com- 
mon seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter,  and  renew  at  pleasure. 

Section  3.   The  first  election  under  the  altered  and  amended  charter  Election, 
shall  be  held  at  the  said  church  on  the  third  Saturday  of  November, 
Anno  Domini,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-six,  and  on  the 
third  Saturday  of  November  in  each  succeeding  year,  of  which  at  least 
ten  days'  notice  shall  be  given  by  announcement  from  the  pulpit,  or  in 
any  other  public  manner.      The  said  trustees  to  be  elected  as  follows :  How  elections 
the  trustees  now'  in    office  shall  serve  out  the  time  for  which  they  were  s'la1^  be  'ie'^- 
elected,  and  the  election  of  the  remaining  five  shall  be  so  arranged  that 
there  shall  be  two  elected  annually,  and  every  third  year  there  shall  be 
three  elected.      If  any  vacancies  should  happen  by  death,  or  otherwise,  Vacancies, 
the  remaining  trustees  shall  fill  such  vacancy  by  appointment,  until  the 
next  annual  election,  when  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  an  election, 
for  the  unexpired  time  such  member  whose  seat  is  made  vacant  had  to 
serve.      No  person  shall  be  eligible  as  a  trustee,  unless  he  is  a  citizen  Eligibility. 
of  this  commonwealth,  and  a  member  of  the  German  Reformed  church, 
by  confirmation  or  admission,  and  who  has  been  a  regular  member  of 
this  congregation  at  least  six  months  previous  to  such  election,  and  has 
contributed  towards  the  support  of  the  church :  Provided  also.   That  Proviso. 
in  case  the  congregation  should  at  any  time  neglect  to  elect  trustees  at 
the  time  therein  specified,  the  said  corporation  shall  not  he  dissolved  in 
consequence  thereof,  but  the  majority  of  the  trustees  remaining  in  office 
may  order  an  election  at  any  subsequent  time,  not  exceeding  one  month, 
of  which  the  said  trustees  shall  give  due  public  notice:  And  provided  Proviso. 
further,  That  in  case  the  trustees  should  refuse  or  neglect  to  call  meet- 
ings or  hold  elections,  as  is  directed  in  this  act,  ten  members  entitled  to 
vote  for  trustees,  elders  and  deacons,  may  call  such  meeting,  or  hold  an 
election,  by  giving  at  least  ten  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
such  meeting  or  election. 

Section  4.  The  said  trustees,  and  their  successors,  shall  have  charge  Powers  and  du- 
of  all  the  property  belonging  to  this  congregation,  manage  and  direct  all  ties  of  trustees, 
its  secular  affairs,  rent  or  lease  the  property  of  the  congregation,  and  be 
responsible  for  the  rents ;  keep  the  church  and  mill,  and  other  build- 
ings, in  good  repair,  collect  the  outstanding  moneys  due  the  said  con- 
gregation, discharge  the  debts,  if  any,  and  pay  the  minister's  salary 
annually,  or  semi-annually,  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  consistory, 
and  sanctioned  by  the  congregation  :  appoint  an  inspector  and  clerk  for 
the  holding  of  the  elections,  in  conjunction  with  the  inspector  and  clerk 
directed  to  be  appointed  by  the  consistory ;  all  elections  to  be  by  ballot. 

Section  5.   No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  election  for  Qualificafions. 
minister,  trustees,  elders  or  deacons,  who  is  not  a  regular  member  of 
the  German  Reformed  church  by  confirmation,  or  admitted  by  the  con- 
sistory of  the  said  church,   and  has  paid  or  contributed  towards  the 
support  of  the  church,  at  least  six  months  previous  to  such  election, 
and  is  above  the  age  of  nineteen  years,  and  shall  have  conducted  him- 
self according  to  the  constitution  and  discipline  of  the   German   Re- 
formed church  of  the    United  States    of  North    America:  Provided,  Proviso. 
however,   That  in  case  a  regular  member  of  the  church,  who  through 
the  neglect  of  the  deacons  shall  not  have  been  called  upon  for  his 
contribution,   shall  not  in  consequence  thereof  be  debarred  from  voting 
at  any  election,  provided  he  has  paid  up  all  arrearages  due  by  him,

Section  6.  The  president  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall  preside  at 
all  meetings  of  the  board,  and  have  the  casting  vote  in  case  the  board  is 
equally  divided  on  any  subject,  call  meetings  of  the  board  of  trustees 
and  of  the  congregation,  on  matters  relative  to  the  secular  affairs  of  the

congregation,  whenever  in  his  opinion  it  shall  be  necessary;  and  in 
case  of  the  absence  of  the  president  at  any  meeting,  a  president  pro 
tern,  shall  be  appointed  for  that  meeting.  The  secretary  shall  keep 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board  at  every  meeting,  and  keep  a 
record  of  the  same.  The  existing  vestry  shall,  as  soon  after  the  third 
Saturday  in  November,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-six,  as 
the  board  of  trustees  shall  be  organized,  deliver  unto  the  said  trustees  a 
true  and  correct  account  of  all  the  debts  and  credits  of  the  said  congre- 
gation, together  with  all  such  other  matters  relating  to  the  secular  affairs 
of  the  congregation.

Section  7.  The  consistory  shall  be  composed  of  the  minister,  elders, 
and  deacons;  the  minister  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  the  president  of 
the  consistory;  a  majority  of  the  consistory  to  constitute  a  quorum; 
they  shall  elect  from  their  number  a  secretary  and  a  treasurer  for  the 
poor  fund,  that  is  the  alms  and  other  moneys  collected  by  the  consis- 
tory, and  their  appropriation  regulated  by  by-laws,  and  account  for  all 
moneys  paid  to  him  by  the  deacons,  and  pay  it  out  to  the  order  of  the 
elders  and  deacons;  the  consistory  shall  have  the  control  and  manage- 
ment of  the  spiritual  concerns  of  the  congregation,  according  to  the  con- 
stitution and  discipline  of  the  synod  of  the  German  Reformed  church  in 
the  United  States  of  North  America;  they  shall  also  have  power  to  pro- 
pose and  submit  by-laws  for  the  due  order  and  regulation  of  the  spiritual 
concerns  of  said  congregation:  Provided,  Such  by-laws  are  not  con- 
trary to  the  provisions  of  this  charter,  nor  inconsistent  with  the  consti- 
tution and  discipline  of  the  German  Reformed  church  in  the  United 
States,  nor  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  commonwealth;  the  said 
by-laws  to  be  submitted  for  approval  to  the  congregation  at  a  meeting 
of  said  congregation  to  be  called  for  that  purpose,  of  which  said  meet- 
ing, the  consistory  shall  give  at  least  ten  days'  notice  from  the  pulpit  or 
otherwise;  the  majority  of  the  members  who  are  entitled  to  vote  for 
pastor,  elders  and  deacons,  present  at  such  meeting,  may  approve  or 
reject  such  by-laws;  the  consistory  shall  also  have  power  to  elect  the 
delegate  to  classes,  according  to  the  constitution  of  the  synod  of  the  Ger- 
man Reformed  church  of  the  United  States  of  North  America;  they 
shall  also  keep  a  correct  list  or  register  of  all  the  names  of  the  members 
of  the  congregation,  arranged  in  alphabetical  order,  open  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  any  regular  member  of  the  church. 

Section  8.  The  said  consistory  shall  also  agree  with  the  minister 
upon  what  salary  he  is  to  receive,  and  upon  what  conditions  he  will 
serve  the  said  congregation,  and  lay  the  same  before  the  congregation 
for  their  approval,  at  a  meeting  to  be  called  for  that  purpose;  all  appli- 
cations for  membership  shall  be  made  to  the  president  of  the  consistory, 
or  any  member  thereof,  and  the  said  consistory  or  a  majority  of  them, 
may  admit  such  applicant  in  conformity  of  the  constitution  and  disci- 
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pline  of  the  aforesaid  church;  the  consistory  shall  at  present  consist  of  Consistory  form- 
the  minister,  six  elders  and  six  deacons,  to  be  elected  for  three  years,  ed. 
with  the   power  to  increase  the  number  to  twelve  elders  and   twelve 
deacons,  if  the  congregation  see  proper  so  to  do;  the  present  elders  and 
deacons  whose  terms  of  office  shall  not  have  expired  on  the  third  Satur- 
day of  November,  A.  D.   one  thousand  eight  hundred  and   forty-six,  Tenure,

corrupt  or  otherwise  render  unwholesome  the  water  brought  or  con-

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it.  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
the  third  section  of  an  act  relating  to  the  lien  of  taxes  in  the  county  of 
Philadelphia,  passed  the  sixteenth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty-five,  shall  not  be  taken  and  construed  to  require  that 
taxes  heretofore  registered  in  the  office  of  the  county  commissioners  of 
Philadelphia  county,  shall  be  again  copied  into  another  or  separate 
books ;  but  the  registry  thereof,  in  books  heretofore,  shall  be  deemed 
and  taken  to  be  a  compliance  with  the  requisition  of  said  act,  in  respect 
to  taxes  so  registered;  nor  shall  said  act  be  construed  or  taken,  as 
requiring  the  taxes  of  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty- 
five,  to  be  filed  before  the  first  of  July  of  that  year,  but  on  or  before 
the  first  of  July  of  the  present  year;  and  so  much  of  said  act  as  re- 
quires claims  for  taxes  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  any  prothonotary,  and 
the  revival  of  the  same,  as  in  ease  of  mechanics'  claims  to  continue  the 
lien  thereof,  is  hereby  repealed ;  and  all  taxes  registered  as  aforesaid,  in 
said  county  commissioners'  office,  shall  cease  to  be  liens,  after  the  expi- 
ration of  five  years  from  the  first  day  of  January  in  the  year  succeeding 
that  in  which  they  became  due,  unless  suit  be  brought  to  recover  the 
same,  as  it  now  is  or  may  be  provided  by  law  for  the  recovery  of  the 
same,  and  duly  proceeded  in  to  judgment;  and  thereafter  the  lien  of 
such  judgments,  and  the  transcripts  filed  of  those  recovered  for  taxes 
before  magistrates,  shall  be  and  continue  liens  as  in  other  judgments. 

Section  2.  That  recovery  may  be  had  on  claims  for  taxes  filed  under 
the  provisions  of  the  said  act,  or  of  the  act  of  the  tjiird  of  February, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-four,  by  the  said  county,  or 
other  corporation  required  to  register  its  taxes;  and  in  all  cases  where 
the  claim  shall  exceed  one  hundred  dollars,  it  shall  be  lawful  to  file  a 
copy  in  the  office  of  the  prothonotary  of  the  district  court  for  the  city 
and  county  of  Philadelphia,  and  to  proceed  thereon  by  action  of  debt 
to  recover  a  general  judgment  against  the  debtor  or  debtors,  as  is  now 
provided  by  law  in  respect  to  said  county,  or  to  proceed  thereon  by 
scire  facias,  as  in  the  case  of  mechanics'  claims;  and  the  claims  so 
filed  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  amount  thereof,  and  of  the 
same  being  due  and  owing,  and  judgment  be  entered  by  default  therefor, 
unless  the  defendant  shall  file  his  affidavit  of  the  nature  of  his  defence, 
as  required  in  other  cases  where  the  plaintiff  has  filed  his  copy  of  the 
cause  of  action  in  such  court;  anil  the  judgment  and  execution  shall  be 
with  the  like  effect  as  in  other  cases;  Provided,  That  where  any  real 
estate,  subject  to  such  lien,  shall  have  been  conveyed,  and  deed  record- 
ed, after  the  assessment  of  the  tax  sued  for,  the  present  owner  shall  be 
served  with  the  process;  anil  if  there  be  several  owners  of  distinct  por- 
tions of  the  premises,  recovery  shall  be  had  under  the  same  writ  against 
their  respective  shares,  according  to  a  just  rateable  proportion  of  the  tax, 
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costs  and  expenses  of  collection ;  and  if  any  such  owner  shall  be  omit- 
ted, he  may  be  brought  in  by  a  ride  of  the  court  on  him,  to  show  cause 
why  he  shall  not  be  made  a  party  to  such  suit;  and  on  proof  of  service 
thereof,  judgment  may  be  entered  against  his  share  by  default  of  appear- 
ance, or  affidavit,  as  aforesaid  :  And  provided,  That  no  such  appor-  Proviso.

That  in  the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia,  all  writs  of  Scire  facias,  how 
scire  facias  on  claims  for  taxes,  municipal  charges  and  assessments,  served, 
and  for  expenses  of  removing  nuisances,  shall  be  served  by  the  sheriff 
of  the  said  county,  by  posting  a  true  and  attested  copy  of  the  writ  on  a 
conspicuous  part  of  the  premises  therein  described,  and  by  publishing 
a  brief  notice  thereof  in  a  daily  newspaper  in  said  county  twice  a  week, 
for  two  weeks  before  the  return  day;  on  which  service  being  made,  the 
plaintiffs  in  such  suits  may  proceed  to  recover  judgments,  as  in  suits  on 
mechanics'  liens. 

Section  4.   Such  claims  may,  in  suits  thereon,  be  read  as  evidence  Evidence  and 
of  the  facts  therein  set  forth ;  and  no  plea  alleging  non-joinder,  or  mis-  pleas, 
joinder  of  parties;  no  plea  averring  want  of  notice  to  remove  nuisances;

In  all  writs  oHevari  facias  on  such  claims,  the  sheriff's  Proceedings  upon 
handbills  and  advertisements  shall  contain  at  the  foot  thereof  a  memo-  levari  facias, 
randum,  setting  forth  the  name  of  the  party  plaintiff,  and  the  nature 
and  character  of  the  claim  :  in  default  whereof,  the  sale  under  such  writ 
may  be  set  aside  by  the  court.

Changing  the  name  of  the  association  known  as  "the  General  Convention  of  the 
Baptist  denomination  in  the  United  States,  for  foreign  missions  and  other  impor- 
tant objects  relating  to  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom,"  to  that  of  "the  American 
Baptist  missionary  union,"  and  for  altering  and  amending  the  charter  of  the  same. 

Whereas,  A  number  of  individuals,  citizens  of  this  commonwealth, 
were  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  June,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  twenty  one,  created  into  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by 
the  name,  style,  and  title  of  "the  General  Convention  of  the  Baptist 
denomination  in  the  United  States  for  foreign  missions,  and  other  im- 
portant objects  relating  to  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom:'' 

And  ivhercas,  The  members  of  said  body  politic  and  corporate,  for 
various  good  and  sufficient  reasons,  are  desirous  of  changing  the  name 
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of  said  corporation,  and  of  altering  and  amending  the  articles  thereof; 
therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
from  and  after  the  third  Thursday  of  May,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand 
ekht  hundred  and  forty-six,  the  said  general  convention  of  the  Baptist 
denomination  in  the  United  States,  as  aforesaid,  shall  exist  as  a  body 
corporate  and  politic,  and  be  known  by  the  name,  style  and  title,  of 
"the  American  Baptist  missionary  union,"  and  shall  retain  under  said  Name, 
name  and  title,  all  its  existing  powers,  privileges,  rights  and  property, 
and  be  subject  to  all  its  present  duties,  obligations  and  liabilities,  with 
the  qualifications,  additions,  and  amendments  hereinafter  named,  to  wit:

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
George  W.  Belhune,  Thomas  P.  Cope,  Henry  Lelar,  Matthew  L. 
Bevan,  William  Piatt,  William  E.  Bovven,  Thomas  Watson,  J.  Fisher 
Learning,  and  the  other  persons  belonging  to  or  composing  the  society 
now  called  the  Pennsylvania  seamens'  friends  society,  and  their  suc- 
cessors, (who  shall  become  members  of  the  corporation)  be  and  they 
are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate  in  law,  by  the  name, 
style,  and  title  of  the  Pennsylvania  seamens'  friends  society,  and  by 
that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  have  a  common  seal,  make 
contracts,  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded  in  any  court 
of  record,  or  in  any  other  place  whatever,  and  may  also  take  and  hold 
any  real  or  personal  estate  conveyed  to  them  by  gift,  grant,  bargain  and 
sale,  devise,  bequest  or  other  alienation  whatsoever,  and  sell  and  convey 
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the  same :  Provided,  That  the  clear  yearly  value  of  the  lands,  tene- 
ments, or  other  real  estate  of  the  said  corporation,  shall  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  three  thousand  dollars. 

Section  2.  The  object  of  this  corporation  is  to  promote  the  social  Object, 
and  moral  improvement  of  seamen  at  home  and  abroad. 

Section  3.  The  affairs  of  this  society  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  Officers, 
a  board,  consisting  of  a  president,  vice  presidents,  a  corresponding 
secretary,  recording  secretary,  treasurer,  and  twenty-four  directors,  who 
shall  be  chosen  annually,  and  constitute  a  board  of  managers.  The 
managers  shall  annually  elect  all  subordinate  officers  of  the  society,  fill  Their  election, 
vacancies  in  their  own  body,  and  may  adopt  such  other  measures  as 
may  in  their  opinion  promote  the  objects  of  the  association.  Seven 
managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  until  the  first  election  shall  be 
held  in  pursuance  hereof,  the  officers  of  the  present  society  shall  be  the 
officers  of  this  corporation;  and  no  failure  hereafter  to  hold  an  election 
for,  or  to  elect  any  of  said  officers,  shall  be  deemed  a  forfeiture  of  any 
of  the  corporate  privileges  hereby  conferred,  but  the  same  shall  continue 
unimpaired  thereby;  and  on  such  failure  or  failures,  the  officers  of  the 
preceding  year  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are  duly 
elected. 

Section  4.  A  meeting  of  the  corporation  shall  be  held  once  in  each  Meeting, 
year,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  board  may  by  their  by-laws  appoint, 
for  the  election  of  managers,  and  for  such  other  business  as  it  may  be 
necessary  for  the  society  to  transact.  No  person  shall  have  a  vote  in  Votes, 
the  election  of  managers  who  has  not  been  a  member  of  the  corporation, 
at  least  three  months  before  the  time  of  the  election,  at  which  he  claims 
to  vote.

If  any  person  or  persons  whomsoever,  shall  cast,  draw  when,  where 
or  otherwise  use,  for  the  purpose  of  catching  fish,  more  than  one  seine  and  how  seines  or 
or  net,  in  any  pool  or  fishing  place  in  the  river  Delaware,  within  the  nets  may  be  used, 
jurisdiction  of  this  state,  at  any  place  opposite  to  or  above  the  lower 
mouth  of  Rancocus  creek,  in  the  county  of  Burlington,  in  the  state  of 
New  Jersey,  and  more  than  two  seines  or  nets  in  any  one  pool  or  fishing 
place  from  thence  as  far  down  as  the  concurrent  jurisdiction  of  this  state 
and  the  state  of  Pennsylvania  extends,  within  any  one  term  of  twenty - 
four  hours,  beginning  at  sunrise  and  ending  at  sunrise  the  day  following, 
or  shall  be  aiding  or  assisting  therein,  contrary  to  the  true  intent  and 
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meaning  of  this  act,  or  the  act  entitled  "  An  Act  further  supplementary 
to  an  act,  entitled  'An  Act  to  regulate  fisheries  in  the  river  Delaware, 
and  for  other  purposes,'  passed  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  November,  A.

Section  9.  That  said  council  shall  annually  publish,  in  the  month  of 
January,  at  an  expense  not  exceeding  one  dollar,  an  accurate  statement 
of  their  contracts  and  expenditures  during  the  preceding  year;  and  none 
of  said  council  shall  receive  any  compensation  for  their  services  except 
the  member  or  members  of  their  said  committee,  who  shall  for  their 
services  be  allowed  a  sum  to  be  fixed  by  said  council,  not  exceeding  in

Section  10.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  council  to  cause  said 
streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  before  the  first  day  of  July  next,  to  be  cleared 
of  every  obstruction,  such  as  wood,  stones,  ashes,  and  artificial  mounds 
of  uneven  surface  obstructing  convenient  passage  ;  and  shall  further 
thereafter,  at  all  times  keep  the  said  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  in  perfect 
order  and  repair;  and  if  said  council  shall  fail  to  comply  with  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  they  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  five 
dollars  each,  to  be  recovered  by  action  of  debt  in  the  name  of  said 
borough,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  one-half  thereof  to  go  for  the 
use  of  said  borough,  and  the  other  half  to  the  person  who  may  sue  for 
the  same.

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  "Philadelphia  sacred  music  socie- 
ty." citizens  of  this  commonwealth,  have  associated  together  for  the 
purpose  of  promoting,  by  combined  effort,  the  cultivation  of  the  science 
of  music,  and  have  established  the  following  as  fundamental  articles  of 
their  association  ;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Comniomvealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,    That 
all  and  every  the  persons  who  shall  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act  Members. 
be  members  of  the  association,  called  and  styled,  "The  Philadelphia 
sacred  music  society,"  in  the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia,   and  all 
such  as  shall  hereafter  be  admitted  as   members  of  the  same,  agreeably 
to  the  by-laws,   shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  declared  to  be,  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  "  The  Philadelphia 
sacred  music  society ;"  and  by  the  same  name  shall  have  perpetual  Name, 
succession,  and  shall  be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded 
in  all  courts  of  record  and  elsewhere,  and  to  purchase,   receive,  hold 
and  enjoy  real  and   personal  estate  of  whatsoever  kind  or  quality,  and  Privileges, 
choses  in  action,  and  the  same,  from  time  to  time,  sell,  grant,  alien  or 
dispose  of;  and  also,  to  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  break, 
alter  and  renew  at  pleasure  ;  and  also,  to  ordain,  establish,  and  put  in 
execution,  such   by-laws  and  regulations  as  shall  appear  necessary  and  By-laws, 
convenient  for  said  corporation,   not  being  contrary  to  this  charter  or  to 
the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  common  wealth: 
'Provided,  however.   That  the  clear  yearly  value  or  income  of  the  real  Proviso, 
and  personal  estate  held  by  the  said  corporation,  shall  not  exceed  at  any 
time  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars. 
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Section  2.  That  the  society  shall  have  for  its  object  the  promotion 
of  the  science  of  music  by  the  establishment  of  a  musical  library,  by 
giving  concerts,  by  promoting  schools  for  instruction  in  vocal  and  instru- 
mental music,  and  by  such  other  modes  as  the  board  of  managers  may 
deem  expedient. 

Section  3.  That  the  government  of  this  society  shall  be  vested  in  a 
board  of  managers,  to  be  chosen  annually,  at  such  time  and  in  such 
manner  as  the  by-laws  may  direct,  but  no  failure  to  elect  at  the  time 
appointed,  shall  operate  as  a  forfeiture  of  this  charter.  The  board  of 
manao-ers  shall  have  entire  control  over  the  practicings  and  performances, 
have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  their  own  body,  and 
to  establish  a  system  of  internal  regulation  ;  and  also  to  enact,  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  objects  of  the  society,  such  by-laws, 
rules  and  regulations,  as  may  be  deemed  by  said  board  of  managers 
expedient  and  necessary  :  Provided,  The  same  are  not  inconsistent 
with  this  charter,  or  with  the  constitution  or  laws  of  this  commonwealth, 
or  with  those  of  the  United  States. 

Section  4.  That  the  members  of  this  society  shall  consist  of  persons 
skilled  in  music,  vocal  or  instrumental,  and  of  persons  friendly  to  the 
cultivation  of  the  science  of  music,  to  be  denominated  performing  and 
subscribing  members.  The  board  of  managers  shall  have  power  to 
determine  the  right  and  terms  of  membership,  and  the  privileges  of 
members.

Supplementary  to  an  act  passed  February  twenty-seventh,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  one,  declaring  the  rivers  Codorus  and  Conewago,  in  the  county  of  York, 
public  highways,  and  for  other  purposes  therein  mentioned. 

^  Section  1.   Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in   General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.    That 
Conewago  river     the  portion  of  said  Conewago  river,  known  as  the  Conewago  Gut,  be 
declared  a  public   and  the  same  is  hereby  declared  to  be  part  of  said  highway,  and  made 
highway.  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  the  law  relating  thereto. 

Section  2.   That  said   highway   shall  commence  at  the    mouth  of 
Conewago,  where  it  empties  into  the  river  Susquehanna,  and  terminate 
at  the  mill  dam  of  George  Emig,  in  Dover  township,  York  county, 
below  the  point  where  the  Bermudian  empties  into  the  Conewago.

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Section  3.   That  hereafter  it  shall  he  lawful  for  any  person  or  per-  Tims  for  catching-

manner  prescribed  in  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  be  fined 
the  amount  prescribed  in   the   sixth  section  of  said  act;  one  moiety 
thereof  to  the  informer  and  the  other  moiety  thereof  to  the  supervisor 
of  the  highways  of  the  township,  for  the  use  of  the  township  within 
which  the  offence  was  committed. 

Section  4.   That  hereafter  the  duties  enjoined  upon  the  supervisors  Duty  0f  supervi- 
of  said  river,  thus  made  a  public  highway  by  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  sors. 
supplement,  shall  devolve  upon  and  be  performed  by  the  supervisors  of 
the  townships  through  which  said  highway  passes,  who  shall  be  paid 
for  their  services  out  of  the  township  rates  and  levies  :  Provided,  That  Proviso, 
in  cases  where  any  part  of  said  highway  is  or  shall  bound  more  than 
one  township,  the  supervisor  of  either  of  said  townships  within  which 
any  ofTence  may  be  committed,  may  proceed  against  any  person  or  per- 
sons offending  against  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  the  act  to  which  this 
is  a  supplement :  Provided  further,  That  an  offender  shall  be  liable  Proviso.

Section  5.   That  hereafter  no  person  or  persons,  under  the  penalty  Penalty  for  fish- 
prescribed  in  the  sixth  section  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  ing  at  mouth  of 
shall  erect,  build,  set  up  or  repair,  or  aid  in  erecting,  building,  setting  highway, 
up  or  repairing  any  wear,  rack,  basket,   fishing  dam,  pond,  or  fix  or 
fasten  any  net  or  nets,  or  brush,  in  the  river  Susquehanna,  at  the  mouth 
of  said  highway,   so  as  to  prevent  the  fish  from  entering  said  river 
Conewago. 

Section  6.   If  any  person  or  persons  shall  throw  into  said  highway  Nuisances, 
the  carcase  of  any  dead  animal,  or  tops  or  branches  of  trees,  the  per- 
son or  persons  so  offending  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  five  dollars,  to  be 
recovered  and  applied  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  prescribed. 

Section  7.   So  much  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  as  is  Repeal, 
hereby  altered  or  supplied,  is  hereby  repealed.

school  directors  of  Salisbury  township  school  district,  in  the  county  of 
Lancaster,  are  hereby  authorized  to  assess  upon  each  scholar  that  shall 
attend  any  of  the  public  schools  in  said  district,  any  sum  not  exceeding 
one  dollar  per  quarter,  at  the  discretion  of  said  directors,  to  be  paid  by 
the  parent,  guardian,  master,  or  other  person  having  charge  of  such 
scholars,  in  proportion  to  their  ability  to  pay,  in  such  a  manner  as  is 
hereafter  provided.

To  establish  a  public  ferry  across  the  North  Branch  of  the  Susquehanna,  at  ot  near 
the  borough  of  Tunkhannoek,  in  the  county  of  Wyoming. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate,  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Jlsscinbty 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
Asa  S.  Dana,  Samuel  T.  Nicholson  and  Ansel  Evans,  their  heirs,  assigns, 
and  lessees,  shall  have  the  right  and  privilege  at  their  expense,  to  make 
a  good  and  sufficient  landing  on  the  north  and  south  sides  of  the  North 
Branch  of  the  river  Susquehanna,  at  the  borough  of  Tunkhannoek,  in 
the  county  of  Wyoming,  and  to  use  the  said  river  between  the  said 
landings  as  a  public  ferry. 
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Section  2.   That  the  said  Asa  S.  Dana,  Samuel  T.  Nicholson  and  To  keep  landing, 
Ansel  Evans,  their  heirs,  assigns,  and  lessees,  shall  keep  the  said  land  •  ferry,  boats,  &c. 
ing  and  ferry  in  good  condition  and  repair,  fit  for  the  transportation  and  in  good  condition 
passage  of  men,  horses  and  other  animals,  and  carriages  of  all  descrip- 
tion, and  shall  keep  good  and  substantial  boats,  and  other  necessary 
crafts,  and  competent  and  careful  ferrymen,  who  shall  constantly,  as 
occasion  may  require,  attend  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  travellers 
and  others,  cattle  and  carriages  over  the  said  river,  with  all  reasonable 
diligence  and  attention.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commomvcalth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,   and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,   That  jurorg  for  pnj|a- 
grand  jurors,  and  jurors  for  the  trial  of  all  issues  of  fact,  in  any  of  the  dclphia  county, 
courts  holden  in  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  shall  be  selected  in  the 
manner  following,  and  not  otherwise. 

Section  2.   The  commissioners  of  the  said  county,  or  a  majority  of  Commissioners 
them,   and  the  sheriff  of  the  said  county,  shall  meet  together,  on  or  and  sheriff  to  as- 
before  the  first  day  of  July,  in  each  year,  at  the  office  of  the  said  com-  certain  the  num- 
missioners,  and  they  shall  then  and  there  ascertain  the  whole  number  of  )er.  °  J,ur°rs, 
names  of  jurors  selected  and  deposited  by  them,  in  the  year  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  forty-five,  in   the  respective  wheels,  containing 
the  names  of  jurors  for  said  county  for  the  respective  courts;  and  from 
the  returns  made  into  said  commissioners'  office,  by  the  assessors  for 
the  respective  wards  and  townships  within  the  city  and  county  of  Phila-

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delphia,  they  shall  ascertain  the  whole  number  of  taxable  inhabitants 
returned;  and  thereupon  the  said  sheriff  and  the  said  commissioners 
shall  determine  the  number  of  names  of  jurors  that  each  of  said  wards 
and  townships  shall  furnish,  in  order  to  make  up,  in  each  year,  at  least 
twice  the  number  so  selected  for  the  said  year  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  forty-five,  and  deposited  in  the  said  wheels  for  the  said  county 
respectively;  the  number  of  names  to  be  furnished  from  the  said  wards 
and  townships,  shall  be  in  the  proportion  that  the  taxable  inhabitants  of 
the  said  wards  and  townships  respectively  bear  to  the  whole  number  of 
taxable  inhabitants  in  the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  3.  When  the  number  of  names  of  jurors  for  the  said  courts 
respectively,  from  each  ward  and  township  shall  have  been  ascertained, 
the  commissioners  of  said  county  shall,  upon  issuing  their  precepts  to 
the  assessors  for  the  said  city  and  county,  require  them,  in  addition  to 
the  duties  now  enjoined  by  law,  to  return,  with  their  assessments  and 
as  part  thereof,  the  names  and  surnames  of  as  many  sober,  judicious 
and  intelligent  citizens  of  their  wards  and  townships,  for  jurors  for  said 
courts,  as  shall  be  equal  to  the  number  fixed  by  such  commissioners  for 
each  court,  and  from  the  respective  wards  or  townships,  together  with 
their  occupations  and  places  of  residence,  and  the  courts  for  which  they 
have  been  so  selected. 

Section  4.  When  the  assessors  shall  have  made  the  returns  to  the 
said  commissioners,  the  said  commissioners  shall  notify  the  sheriff  of 
said  county  to  meet  at  their  office,  on  a  day  to  be  fixed,  not  more  than 
one  month  thereafter;  and  when  so  met  together,  they  shall  clear  the 
wheels  of  all  names  remaining  therein,  and  shall  deposit  the  names  so 
returned  by  the  said  assessors  in  the  respective  wheels  for  said  county, 
in  the  manner  described  in  the  eighty  -eighth  section  of  the  act  to  which 
this  is  a  supplement;  and  thereafter  the  said  wheels  shall  be  supplied 
only  by  the  said  assessors  returns,  made  under  like  requisitions  from  the 
county  commissioners  in  every  year. 

Section  5.  The  assessors  shall  file,  upon  their  respective  oaths  or 
affirmations,  in  the  offices  of  the  said  court  respectively,  immediately 
after  their  returns  as  aforesaid,  a  list  of  the  jurors  so  returned  from  the 
respective  wards  and  townships  as  jurors  for  said  courts;  and  the 
respective  prothonotaries  of  the  said  courts  shall  compare  the  names  of 
jurors  drawn  from  the  wheels,  with  the  list  so  furnished,  whenever  a 
venire  of  jurors  shall  be  returned;*  and  should  any  name  be  drawn  or 
returned  as  a  juror  which  is  not  on  the  assessors  list  so  filed,  the  said 
prothonotary  shall  immediately  communicate  the  fact  to  the  court  for 
which  the  juror  had  been  drawn;  the  name  of  such  juror  shall  be 
stricken  from  the  said  list  of  jurors;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
court  forthwith  to  report  and  certify  the  facts  of  the  case  to' the  attorney 
general. 

Section  6.  Any  person  offending  against  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  in  office,  and  upon  convic- 
tion thereof,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred 
nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  and  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail 
for  a  term  not  exceeding  one  year. 

Section  7.  So  much  of  any  previous  act  or  acts  of  assembly  as  are 
inconsistent  herewith,  shall  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  8.  That  the  April  term  of  the  several  courts  of  Venango  coun- 
ty, is  hereby  so  changed,  as  that  the  same  shall  hereafter  be  held  on  the 
fourth  Monday  of  May  in  each  year;  and  all  recognizances,  venires,  pro- 
cess, writs,  orders  and  decrees,  and  other  proceedings  in  said  court,  re-

Concerning  certain  real  estate. 

Whereas,  Henry  Hermans,  of  Luzerne  county,  died,  leaving  a  will 
and  testament  which  provides,  among  other  things,  for  the  appointment  Preamble, 
of  three  judicious  men  to  value  and  appraise  his  real  estate,  and  to  make 
partition  of  the  same  into  as  many  shares  as  it  conveniently  can  be  di- 
vided into,  and  that  such  of  his  devisees  as  are  entitled  to  take,  shall 
take  the  same  at  the  appraisement,  securing  the  amount  over  their  re- 
spective shares  by  bond  and  mortgage,  to  be  paid  in  five  equal  annual 
payments  : 

And  whereas,  In  pursuance  of  said  will,  partition  has  been  made, 
and  the  respective  devisees  have  made  choice  of  the  different  portions, 
but  as  some  of  the  devisees  are  minors,  the  intentions  of  said  will  in 
executing  releases,  and  securing  the  overplus  by  bond  and  mortgage, 
cannot  be  carried  out;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  guardian  of  each  of  the  minor  children  of  Henry  Guardians  to  ex- 
Hermans,  deceased,  under  the  provisions  of  the  said  will,  to  execute  and  ecute  releases,

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and  passing  through  any  of  the  locks  of  the  said  company  on  the  Mo- 
nongahela  river,  to  make  returns,  upon  oath,  to  the  collector  or  lock- 
keepers  at  the  said  locks,  or  any  of  them,  whenever,  at  such  times, 
and  in  such  manner  as  the  same  may  be  by  the  said  president  and 
managers  directed  to  be  done,  of  the  whole  number  of  passengers  by 
them  or  by  the  boats  whereon  they  are  employed,  respectively,  carried 
through  the  said  locks,  or  any  of  them;  and  in  the  case  of  way  passen- 
gers, of  the  number  of  locks  by  them  respectively  passed  of,  for  and 
during  the  whole  period  or  periods  to  which  the  said  returns  shall  be 
required  to  extend.

AN    ACT 


To  prevent  a  destruction  of  certain  kinds  of  game  in  parts  of  Beaver  county,  during 

certain  seasons  of  the  year. 

Section  1.   Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in   General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
The  kinds  of        from  the  first  day  of  March  to  the  first  day  of  October,  in  each  year 
game,  and  the       hereafter,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  shoot,  trap,  kill  or 
seasons  set  forth,  otherwise  destroy  any  wild  turkey;  nor  any  pheasant,  between  the  first 
day  of  March  and  the  first  day  of  September;  nor  any  partridge  be- 
tween the  first  day  of  March  and  the  first  day  of  October;  nor  any 
woodcock  between  the  first  day  of  February  and  the  first  day  of  August; 
nor  any  rabbit  between  the  first  day  of  February  and  the  first  day  of 
November,  in  Borough  township,  Brighton  township,  Rochester  town- 
ship,  New  Sewickly   township,   and  Patterson   township,   in    Beaver 
county. 

Section  2.  Nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  buy  or  cause  to 
be  bought  or  carried  out  of  said  parts  of  said  county,  for  the  purpose  of 
supplying  any  private  or  public  house  or  market,  any  wild  turkey, 
pheasant,  partridge,  woodcock  or  rabbit,  unless  the  same  shall  have 
been  shot  or  taken  in  the  proper  season,  as  provided  for  above. 

Section  3.  Any  person  who  may  wilfully  or  maliciously  destroy  or 
cause  to  be  destroyed,  the  nests  or  eggs  of  any  of  the  above  mentioned 
birds,  in  the  townships  mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  the  fines  and  penalties  provided  in  the  fourth  section  of 
this  act. 

Section  4.  Any  person  offending  against  any  of  the  provisions  of 
the  foregoing  sections,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for 
each  and  every  offence,  with  all  costs  and  charges,  which  may  be  recov- 
ered by  suit  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  in  the  township  where  the 
offence  is  committed,  one-half  of  fine  to  go  to  use  of  informer,  the 
other  half  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of 
the  township  in  which  the  offence  may  be  committed.

Section  1.  Be,  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
if  any  person  or  persons,  shall  place,  set  or  drag,  any  net  or  seine  of 
any  kind  or  description,  or  erect  any  eelware  in  the  waters  of  the  river 
Dyberry,  or  any  of  its  tributary  streams  in  Wayne  county,  for  taking 
of  fish,  every  such  person  so  offending  or  aiding  therein,  shall  forfeit  and 

Fine.  pay  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for  every  such  offence,  to  be  recovered   with 

costs,  as  debts  of  equal  amount  are  recoverable  by  law.  by  any  person 
who  may  sue  for  the  same,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  in  the  name 
of  the  commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  one-half  to  go  to  the  informer, 
who  is  authorized  to  be  a  competent  witness,  the  other  half  to  be  paid 
to  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  of  the  borough  of  Bethany  ;  and  if  any 
person  who  shall  be  convicted  as  aforesaid,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
pay  such  debt  or  fine,  and  sufficient  goods  and  chattels  cannot  be  found 
whereof  to  levy  and  pay  the  same,  the  said  person  shall  be  committed 
to  the  jail  of  the  county  of  Wayne,  for  the  term  of  six  days,  which  is  to 
be  accordingly  inserted  in  the  execution  for  collecting  such  debt  or  fine  : 

Proviso.  Provided,    Such  suit  be  brought  within  forty  days   after  the  offence

AN    ACT 

To  amend  the  road  laws  of  Erie  county,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonivealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
all  property,  real  and  personal,  trades,  occupations,  professions,  and  Rpad  taxes  to  be 
every  other  thing  which  is  now  made  taxable  by  law,  or  that  shall  levieJ- 
hereafter  be  made  taxable  by  law,  for  county  purposes,  shall  and  the 
same  is  hereby  made  taxable  for  road  purposes  in  the  several  townships 
of  Erie  county. 

Section  2.  That  the  road  commissioners  shall  not  hereafter  collect  By  whom  collect- 
more  than  ten  per  cent,  in  any  one  year  in  money,  on  the  road  tax  so  ed. 
laid  by  them,  and  said  money  shall  be  collected  by  the  several  path- 
masters  in  each  of  their  several  districts,  under  a  warrant  issued  by  said 
road  commissioners,  which  warrant  shall  state  the  amount  which  said 
commissioners  have  decided  to  raise  in  money;  and  the  said  path-mas- 
ters shall  proceed  in  the  same  manner  as  collectors  of  county  taxes,  and 
have  like  powers  and  compensation,  and  return  the  same  to  the  town- 
ship treasurer  within  three  months  after  the  date  of  such  warrant. 

Section  3.  That  the  qualified  citizens  of  the  several  townships  in  Election  of  path- 
Erie  county,  shall  at  the  election  for  township  officers,  elect  viva  voce,  masters. 
one  person  for  path-master  in  each  district  in  the  said  townships,  which 
election  shall  commence  at  three  o'clock,  P.  M.  of  said  day,  and  be 
conducted  by  two  of  the  road  commissioners  of  said  townships,  with- 
out fee  ;  and  the  path-masters  so  elected,  shall  hold  their  office  for  one 
year,  and  the  said  road  commissioners  shall  enter  the  result  of  said 
election  in  their  book  of  records. 

Section  4.   That  if  any  district  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  elect  a  path-  VaCanc-es  how 
master  as  aforesaid,  or  if  any  vacancy  shall  occur  from  any  other  cause,  supplied. 
the  said  commissioners  shall  fill  such  vacancy  by  appointment  until  the 
next  election. 

Section  5.   That  when  any  of  the  path-masters  in  any  of  the  said  pj0w  taxes  are  to 
districts  shall  make  return  to  the  road  commissioners  of  the  township,  be  collected  from 
of  any  tax  which  has  been  neglected  or  refused  to  be  paid,  as  directed  delinquents, 
by  the  nineteenth  section  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  road  commissioners,  and  they  are  hereby 
required  to  issue  their  warrant  immediately  against  such  delinquent,  and 
have  the  same  collected  and  returned  agreeably  to  the  twenty- first  sec- 
tion of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement ;  and  any  property  found 
within  said  district  where  said  tax  was  levied  and  belongs,  and  said  pro- 
perty belongs  to  said  delinquent,  all  such  property  shall  be  liable  to  dis- 
tress and  sale  on  the  said  warrant  for  the  amount  of  said  tax  and  costs, 
although  the  said  delinquent  may  not  reside  within  the  said  district  or 
township  where  such  tax  was  laid. 

Section*  6.   That  any  person  claiming  damages  on  account  of  the  Damages,  how 
location  of  a  road   through  his  improvement,  may  within  sixty  days  assessed  and  paid, 
apply  to  the  said  road  commissioners  for  redress,  and  if  in  the  opinion 
of  the  road  commissioners,  the  applicant  is  entitled  to  damages,  they 
shall  proceed  to  assess  the  same'  and  if  the  amount  agreed  upon  by  the 
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said  commissioners  shall  be  accepted  by  the  complainant,  then  the  said 
commissioners  shall  make  an  order  on  the  township  treasurer  for  the 
amount  so  fixed  and  agreed  upon,  which  shall  be  paid  by  said  treasurer 
out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  ;  but  be- 
fore any  such  order  shall  be  paid,  it  shall  be  approved  by  at  least  two 
of  the  township  auditors,  on  the  back  of  said  order;  and  if  the  com- 
plainant shall  not  be  satisfied  with  the  amount  fixed  by  said  commis- 
sioners, or  said  commissioners  shall  not  allow  any  damages,  then  the 
complainant  may  enter  his  complaint  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  as  is 
hereafter  provided  in  cases  of  confirming  or  rejecting  roads,  and  the 
justice  shall  proceed  in  like  manner  as  is  provided  hereafter  in  confirm- 
ing or  rejecting  roads;  and  that  decision  shall  be  final  and  conclusive, 
and  the  twenty- sixth  section  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement, 
is  hereby  repealed :  Provided,  That  any  suit  now  pending  shall  not  be 
affected  by  a  repeal  of  this  section. 

Section  7.  That  the  road  commissioners  shall  not  be  required  to 
view  any  route  of  a  proposed  road,  unless  the  petition  praying  for  the 
same  be  signed  by  at  least  twelve  citizens  of  the  township  where  said 
proposed  route  for  a  aroad  is  located. 

Section  8.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  feel  aggrieved  on 
account  of  any  new  road  being  laid  out  by  said  road  commissioners,  or 
on  account  of  the  alteration  of  any  old  road  by  the  same,  such  person 
may  apply  to  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  said  township,  or  to  a  justice  of 
an  adjoining  township  or  borough,  and  make  his  or  their  complaint, 
and  if  the  said  justice  shall  be  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  good  cause 
of  complaint,  he  shall  issue  a  summons  directed  to  any  constable  to 
summon  the  said  road  commissioners  to  appear  before  him  at  a  time 
fixed  in  the  said  summons,  not  more  than  eight  nor  less  than  four  days 
after  the  date  of  said  summons. 

Section  9.  That  the  said  justice  shall  at  the  same  time  of  issuing 
the  summons  as  directed  by  the  eighth  section  of  this  supplement,  issue 
a  notice  to  six  reputable  disinterested  citizens,  to  appear  at  his  office  at 
the  same  time  the  summons  is  made  returnable,  and  when  the  six  citi- 
zens have  appeared,  shall  administer  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  them  to 
well  and  truly  try  all  matters  in  regard  to  the  location  of  the  said  road, 
or  the  establishing  of  the  same;  the  said  justice  shall  preside  and  decide 
the  questions  of  law  that  may  arise  in  the  trial  of  the  case,  and  after  a 
full  hearing  of  the  case,  the  six  men  so  chosen  as  a  jury,  shall  deter- 
mine whether  such  road  so  laid  out  by  said  commissioners  shall  be  con- 
firmed or  not;  the  said  justice  always  giving  the  casting  vote  in  case  of 
an  equal  division  by  the  jury,  and  the  decision  so  made  by  a  majority 
of  said  justice  and  jury,  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  in  regard  to  said 
road  for  two  years  thereafter  :  Provided,  That  the  said  road  commis- 
sioners may  reject  any  of  the  six  men  chosen  by  said  justice  up  to  the 
number  ol  four,  on  the  grounds  of  interest  or  other  cause,  and  substi- 
tute others  in  their  place,  who  shall  be  sworn  as  aforesaid,  and  subject 
to  the  same  regulations  as  the  first  chosen. 

Section  10.  That  the  said  justice  and  constable  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  same  fees  that  are  now  allowed  by  law  for  similar  services,  and  the 
six  men  chosen  by  the  said  justice  as  a  jury,  shall  each  be  allowed 
seventy-five  cents  per  day  for  every  day  necessarily  spent  in  such  trial; 
but  before  any  suit  shall  be  brought  under  this  act,  the  person  or  per- 
sons making  such  complaint,  if  they  shall  not  be  good  responsible  free- 
holders, shall  enter  good  and  sufficient  bail  for  all  costs  that  may  accrue 
on  the  trial  of  the  case,  which  bail  so  entered,  shall  be  holden  absolute 
for  the  payment  of  all  cost  as  aforesaid,  should  judgment  be  rendered 
against  said  complainant  on  the  trial  of  such  case. 
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Section  11.   That  the  six  men  chosen  as  a  jury  by  the  said  justice  Penalty  on  jurors 
shall  meet  as  required  by  said  justice,  or  pay  the  sum  of  two  dollars  for  non-attend- 
each,  to  be  recovered  at  the  suit  of  the  complainant,  in  the  case  as  debts  ance. 
of  like  amount  are  recoverable  and  collectable  by  law,   unless    such 
juror  shall  be  detained  in  consequence  of  the  sickness  of  himself  or     xcuse- 
family,  or  some  other  unavoidable  cause,  which  shall  be  adjudged  by 
the  justice  before  whom  suit  is  brought,  to  be  sufficient  to  excuse  said 
juror;  and  the  justice  before  whom  suit  is  brought  for  the  trial  of  the 
case  by  jury,  as  named  in  the  ninth  section  of  this  act,  shall  have  power 
to  fill  any  vacancy  that  may  occur  by  the  non-attendance  of  any  such 
juror,  by  appointment  of  some  other  person  at  the  time  and  on  the  day 
of  such  trial;  and  any  such  person  so  appointed,  shall  be  liable  to  the 
same  penalty  as  though  he  had  been  originally  appointed. 

Section  12.   That  when  the  justice  and  jury  shall  hear  and  deter-  Substitution 
mine  any  suit  under  this  act,  the  justice  before  whom  the  suit  is  brought,  Judgment  for 
shall  enter  judgment  for  costs  against  the  complainant,  if  the  said  road  costs  to  be  en- 
is  confirmed,  and  against  the  said  road  commissioners,  if  the  said  road  tered- 
is  condemned;  and  when  the  justice  enters  judgment  against  the  said 
commissioners,  the  said  commissioners  shall  pay  the  same  by  an  order 
on  the  treasurer  of  the  township,  which  said  order  shall  be  paid  by  said 
treasurer  out  of  any  money  that  may  be  in  the  treasury  of  the  township, 
and  not  otherwise  appropriated;  but  if  judgment  be  entered  by  the  said 
justice  against  the  defendant,  then  execution  shall  issue  as  in  other  cases 
of  debt,  before  a  justice  of  the  peace;  and  this  same  proceeding  in  dis- 
posing of  costs  and  damage  shall  extend  to  any  suit  brought  under  this 
act. 

Section  13.  That  the  said  road  commissioners  shall  have  power  to 
lay  an  extra  road  tax  in  any  district,  when  in  their  opinion  the  same  is  Extra  road  tax 
necessary,  in  order  to  keep  the  roads  in  good  repair,  or  when  any  ma^  e 
emergency  occurs  that  may  require  the  same  ;  but  no  extra  tax  shall  be 
levied  in  any  one  district  by  said  commissioners,  for  the  purpose  of 
making  or  improving  a  road  in  any  other  district  in  said  township;  nor 
shall  any  extra  tax  be  laid  in  any  one  district,  when  an  extra  tax  has 
been  laid  on  the  township  in  the  same  year  by  said  road  commissioners; 
and  not  more  than  one  extra  tax  shall  be  laid  in  any  one  year;  nor  shall 
such  extra  tax  exceed  six  mills  on  every  dollar  of  the  valuation  in  the 
township  for  said  year. 

Section  14.   That  the  whole  expense  of  laying  out  the  public  road  Expenses  for  lay-

Preamble.  Whereas,   The  members  of  the  Cedar  Grove  Presbyterian  church 

and  congregation,  in  Earl  township,  Lancaster  county,  have  prayed  for 
an  act  of  incorporation,  for  the  better  management  of  their  affairs  $ 
therefore.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  herein/  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  some,  That 
the  said  corporation  shall  be  called  and  known  by  the  name,  style  and  Name, 
title  of  the  Cedar  Grove  Presbyterian  church  and  congregation,  of  Earl 
township,  Lancaster  county,  and  by  the  same  name,  shall  have  per- 
petual succession,  and  be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im-  Privileges, 
pleaded,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  elsewhere  ;  and  shall  be  able  and 
capable  in  law  and  equity,  to  take,  hold  and  receive  to  them,  and  their 
successors,  for  the  use  of  the  said  church  and  congregation,  lands,  tene- 
ments, goods  and  chattels,  of  whatsoever  kind,  nature  or  quality,  real, 
personaf  or  mixed,  which  are  now  or  shall,  or  may  at  any  time  here- 
after, become  the  property  of  the  said  church  and  congregation,  to  be

That  the  clear  yearly  value  or  income  of  the  said  estates,  shall  not  exceed 
the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  not  be  appropriated  to  any 
other  than  benevolent  or  religious  uses.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  sclnie,  That 
John  Leighton,  his  associates  and  successors,  be  and  hereby  are  consti- 
tuted a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  "Sus- 
quehanna boom  company,"  and  by  that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  record  or  elsewhere,  have  a 
common  seal  to  be  altered  by  them  at  pleasure,  make -by-laws  not  re- 
pugnant to  the  laws  of  this  state,  or  of  the  United  States,  for  the  man- 
agement of  their  corporate  concerns,  and  have  and  enjoy  all  the  rights 
and  powers  of  a  corporation. 

Section  2.  That  the  said  corporation  are  authorized  and  empowered 
to  erect  and  maintain,  on  the  west  branch  of  the  river  Susquehanna,  be- 
tween the  borough  of  Williamsport  and  the  mouth  of  Quineshehocque 
creek,  such  boom  or  booms  with  piers,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
purpose  of  stopping  and  securing  logs,  masts,  spars  and  other  lumber, 
floating  upon  said  river,  and  erect  such  piers,  side  branch  or  shear 
booms,  as  may  be  necessary  for  that  purpose:  Provided,  That  said  booms 
be  so  constructed  as  to  admit  the  safe  passage  of  rafts  and  boats,  and  not 
impede  the  navigation  of  said  river  and  the  branches  thereof  :  Andprovi- 
ded  also,  That  all  persons  shall  have  the  same  privilege  of  landing 
rafts  of  logs,  masts,  spars,  boards  or  other  lumber,  and  fastening  the 
same,  as  they  have  heretofore  enjoyed;  and  the  said  corporation  shall 
construct,  and  at  all  times  keep  and  maintain  their  piers  and  booms  suf- 
ficiently strong  to  secure  all  the  lumber  contained  therein;  but  no  person 
shall  be  allowed  at  any  time  to  encumber  said  booms  with  rafts,  either 
of  logs  or  other  lumber.

And  whereas,  It  is  just  and  proper  that  said  mistake  should  be  cor-

be  appointed  collector  of  township  taxes,  which  appointment  they  are 
hereby  authorized  and  required  to  make,  requiring  him  to  proceed  to 
collect  the  same,  in  the  same  manner  as  collectors  of  county  rates  and 
levies  are  directed  by  the  warrants  of  county  commissioners,  to  pro- 
ceed in  the  collection  of  the  same  and  to  pay  the  said  taxes,  when

lands,  or  from  any  other  source,  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  debts  and 
defray  the  expenses  as  aforesaid,  during  the  current  year,  it  shall  not  be 
lawful  to  assess  the  tax  mentioned  in  this  section,  unless  they  are 
required  to  do  so  by  the  court  of  common  pleas,  as  is  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. 

Section  2.  That  whenever  any  collector  of  township  taxes  shall 
have  failed  to  collect  and  pay  over  any  taxes,  with  the  collection  of 
which  he  has  been  charged,  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  the  township  trea- 
surer may  proceed  to  institute  a  suit  in  the  name  of  the  proper  township, 
on  the  bond  executed  by  said  collector  and  his  sureties",  before  a  justice 
of  the  peace,  or  in  the  court  of  common  pleas,  as  the  sum  claimed  to 
be  due  from  said  collector  may  require,  and  may  prosecute  the  same  to 
judgment,  and  have  execution  as  in  other  cases. 

Section  3.  That  the  commissioners  of  roads  and  highways  may 
exonerate  the  collector  of  township  taxes,  in  their  proper  township, 
from  the  payment  of  any  taxes  charged  in  the  duplicate  of  such  col- 
lector, in  the  same  manner,  and  for  like  causes,  as  collectors  of  county 
rates  and  levies  may  be  exonerated  from  the  payment  of  the  same  by 
the  county  commissioners. 

Section  4.  That  no  other  or  greater  taxes  shall  be  levied  by  the 
commissioners  ol  roads  and  highways,  in  any  one  year,  with  a  view  to 
the  collection  of  the  same  in  money,  than  is  authorized  by  the  provi- 
sions of  the  first  section  of  this  act,  except  that  the  court  of  common 
pleas  of  the  proper  county  may,  upon  application  to  such  court  by  any 
person,  setting  forth  that  any  township  is  indebted  to  him,  direct  notice 
of  such  application  to  be  given  to  the  commissioners  of  roads  and  high- 
ways of  such  township,  and  after  hearing  said,  applicant  and  commis- 
sioners, at  a  time  named  by  the  said  court,  of  which  time  all  parties 
shall  have  due  notice,  may  order  such  taxes  to  be  increased;  but  in  no

That  any  person  or  persons  dissatisfied  with  the  location 
of  any  road  heretofore  laid  out.  or  which  may  be  hereafter  laid  out  by  proceedings  in 
the  commissioners  of  roads  and  highways  of  any  township  or  town- cases  of  laying 
ships,  in  said  counties,  may  give  notice  in  writing  to  the  town  clerk,  of  out  roads, 
the  township  in  which  such  road  is  located,  of  such  dissatisfaction;  and 
said  town  clerk  shall  appoint  a  day,  not  more  than  ten  days  distant 
from  the  time  of  receiving  such  notice,  for  the  meeting  of  the  said  com- 
missioners, and  person  or  persons  giving  such  notice,  at  the  office  of  said 
town  clerk,  or  at  some  other  convenient  place  in  the  neighborhood;  of 
which  time  and  place  the  said  commissioners,  and  person  or  persons

townships,  in  said  counties,  by  said  commissioners,  prior  to  said  first 
day  of  September  next,  such  notice  may  be  given  at  any  time  previous 
to  the  first  day  of  October  next,  but  not  afterwards. 

Section  7.  All  damages  sustained  by  any  owner  of  improved  lands, 
by  reason  of  the  laying  out  and  opening  any  public  roads  through  said 
improvement,  shall  be  paid  by  the  township  in  which  said  road  is 
located,  and  the  method  of  ascertaining  the  same  shall  be  as  follows : 
the  owner  of  such  improved  lands,  who  may  consider  himself  injured 
by  the  location  of  said  road,  shall  file  with  the  town  clerk  a  statement 
of  the  injury  sustained,  and  of  his  intention  to  claim  damages  for  the 
same,  which  said  statement,  and  all  subsequent  proceedings  thereon  by 
the  officers  of  said  township,  shall  be  entered  by  said  clerk  upon  the 
township  records  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  clerk,  within  ten 
days  after  receiving  such  statement,  to  notify  the  commissioners  of  roads 
and  highways,  and  the  auditors  of  the  township,  of  the  same,  who  shall, 
as  soon  as  practicable,  examine  said  claim,  and  if  necessary  view  the 
premises;  and  if  in  their  opinion,  or  that  of  a  majority  of  them,  such 
person  hath  sustained  damage  by  reason  of  the  location  of  said  road 
through  his  improved  lands,  they  shall  fix  the  amount,  and  give  the 
applicant  notice  thereof,  in  writing,  with  as  little  delay  as  possible;  and 
if  the  person  so  applying  for  redress,  shall  be  content  to  receive  the 
said  amount  as  a  full  compensation  for  his  claim  aforesaid,  the  road 
commissioners,  upon  receiving  a  notice  in  writing  of  his  willingness  to 
receive  the  same,  shall  draw  an  order  on  the  treasurer  of  the  township 
in  favor  of  said  applicant,  for  said  amount;  but  in  case  said  road  com- 
missioners and  auditors,  or  a  majority  of  the  same,  should  be  of  opinion 
that  said  applicant  was  not  entitled  to  damages;  or  if  the  said  applicant 
should  not  be  willing  to  receive  the  amount  fixed  by  them,  in  full  of 
his  claim,  he  may  apply  by  petition  to  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of 
the  proper  county,  setting  forth  the  cause  of  complaint;  and  thereupon, 
the  said  court  shall  appoint  three  disinterested  persons  to  view  the  pre- 
mises and  assess  the  damages,  if  any,  which  such  petitioner  may  have 
sustained,  by  reason  of  the  laying  out  and  opening  said  road  through 
his  improved  lands,  as  aforesaid. 

Section  8.  The  viewers  so  appointed,  after  having  been  duly  sworn 
by  any  person  having  power  to  administer  oaths,  or  by  one  of  their 
own  number,  who  is  hereby  authorized  to  administer  the  same,  well 
and  truly  to  view  said  premises,  and  justly  and  equitably  to  assess  the 
damages,  shall  proceed  to  perform  said  duty,  and  make  a  report,  signed 
by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to  the  next  court  of  quarter  sessions 
of  said  county,  setting  forth  the  length  and  manner  of  the  location  of 
said  road  through  the  petitioners  improved  lands,  and  the  amount  of 
damages  (if  any)  which  has  been  sustained  by  said  petitioner. 

Section  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court,  at  the  term  to  which 
the  report  aforesaid  is  made,  to  make  an  order,  naming  a  day  certain, 
during  the  succeeding  term  for  the  final  disposition  of  said  complaint, 
notice  of  which,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  report,  shall  be  served 
upon  the  commissioners  of  the  township  from  which  damages  are 
claimed,  at  least  ten  days  before  said  matter  is  to  be  determined. 

Section  10.  At  the  time  of  hearing  said  parlies,  the  said  court  may, 
iti  their  discretion,  examine  witnesses,  touching  said  matter,  and  may . 
either  approve  of  the  report  of  the  viewers,  or  lessen  or  increase  the 
amount  as  they  shall  see  fit;  the  whole  proceeding  to  be  entered  of 
record,  and  the  decree  of  the  court  to  have  the  same  validity,  and  be 
enforced  in  the  same  manner,  as  a  judgment  entered  upon  the  verdict 
of  a  jury  :  Provided,  That  if  the  complainants  shall  not  recover  an 
amount  greater  than  the  sum  offered  by  the  commissioners  and  town- 
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ship  auditors,  he  shall  pay  all  costs  accruing  on  said  petition,  including  Costs  by  whom 
the  pay  of  the  viewers,  which  shall  be  one  dollar  each,  per  day,  other-  to  be  paid, 
wise  the  costs  to  be  paid  by  the  proper  township;  in  either  case  to  be 
taxed  as  costs  for  similar  services  are  now  fixed  by  law.

AN    ACT 

Authorizing  the  laying  out  of  a  state  road  from  Smicksburg,  in  Indiana  county,  to 
the  borough  of  Brookville,  Jefferson  county.

That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners,  Mark  route, 
plainly  and  distinctly  to  mark  the  ground  on  the  routes  agreed  upon  for 
the  road  aforesaid,  in  such  manner  as  to  enable  the  supervisors  readily 
to  find  the  same,  and  for  the  purpose  of  fulfilling  the  duties  in  this  act 
enjoined,  the  said  commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  to  employ  at  a 
per  diem  allowance,  not  exceeding  one  dollar  each,  two  chain  carriers 
and  one  axeman  ;  and  the  said  commissioners  respectively  shall  receive 
a  per  diem  allowance  not  exceeding  one  dollar  anil  fifty  cents  each,  for  Compensation, 
each  and  every  day  necessarily  expended  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties

In  relation  to  the  obstruction  of  the  Clarion  river,  and  for  other  purposes.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the.  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  etnd  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That

When  thirty  persons  or  more  shall  have  subscribed  two 
hundred  shares  of  the  said  stock,  said  commissioners  respectively  may, 
or  when  the  whole  number  of  shares  aforesaid  shall  be  subscribed,  they 
shall  certify  under  their  hands  and  seals,  the  names  of  the  subscribers, 
and  the  number  of  shares  subscribed  by  each,  to  the  governor  of  this 
commonwealth  ;  whereupon,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  governor, 
by  letters  patent  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  state,  to  create  and  Letters  patent, 
erect  the  subscribers,  and  if  the  subscription  be  not  full  at  the  time,  then 
also  those  who  shall  afterwards  subscribe  to  the  number  aforesaid,  into 
one  body  politic  and  corporate,  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style 
and  title  of  '«  The  president  and  managers  of  the  Danborough  and  Point  Name. 
Pleasant  turnpike  road  company  ;"  and  by  the  said  name,  the  said  sub- 
scribers shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  all  privileges  and  franchises  Privileges, 
incident  to  a  corporation,  and  shall  be  capable  of  taking  and  holding  the 
capital  stock  and  the  increase  and  profits  thereof,  and  of  enlarging  the 
same,  from  time  to  time,  by  new  subscriptions,  in  such  manner  and

such  by-laws,  orders  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  or  of  the  United  States,  as  shall 
be  necessary  for  the  well  ordering  of  the  affairs  of  said  company  :  Pro-  Proviso. 
vided,  That  no  person  shall  have  more  than  ten  votes  at  any  election, 
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or  in  determining  any  question  arising  at  such  meeting,  whatever  num- 
ber of  shares  he  may  be  entitled  to,  and  that  each  person  shall  be  entitled 
to  one  vote  for  every  share  held  by  him  under  that  number. 

Section  4.  The  said  company  shall  meet  on  the  first  Monday  in 
January  in  every  year,  at  such  place  as  shall  be  fixed  on  by  their  by- 
laws, for  the  purpose  of  choosing  such  other  officers  as  aforesaid,  for 
the  ensuing  year,  in  manner  aforesaid,  and  at  such  other  times  as  they 
may  be  summoned  by  the  managers,  in  such  manner  and  form  as  shall 
be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of  the  company;  at  which  annual  or 
special  meetings  they  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  make,  alter  or 
repeal,  by  a  majority  of  votes  in  manner  aforesaid,  all  such  by-laws, 
rules  and  regulations  made  as  aforesaid,  and  to  do  and  perform  any  other 
corporate  act. 

Section  5.  The  president  and  managers  first  to  be  chosen  as  afore- 
said, shall  issue  certificates  of  stock  to  the  subscribers  severally,  respec- 
tively signed  by  the  president,  and  countersigned  by  the  treasurer  of  the 
said  company,  which  certificate  shall  be  transferrable  at  his  or  her 
pleasure,  in  person,  or  by  attorney,  subject  however  to  the  payment 
due,  and  that  may  become  due  thereon  ;  and  the  assignee  holding  any 
certificate,  having  first  caused  the  assignment  or  transfer  to  be  entered 
in  a  book  of  the  company  to  be  kept  by  the  treasurer  for  that  purpose, 
shall  for  every  share  of  stock  so  held  by  him  or  her,  be  entitled  to  his 
or  her  equal  proportion  of  the  said  capital  stock,  and  of  all  the  estates 
and  emoluments  of  the  company  as  aforesaid,  at  the  meeting  thereof. 

Section  6.  If  after  thirty  days'  notice,  in  two  or  more  of  the  public 
newspapers  in  the  county  of  Bucks,  of  the  time  and  place  appointed 
for  the  payment  of  any  proportion  or  dividend  of  the  said  capital  stock, 
in  order  to  carry  on  the  work,  any  stockholder  shall  neglect  to  pay  any 
such  proportion  or  dividend  at  the  place  appointed,  for  thirty  days  after 
the  time  so  appointed,  every  such  stockholder,  or  his  assignee,  shall, 
in  addition  to  the  dividends  so  called  for.  pay  at  the  rate  of  five  per 
cent,  per  month  for  delay  of  such  payment;  and  if  the  same,  and  the 
said  additional  penalty,  shall  remain  unpaid  for  the  space  of  six  months, 
the  same  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  said  company,  and  may  be  sold  to  any 
person  or  persons  willing  to  purchase,  for  such  price  as  can  be  obtained 
for  the  same. 

Section  7.  The  said  president  and  managers  shall  meet  at  such  times 
and  places  as  shall  be  ordained  by  their  by-laws  ;  and  when  met,  six 
members  shall  form  a  quorum,  who,  in  the  absence  of  the  president, 
may  choose  a  chairman,  and  shall  keep  minutes  of  all  their  transactions 
fairly  entered  in  a  book;  and  a  quorum  being  formed,  they  shall  have 
power  and  authority  to  appoint  all  such  surveyors^engineers,  super- 
intendents, and  other  artists  and  officers,  as  they  shall  deem  neces- 
sary to  carry  on  their  intended  works,  and  fix  their  salaries  and  wages ; 
to  ascertain  the  times  when,  and  manner  and  proportion  in  which  the 
stockholders  shall  pay  the  moneys  due  on  their  respective  shares,  in 
order  to  carry  on  the  work  ;  to  draw  orders  on  the  treasurer  for  moneys 
necessary  to  pay  the  salaries  or  wages  of  persons  by  them  employed, 
and  for  labor  done  and  materials  provided  in  the  prosecution  of  the 
work;  which  order  shall  be  entered  on  the  book  of  minutes,  and  shall 
be  signed  by  the  president,  or  in  his  absence,  by  the  chairman,  and 
countersigned  by  their  secretary;  and  generally  to  do  all  such  other 
acts,  matters  and  things  as  by  this  act  and  the  by-laws,  rules,  and  regu- 
lations of  the  company,  shall  be  committed  to  them. 

Section  8.  The  said  road  shall  commence  at  the  termination  of  the 
Doylestown  and  Danborough  turnpike,  in  the  county  of  Bucks,   and 
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running  thence  by  Charles  M.    Price's    tavern,   the   most  practicable 
route  to  the  state  road,  in  Point  Pleasant,  in  said  county  of  Rucks. 

Section  9.  The  president,  managers  and  company,  shall  cause  a  Construction, 
road  to  be  laid  out  of  not  less  than  forty-feet  in  width,  in  such  a  manner 
as  not  to  injure  any  of  the  present  buildings  on  the  route,  and  at  least 
nineteen  feet  thereof  be  made  good  and  substantial  turnpike  road,  to 
secure  a  firm,  and  as  near  as  the  materials  will  admit  of,  an  even  sur- 
face, and  in  no  place  rise  or  fall  more  than  will  form  an  angle  of  five 
degrees  with  a  horizontal  line,  and  shall  forever  after  maintain  and  keep 
the  same  in  good  and  perfect  order,  from  the  place  of  beginning  to  ter- 
mination thereof;  and  the  president,  and  managers  and  company,  shall 
have  power  to  erect  permanent  bridges  over  all  the  waters  crossing  the 
said  road. 

Section  10.  So  soon  as  the  said  president,  managers  and  company, 
shall  have  perfected  the  said  road  the  distance  of  two  miles,  and  also 
when  they  have  completed  the  remainder  of  the  distance,  they  shall 
give  notice  thereof  to  the  governor  of  the  commonwealth,  who  shall,  Governor  to  ap 
thereupon,  forthwith  nominate  and  appoint  three  disinterested  persons  point  viewers. 
to  view  and  examine  the  same,  and  report  to  him,  in  writing,  whether 
the  said  road  is  so  far  executed  in  a  masterly  and  workmanlike  maimer, 
according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act;  and  if  their  report 
shall,  in  either  case,  be  in  the  affirmative,  then  the  governor  shall,  by 
license,  under  his  hand  and  the  lesser  seal  of  the  commonwealth,  per-  Licen.se. 
mit  and  suffer  the  said  president,  managers  and  company,  to  erect  and 
fix  so  many  gates  upon  and  across  the  said  road,  as  will  be  necessary 
and  sufficient  to  collect  the  toll  and  duties  hereinafter  granted  to  the  said 
company,  from  all  persons  traveling  on  the  same  with  horses,  cattle, 
carts  and  carriages  :  Provided,  That  all  persons  attending  funerals  or 
places  of  worship,  their  horses  and  carriages,  shall  be  exempt  from  pay- 
ment of  tolls  in  going  to  or  returning  therefrom. 

Section  11.  When  the  said  company  is  licensed  in  manner  aforesaid,  ™  ..  , 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  them  to  appoint  such  and  so  many  toll 
gatherers  as  they  shall  think  proper,  to  collect  and  receive  of  and  from 
all  and  every  person  or  persons  using  the  said  road,  the  tolls  and  rates 
hereinafter  mentioned,  and  to  stop  any  person  riding,  leading  or  driving 
any  horses,  cattle,  hogs,  sheep,  coach,  coachee,  sulkey,  chair,  chaise, 
phaeton,  cart,  wagon,  wain,  sleigh,  sled,  or  any  other  carriage  of  burden 
or  pleasure,  from  passing  through  the  said  turnpike,  until  they  shall 
respectively  have  paid  the  same;  that  is  to  say,  for  every  four  miles 
in  length  of  the  said  road  completed  and  licensed  as  aforesaid,  the  fol- 
lowing sums  of  money,  and  so  in  proportion  for  any  less  distance,  or 
for  any  less  or  greater  number  of  sheep,  hogs  or  cattle,  to  wit :  for  every  rr>0\[< 
score  of  hogs,  six  cents;  for  every  score  of  sheep,  six  cents;  for  every 
score  of  cattle,  twelve  cents;  for  every  horse  and  his  rider,  or  led  horse 
or  horse  driven,  three  cents;  for  every  sulkey,  chair  or  chaise  with  one 
horse  and  two  wheels,  six  cents;  and  with  two  horses,  nine  cents;  for 
every  chariot,  coach,  phaeton  or  dearborn  with  one  horse  and  four 
wheels,  eight  cents;  for  every  chariot,  coach,  phaeton  or  chaise  with 
two  horses  and  four  wheels,  twelve  cents;  for  either  of  the  carriages 
last  mentioned  with  four  horses,  twenty  cents;  for  every  other  carriage 
of  pleasure,  under  whatever  name  it  may  go.  the  like  sums  according 
to  the  number  of  wheels  and  horses  drawing  the  same;  for  every  stage 
wagon  with  two  horses,  twelve  cents;  and  for  every  such  wagon  with 
four  horses,  twenty  cents;  for  every  sleigh,  three  cents  for  each  horse 
drawing  the  same;  and  for  every  sled,  two  cents  for  each  horse  draw- 
ing the  same;  and  for  every  cart  or  wagon,  whose  wheels  shall  not 
exceed  four  inches,  six  and  quarter  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the 
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same;  and  for  every  cart  or  wagon,  whose  wheels  shall  exceed  four  inches, 
and  not  exceed  seven  inches,  three  cents  for  every  horse  drawing  the 
same;  and  for  every  cart  or  wagon,  the  breadth  of  whose  wheels  shall 
be  more  than  seven  inches,  and  not  more  than  ten  inches,  two  cents 
for  every  horse  drawing  the  same;  and  if  an)-  person  or  persons  shall 
represent  to  the  said  company,  or  any  of  their  officers,  that  he.  she  or 
they  have  traveled  a  less  distance  than  he,  she  or  they  have  actually 
traveled  along  said  road,  with  intent  to  defraud  said  company  of  its 
toll,  or  any  part  thereof,  such  person  or  persons  shall,  for  every  such 
Penalty  forevad-  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  use  of  the  said  company  the  sum  of  five 
mg  tolls.  dollars  ;  and  if  any  toll  gatherer  shall  demand  and   receive  toll  for  a 

greater  distance  than  the  person  of  whom  such  toll  is  demanded,  shall 
have  traveled  along  the  said  turnpike  road,  or  shall  demand  or  receive 
greater  toll  from  any  person  or  persons,  than  such  toll  gatherer  is  autho- 
rized to  demand  and  receive  by  virtue  of  this  act,  such  toll  gatherer 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  for  every  such  offence,  to 
the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  township  in  which  the  said  forfeiture  is 
incurred,  and  for  the  payment  of  which  the  said  company  shall  be 
responsible. 

Section  12.  All  such  carriages  as  aforesaid  to  be  drawn  by  oxen,  in 
the  whole  or  partly  by  oxen,  shall  be  estimated  as  equal  to  one  horse 
in  charging  all  the  aforesaid  tolls,  and  every  mule  as  equal  to  one  horse. 
Section  13.  If  the  said  company  shall  neglect  to  keep  the  said  road 
in  good  and  perfect  order  for  the  space  of  ten  days,  and  information 
thereof  shall  be  given  to  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  neighborhood 
within  the  county  where  the  repair  ought  to  be  made,  such  justice  shall 
issue  a  precept  to  be  directed  to  any  constable,  commanding  him  to 
summon  three  disinterested  persons  to  meet  at  a  certain  time,  in  said 
precept  to  be  mentioned,  at  the  place  in  the  said  road  which  shall  be 
complained  of,  which  meeting  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  keeper  of  the 
gate  on  the  turnpike  nearest  thereto  within  the  said  county  ;  and  the 
said  justice  at  such  time  and  place,  on  the  oaths  or  affirmations  of  the 
said  persons,  inquire  whether  the  said  road  or  any  part  thereof,  is  in 
such  good  and  perfect  order  and  repair  as  aforesaid,  shall  cause  an 
inquisition  to  be  made  under  the  hands  of  himself  and  a  majority  of 
the  said  persons  ;  and  if  the  said  road  shall  be  found  by  the  said  inqui- 
sition to  be  out  of  order  and  repair,  contrary  to  the  true  intent  and  mean- 
ing of  this  act,  the  said  justice  shall  certify  and  send  one  copy  of  the 
said  inquisition  to  each  of  the  keepers  of  the  gates  on  said  turnpike, 
between  which  such  defective  place  shall  be  ;  and  from  thenceforth  the 
tolls  hereby  granted  to  be  collected  at  such  turnpike  gate,  shall  cease  to 
be  demanded,  paid  or  collected,  until  the  said  defective  part  or  parts  of 
the  said  road  shall  be  put  in  good  and  perfect  order  and  repair  as  afore- 
said ;  and  if  the  same  shall  not  be  so  put  in  good  and  perfect  order  be- 
fore the  next  general  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  peace,  to  be  held 
for  the  county  in  which  the  defect  is  proved  to  be,  the  aforesaid  justice 
shall  certify  and  send  a  copy  of  the  inquisition  aforesaid,  to  the  justices 
of  the  said  court,  and  the  said  justices  shall  thereupon  cause  process  to 
issue,  and  bring  in  the  body  of  the  person  or  persons,  entrusted  by  the 
company  with  the  care  and  superintendence  of  such  part  of  the  said 
road  as  shall  be  so  found  defective,  and  shall  proceed  thereon  as  in  cases 
of  supervisors  of  the  highways  for  neglect  of  their  duty;  and  if  the 
person  or  persons  entrusted  by  the  said  company,  shall  be  convicted  of 
the  offence  by  the  said  inquisition  charged,  the  said  court  shall  give 
judgment  according  to  the  nature  and  aggravation  of  the  neglect,  as  ac- 
cording  to  right  and  justice  would  be  proper,  in  the  case  of  supervisors 
of  the  highways  neglecting  their  duties;  and  the  fines  and  penalties  so

to  be  imposed,  shall  be  recovered  in  the  same  manner  as  fines  for  mis- 
demeanors are  usually  recovered  in  the  said  court,  and  shall  be  paid  to 
the  supervisors  of  the  highways  of  the  township  wherein  the  offence 
was  committed,  to  be  applied  to  repairing  the  public  roads  within  such 
township. 

Section  14.  If  any  person  or  persons  whosoever  owning,  riding  in,  Penalty  for  evad- 
or driving  any  sulkey,  chair,  chase,  phaeton,  cart,  wagon,  wain,  sleigh,  ing  toll, 
sled  or  other  carriage  of  burden,  or  pleasure,  riding  or  leading  any  horse, 
mule,  mare  or  gelding,  or  driving  any  hogs,  sheep  or  other  cattle,  shall 
therewith  pass  through  any  private  gate  or  bars,  along  or  over  any  pri- 
vate gale  and  bars,  or  along  or  over  any  passage  way  or  other  ground, 
near  to  or  adjoining  any  turnpike  or  gate  erected,  or  which  shall  be 
erected  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  with  an  intent  to  defraud  the  company 
and  avoid  the  payment  of  toll  or  duty,  for  passing  through  any  such 
gate  or  turnpike;  or  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  with  such  intent, 
take  off,  or  cause  to  be  taken  off,  any  horse,  mule,  mare  or  gelding,  or 
other  cattle,  from  any  sulkey,  chair,  chaise,  phaeton,  cart,  wagon,  wain, 
sleigh,  sled  or  other  carriage  of  burden  or  pleasure,  or  practice  any  other 
fraudulent  means  or  device,  with  the  intent  that  the  payment  of  any 
such  toll  or  duty  may  be  evaded  or  lessened  j  all  and  every  person  or 
persons  in  all,  or  every  or  any  of  the  ways  or  means  aforesaid,  offend- 
ing, for  every  such  offence,  shall  respectively  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  presi- 
dent and  managers  and  company  of  the  Danborough  and  Point  Pleasant 
turnpike  road,  any  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  to  be  sued  for  and 
recovered  with  costs  of  suit,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  in  like 
manner  and  subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regulations,  as  debts  of  a 
similar  amount,  are  by  law  sued  for  and  recovered  :  Provided  always,  Proviso. 
That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  be  prosecuted  under  this  section  of 
this  act,  and  said  prosecution  shall  not  be  sustained  on  the  part  of  the 
prosecutors,  then  and  in  that  case  the  person  or  persons  prosecuted  as 
aforesaid,  shall  receive  from  the  company  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  in  lieu 
of  damages  arising  from  delay,  and  a  vexatious  prosecution,  recoverable 
as  other  fines  under  this  act.

crease the  number  of  shares  to  such  an  extent  as  shall  be  deemed  suffi-  Increase  capital, 
cient  to  accomplish  the  work,  and  to  receive  and  demand  the  moneys 
subscribed  for  such  shares,  in  like  manner  and  like  penalties,  as  are 
hereinbefore  provided  for  the  original  subscription,  as  shall  be  provided 
for  by  their  by  laws. 

Section   16.   The  said  president,  and  managers,  and  company,  shall  Dividends, 
also  keep  a  just  and  true  account  of  all  and  every  of  the  moneys  received 
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by  their  several  and  respective  collectors  of  tolls,  at  the  several  and 
respective  gates  or  turnpikes,  on  the  said  road,  from  the  beginning  to 
the  end  thereof,  and  shall  make  and  declare  a  dividend;  and  when  such

Erect  mile  stones.  Section  17.  The  said  company  shall  cause  mile  stones  to  be  placed 
on  the  side  of  the  said  road,  whereon  shall  be  marked,  in  plain  legible 
characters,  the  respective  number  of  miles  which  each  stone  is  distant 
from  the  commencement  of  said  turnpike  road  ;  and  at  every  gate  or 
turnpike,  by  them  to  be  fixed  on  the  said  road,  shall  cause  the  distance 
from  Ridgway,  and  the  distance  from  the  nearest  gates  or  turnpike,  in 
each  direction,  tn  be  marked  in  legible  characters,  designating  the  num- 
ber of  miles,  and  fractions  of  a  mile  on  the  said  gate,  or  some  other 
conspicuous  place,  for  the  information  of  travelers,  and  others,  using  the 
said  road  ;  and  if  any  person  shall  wilfully  destroy  any  of  the  said  mile 
stones,  or  deface  the  directions  made  on  the  said  gates,  or  other  con- 
spicuous places  aforesaid ;  or  shall,  without  permission  of  the  acting 
superintendent  of  the  said  road,  throw  out  upon  the  said  road,  or  within 
the  limits  of  the  same,  and  suffer  to  remain,  for  the  space  of  one  day, 
any  mould,  dirt,  shavings,  weeds,  or  rubbish  of  any  kind,  such  person 
being  convicted  thereof,  by  the  evidence  of  one  or  more  credible  and 
disinterested  witnesses,  before  a  disinterested  justice  of  the  peace  of  the 
county,  he  or  she  shall  be  adjudged  by  the  said  justice  to  pay  a  fine, 
not  exceeding  three  dollars,  to  be  recovered  with  costs,  as  debts  of  a 
like  amount  are  by  law  recoverable,  which  fine  when  recovered  and  re- 
ceived by  the  said  justice,  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  said  com- 
pany, for  the  use  of  the  said  company. 

Section  18.  All  wagoners,  and  drivers  of  carriages,  of  all  kinds,

a  trot,  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  eight  miles  per  hour,  under  a  penalty  of 
twenty  dollars  lor  eacli  offence,  recoverable  before  any  justice  of  the 
peace,  one-half  to  the  use  of  said  company,  and  the  other  half  to  the 
use  of  the  informant. 

Section  19.  If  the  said  company  shall  not  proceed  to  carry  on  the

AN   ACT 

To  incorporate  the  borough  of  Girard,  in  the  county  of  Erie. 

Section  1.   Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in   General  .assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  territory  lying  in  the  township  of  Girard,  in  the  county  of  Erie,  Boundaries, 
included  within  the  following  boundaries:  beginning  at  the  centre  of  the 
Ridge  road,  in  the  township  of  Girard,  in  the  county  of  Erie,  at  the 
place  where  the  east  line  of  Miron  Hutchinson's  land  intersects  said 
Ridge  road ;  thence,  north  twenty-six  degrees  west  along  said  line  one 
hundred  perches  ;  thence  south  fifty  two  degrees  west  two  hundred  and 
fifty  perches  ;  thence  south  twenty-six  degrees  east  one  hundred  and 
eighty  perches  ;  thence  north  fifty-two  degrees  east  two  hundred  and 
fifty  perches  to  the  said  east  line  of  Miron  Hutchinson's  land  ;  thence 
along    said  line    north  twenty-six  degrees   west  eighty  perches   to  the  Girard  erected  in- 
place  of  beginning,  is  hereby  erected  into  a  borough,  to  be  called  the  t0  a  borough, 
borough  of  Girard. 

Section  2.   The  inhabitants  of  said  borough,  qualified  to  vote  for 
members  of  the  general  assembly,  shall  on  the  third  Friday  of  March 
16 
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next,  and  on  the  third  Friday  of  March,  in  every  year  thereafter,  meet 
at  the  school  house  in  said  borough,  and  then  and  there,  between  the 
hours  of  one  o'clock  and  seven  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  elect  by  ballot 
one  citizen,  who  shall  be  styled  the  burgess  of  said  borough,  and  four 
other  citizens  to  be  members  of  the  town  council;  and  at  the  first  election 
three  school  directors — one  to  serve  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  and 
one  for  three  years,  and  thereafter  one  school  director  annually;  and  one 
person  to  be  constable  of  said  borough,  whose  name  shall  be  returned  to 
the  next  court  of  quarter  sessions,  for  the  like  purposes  as  in  elections 
of  township  constables.  The  said  inhabitants  shall  also,  at  the  same 
time  and  place,  elect  two  justices  of  the  peace,  one  judge,  and  two 
inspectors  of  elections  and  assessors,  agreeable  to  the  laws  of  this  com- 
monwealth ;  the  said  elections  shall  be  conducted  in  the  same  manner 
as  is  provided  for  the  election  of  township  officers  of  this  commonwealth, 
except  that  the  certificates  of  the  election  of  burgess,  town  council,  and 
school  directors,  shall  be  filed  among  the  records  of  the  corporation: 
Provided,  That  the  first  election  to  be  held  under  this  act,  shall  be  held 
by  a  judge  and  inspectors,  to  be  chosen  by  the  inhabitants  present,  at 
the  opening  of  the  election  by  the  constable  of  the  township  of  Girard, 
who  is  hereby  required  to  attend  at  the  said  school  house,  on  the  third 
Friday  of  March  next,  at  the  usual  time  and  place  of  holding  their 
spring  elections. 

Section  3.  That  from  and  after  the  said  third  Friday  of  March  next, 
the  burgess  and  town  council,  duly  elected,  and  their  successors,  shall 
be  one  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the 
burgess  and  town  council  of  the  borough  of  Girard,  and  shall  have,  pos- 
sess, and  enjoy,  all  the  rights,  liberties,  franchises,  and  privileges  of  a 
borough,  incorporated  in  pursuance  of  the  act  passed  first  of  April, 
Anno  Domini,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-four,  entitled  "  An  Act  to 
provide  for  the  incorporation  of  boroughs ;"  and  the  several  provisions 
of  said  act,  so  far  as  the  same  are  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  shall 
extend  to  and  be  in  force  within  said  borough,  as  fullv  as  if  the  said 
borough  had  been  incorporated  agreeably  to  the  provisions  thereof. 

Section  4.  The  justices  of  the  peace,  residing  in  said  borough, 
shall  continue  to  hold  their  commissions  as  if  this  act  had  not  been 
passed  ;  and  the  first  election  of  justices,  under  this  act,  shall  be  held 
on  the  third  Friday  of  March  next. 

Section  5.  The  constable  of  said  borough  shall  perform  the  duties  of 
high  constable  therein  until  otherwise  provided  ;  but  the  burgess  and 
town  council  may  authorize  the  election  or  appointment  of  a  high  con- 
stable if  they  deem  it  expedient. 

School  directors.  Section  6.  The  school  directors,  elected  under  this  act,  shall  per- 
form the  same  duties,  and  possess  the  like  powers,  in  all  respects,  as 
school  directors  elected  agreeably  to  the  general  laws  of  this  common- 
wealth. 

Section  7.  The  said  borough  shall  be  a  separate  election  district, 
and  the  electors  thereof  shall  hold  their  borough  and  general  elections 
at  the  school  house  in  said  borough.

Section  8.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  town 
council  of  the  borough  of  Pottstown,  in  the  county  of  Montgomery,  be 
and  is  hereby  authorized  to  assess  and  collect  on  each  and  every  dog  or 
bitch,  owned  or  harbored  by  any  citizen  or  inhabitant  of  said  borough, 
a  tax  to  any  amount  not  exceeding  one  dollar  for  the  first,  two  dollars 
for  the  second,  three  for  the  third,  and  so  on  in  proportion  to  the  num- 
ber owned  or  harbored  by  any  citizen  or  inhabitant  of  said  borough,  as 
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the  said  council  may  deem  expedient  and   proper  for  the  use  of  the 
borough  of  Pottstown  aforesaid.

AN    ACT 

To  lay  out  a  state  road  from  Shickshenny,  in  Luzerne  county,  to  John  Headle- 
son's,  in  Lycoming  county,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  Commissioners 
James  Tubbs  of  Luzerne  county,  John  Aughenbaugh  of  Columbia  county, 
and  William  Smith,  esquire,  of  Davidson  township,  Lycoming  county, 
be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  view  and  lay  out  a 
state  road,  beginning  at  the  Nanticoke  and  Hughesville  turnpike,  at  the 
Shickshenny  iron  works,  in  the  county  of  Luzerne;  thence  by  way  of  Location. 
William  Koon's  flouring  mill,  in  Luzerne  ;  and  thence  by  Ezekiel 
Cole's  mills,  in  Columbia  county ;  and  thence  to  intersect  a  main  road 
at  or  near  the  house  of  John  Headleson,  in  the  county  of  Lycomin^. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners,  or  a  Duty. 
majority  of  them,  appointed  to  view  as  aforesaid,  after  having  been 
sworn  or  affirmed  before  some  justice  of  the  peace,  who  shall  file  and 
preserve  the  affidavits  in  his  office,  to  perform  the  duties  enjoined  on 
them  by  this  act,  with  fidelity  and  impartiality,  carefully  to  view  the 
ground  over  which  the  said  road  laid  out  by  them  may  pass,  and  lay 
out  the  same  as  near  to  a  straight  line,  touching  the  intermediate  points 
specified  between  the  aforesaid  points,  as  the  nature  of  the  ground  and 
circumstances  will  permit,  and  so  that  the  vertical  departure  from  a 
horizontal  line  shall  in  no  points  exceed  seven  degrees,  except  at  the 
crossing  of  ravines  and  streams,  where  by  moderate  filling  and  bridging, 
the  declination  of  the  road  may  be  preserved  within  that  limit;  and 
further,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  to  have  due  regard  to 
the  crossing  of  water,  the  nature  of  the  ground  and  damage  to  private 
property,  and  all  other  circumstances  that  may  affect  the  route,  so  that 
by  a  judicious  combination  of  them,  the  route  adopted  may  best  pro- 
mote the  public  good;  and  that  they  shall  clearly  and  distinctly  mark  Mark  route, 
upon  the  ground  the  route  agreed  upon,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  enable 
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the  supervisors  readily  to  find  the  same  ;  and  for  the  purpose  of  fulfilling 
the  duties  by  this  act  enjoined,  the  commissioners  here  mentioned,  shall 
receive  a  per  diem  allowance  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  each,  for  every 
day  they  shall  be  necessarily  employed  in  performing  the  duties  of  this 
act.  The  said  commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  to  employ  a  sur- 
veyor, at  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  a  day,  two  chain  bearers  and  one 
axeman,  at  a  per  diem  allowance  not  exceeding  one  dollar  each. 
j)raft.  Section  3.   That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners  to 

make  out  a  fair  and  accurate  draft  of  the  location  of  said  road,  noting 
thereon  the  courses  and  distances  as  they  occur,  the  improvements 
passed  through,  and  also  the  crossing  of  county  and  township  lines,  roads 
and  waters,  with  such  other  matters  as  may  serve  for  explanation;  one 
copy  whereof  shall  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  this 
commonwealth,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  next,  and  one 
copy  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  each 
county  through  which  the  road  shall  be  laid  out,  on  the  day  aforesaid, 
or  as  much  sooner  as  practicable,  which  shall  be  a  record  thereof;  and 
from  thenceforth  the  said  road  shall  be  to  all  intents  and  purposes  a 
public  highway,  and  shall  be  opened  and  repaired,  in  all  respects,  as 
roads  are  opened  and  repaired  by  the  supervisor  of  the  highways,  with- 
out the  intervention  of  any  order  of  any  court  for  that  purpose  ;  and  any 
part  or  parts  of  said  road  may  be  immediately,  on  the  filing  of  the  draft 
aforesaid,  opened  and  worked  for  the  benefit  of  the  public.

Provided,  That  the  said  company  shall,  within  one  year,  from  the  date 
of  this  act,  survey  and  locate  the  said  road,  in  such  manner  as  to  permit 
the  Luzerne  and  Schuylkill  railroad  company,  to  locate  their  road  and 
connect  it  therewith,  without  the  necessity  of  an  inclined  plane. on  either 
of  said  roads,  if  such  locations  are  practicable;  the  said  railroad  of  the 
Little  Schuylkill  navigation,  railroad  and  coal  company,  to  be  so  located, 
as  best  to  subserve  the  public  interests  ;  the  location  thereof,  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  canal  commissioners,  or  an  engineer  designated  by  them: 
Jind  provided  further,  That  the  said  Little  Schuylkill  navigation,  rail-  Proviso, 
road  and  coal  company,  shall  grade  half  a  mile  of  their  road,  within 
one  year;  shall  finish  the  grading  of  three  miles  thereof,  within  two 
years,  and  complete  the  grading  of  the  whole  road,  within  three  years ; 
and  shall  lay  down  the  rails  and  complete  the  whole  road  ready  for  use, 
within  four  years  from  the  date  of  this  act:  Provided  also,  That  in  times  Prov's°' 
of  war,  invasion  or  domestic  insurrection,  the  said  company  shall  carry 
and  transport,  or  permit  to  be  carried  and  transported  on  said  railroad, 
any  troops  called  into  service  by  any  competent  authority,  their  ord- 
nances, munitions  and  military  stores,  at  one- half  the  usual  charge  for 
the  time  being,  for  carrying  and  transporting  other  passengers  and  freight: 
And  provided  further,  That  the  tolls  of  the  said  company,  throughout

conducted.  "  for  the  sale  of  liquors,"  or  "against  the  sale  of  liquors,"  and  to  deposit 

the  said  tickets  in  a  box  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  by  the  said  in- 
spectors and  judges  as  is  now  required  by  law,  in  case  of  tickets  for  offi- 
cers to  be  elected  at  such  election  ;  and  at  the  close  of  said  election,  the 
votes  so  deposited  shall  be  counted,  and  an  accurate  return  of  the  same 
shall  be  made  to  the  clerks  of  the  courts  of  quarter  sessions  of  said  coun- 
ties, to  be  bv  them  laid  before  the  judges  of  said  courts,  with  the  other 
township  election  returns,  on  the  first  day  of  the  courts  after  such  elec- 
tion shall  be  held.

townships  for  said  year ;  and  the  sale  of  vinous  and  spirituous  liquors 
within  said  boroughs,  wards  and  townships,  at  any  time  during  said  year,

To  "  An  act  to  authorize  the  governor  of  this  commonwealth,  to  incorporate  a  com- 
pany for  the  purpose  of  making  and  erecting  a  bridge  and  road,  over  the  North 
East  Branch  of  the  river  Susquehanna,  in  the  county  of  Northumberland,  from 
the  public  highway,  opposite  the  plantation  of  Thomas  Grant,  to  Shamokin  island, 
through  the  public  highway  of  Shamokin  island,  to  the  shore  opposite  Northum- 
berland, and  from  thence  to  the  town  of  Northumberland,"  passed  the  twenty- 
fifth  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  nine,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Jlssembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  president  and  managers  of  the  company,  incorporated  by  the  act  to 
which  this  is  a  supplement,  or  a  majority  of  them,  be  and  are  hereby 
authorized  to  borrow  such  sums  of  money  as  they  may  deem  necessary, 
for  rebuilding  and  repairing  that  portion  of  the  bridge  over  the  North  East 
Branch  of  the  river  Susquehanna,  at  the  town  of  Northumberland,  with 
Shamokin  island,  opposite  thereto,  and  to  pledge  by  mortgage,  resolution 
of  the  board  or  otherwise,  the  whole  capital  stock  of  said  corporation, 
and  their  income,  tolls  and  profits,  for  the  repayment  of  the  same,  at 
such  times  and  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem  best,  together  with 
such  interest,  not  exceeding  eight  per  cent.,  as  may  be  agreed  upon. 

Section  2.  That  said  president  and  managers  may  establish  and  keep 
up  a  ferry  from  Shamokin  island,  to  the  eastern  shore  of  the  Susque- 
hanna, at  or  near  the  site  of  the  bridge,  lately  destroyed  by  the  floods, 
at  the  expense  of  the  company:  and  may  take  such  tolls  as  are  allowed 
by  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  passed  the  twenty-fifth  day 
of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  nine,  and  may  continue  the  same,  until 
another  bridge  shall  be  built,  from  the  eastern  shore  of  said  river  to  said 
island. 

Section  3.  That  the  said  president  and  managers  shall  call  a  meeting 
of  the  stockholders,  at  such  house  in  the  borough  of  Northumberland, 
as  they  see  proper,  to  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  of  June  next,  or  as 
soon  after  as  may  be  convenient,  giving  at  least  thirty  days  previous 
notice,  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting,  in  one  newspaper  in  Northum- 
berland county,  and  one  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  at  which  meeting 
the  said  stockholders  are  required  to  determine,  whether  they  will  rebuild 
the  said  bridge,  between  the  eastern  shore  and  the  island  aforesaid ;  and 
if  the  stockholders,  at  said  meeting,  shall  not  unanimously  determine, 
that  the  said  bridge  shall  be  built  by  the  said  corporation,  at  the  expense 
of  the  said  stockholders,  in  proportion  to  the  stock  held  by  each  of  said 
stockholders,  the  said  president  and  managers  may  proceed  to  create, 
from  time  to  time,  as  many  shares  of  new  stock  as  they  may  find  sufli- 
cient,  for  the  rebuilding  said  bridge;  and  may  stipulate  as  a  fundamental 
condition  with  the  holders  of  said  new  stock,  no  dividends  or  profits 
arising  from  tolls  on  the  whole  bridge  and  road  from  Northumberland, 
across  the  island,  to  the  eastorn  shore  of  the  river,  shall  be  paid  to  the 
former  stockholders,  until  the  holders  of  the  new  stock,  shall  have  first 
allotted  and  awarded  to  them  eight  per  cent.,  upon  the  amount  paid  by 
them  on  their  several  shares:  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president 
and  managers  to  set  apart  yearly,  so  much  of  the  income  and  profits, 
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after  deducting  costs,  charges,  expenses,  prior  incumbrances,  a  rea- 
sonable contingent  fund  to  provide  against  loss,  destruction  and  decay, 
as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  eight  per  cent,  upon  the  moneys  paid  upon 
the  stock  subscribed,  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  and  the  residue  to  be 
divided  among  the  holders  of  stock,  in  the  old  bridge,  pro  rata,  not  ex- 
ceeding eight  per  cent.  ;  and  if  there  should  be  any  surplus  of  profits 
after  the  dividends  aforesaid,  it  is  to  be  divided  among  all  the  stokholders, 
pro  rata.

AN  ACT 
Relative  to  roads  and  bridges  in  the  counties  of  Armstrong,  Mercer  and  Crawford. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  qualified  voters  of  the  different  townships  in  the  county  of  Arm-  Elect  commis- 
strong,  shall  on  the  second  Friday  of  March  next,  at  the  township  elec-  sloners  of  roads- 
tion,  elect  three  persons,  who  shall  be  styled  commissioners  of  roads 
and  bridges. 

Section  2.    Within  ten  days  after  said  election,  the  persons  so  elected 
commissioners,  sh-dl  meet  at  the  ollice  of  the  township  clerk,  or  in  his  To  be  classified 
absence,  at  the  office  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  most  convenient  to  the 
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election  ground  in  the  township,  who  shall  proceed  to  class  by  lot  the 
said  commissioners — one  to  serve  three  years,  one  to  serve  two  years, 
and  one  to  serve  one  year  ;  and  as  soon  as  the  clerk  or  justice  shall  have 
completed  the  classification,  he  shall  administer  an  oath  or  affirmation 
to  each  of  said  commissioners,  faithfully  and  impartially  to  administer 
the  duties  of  said  office,  and  shall  record  the  same  in  the  township 
records  ;  and  the  qualified  voters  in  each  of  said  townships,  shall  annu- 
ally, at  the  township  elections  thereafter,  elect  one  person  for  commis- 
sioner, who  shall  hold  his  office  for  three  years  ;  and  if  any  vacancy 
occurs,  such  vacancy  shall  be  supplied  by  appointment  by  the  board, 
until  the  next  election. 

Section  3.  As  soon  as  the  commissioners  are  qualified,  they  shall 
notify  the  assessor  of  the  township,  who  made  the  last  assessment,  to 
draw  off  in  a  duplicate,  the  names  of  all  the  taxables  in  said  township, 
together  with  all  the  property  of  each  taxable  assessed  by  said  assessor, 
for  couniy  rates  and  levies,  and  place  the  same  valuation  on  such  as 
was  placed  for  county  purposes;  and  the  said  assessor  shall  certify  the 
same  to  be  a  true  copy  of  the  last  assessment  of  said  township,  and 
deliver  the  same  to  said  commissioners,  within  five  days  after  receiving 
notice  to  draw  off  the  same. 

Section  4.  The  commissioners  shall  lay  such  tax  on  the  property 
so  assessed,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  road  and  bridge  purposes 
for  the  current  year,  not  exceeding  one  half  cent  in  every  dollar  of 
valuation  so  made  ;  but  if  the  same  shall  be  expended,  and  unavoidable 
repairs  be  required,  the  commissioners  may  raise  an  additional  sum  for 
that  purpose,  not  exceeding  one  per  cent,  in  any  one  year  in  the  whole  ; 
and  if  the  commissioners  find  it  necessary,  they  may  each  year  collect 
a  part  of  the  tax,  not  exceeding  twenty  per  cent,  in  money,  to  defray 
the  expenses  of  said  roads  or  bridges,  and  also  for  laying  out  roads  in 
said  townships:  Provided,  That  no  money  tax  shall  be  collected 
the  first  year  after  the  first  election  of  road  commissioners  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  5.  The  commissioners  shall,  before  the  first  day  of  April, 
in  each  year,  divide  the  township  into  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than 
six  districts,  each  district  to  contain  the  same  number  of  miles  of  road, 
or  as  near  as  may  be,  according  to  the  judgment  of  said  commissioners, 
without  a  survey,  and  appoint  one  citizen  of  each  district  as  road  mas- 
ter, and  furnish  him  with  the  boundaries  of  the  district,  a  list  of  the 
taxables  therein,  together  with  the  amount  of  tax  to  be  paid  by  each  ; 
also  the  amount  to  be  paid  in  cash  by  each  taxable,  of  which  amount 
notice  shall  be  given  to  the  taxable  by  the  road  master,  when  he  first 
notifies  the  person  of  the  time  and  place  he  intends  to  work  ;  and  if  the 
person  so  taxed  and  notified,  on  or  before  the  second  Tuesday  of  Octo- 
ber, in  each  year,  fail  to  work  out  his  tax  and  produce  to  the  road  mas- 
ter a  receipt  from  the  township  treasurer,  for  the  payment  of  his  cash 
tax,  the  road  master  shall,  on  or  before  the  third  Tuesday  of  October, 
make  out  a  list  of  such  delinquents,  and  place  it  in  the  hands  of  one  of 
the  road  commissioners,  who  shall  call  a  meeting  of  at  least  a  majority 
of  the  board,  who  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  of  November,  issue  their 
warrant  as  provided  for  in  the  sixth  section  of  this  act:  Provided,  how- 
ever, The  road  master  may  retain  in  the  hands,  of  four  taxables  in  his 
district,  four  dollars,  to  be  used  at  the  direction  of  the  road  master  in 
repairing  of  or  removing  obstructions  in  the  roads,  after  the  first  of  Sep- 
tember, and  before  the  road  master  settles  his  accounts. 

Section  6.  And  the  road  master  shall  notify  each  person  named  in 
his  duplicate,  of  the  time  and  place  he  intends  to  work  on  said  roads; 
and  if  the  person  so  notified  neglects  or  refuses  to  work  as  directed, 
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such  delinquent  shall  be  returned  by  the  road  master  forthwith  to  the 
commissioners;  and  in  case  any  road  master  shall  refuse  to  act  or  to 
perform  the  duties  enjoined  upon  him,  he  shall  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  Penalty, 
five  dollars,  to  be  collected  before  a  justice,  as  other  sums  of  like 
amount,  and  the  commissioners  shall  appoint  another  to  serve  in  his 
place. 

Section  7.  The  commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  to  issue  their  Warrant  to  con- 
warrants  to  the  constable  of  the  township,  for  the  collection  of  any  stable, 
money  that  may  be  due  from  resident  taxables,  returnable  in  twenty 
days  to  the  treasurer  of  the  township  ;  and  the  constable  is  hereby 
required  to  execute  the  same,  under  the  same  regulations,  and  in  the 
same  manner,  and  for  like  fees,  as  the  said  constable  now  do  perform 
and  have  in  case  of  executions. 

Section  8.   It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  to  take  charge  Duty  of  commis- 
of  all  the  roads  and  bridges  in  the  county,  except  county  bridges,  and  to  sioners  in  relation 
lay  out  and  alter  the  same  at  the  request,  in  writing,  of  not  less  than  t0  r°ads  and 
fifty  citizens  of  said  township,  if  the  commissioners  deem  it  necessary;  bndSes- 
and  if  necessary,  said  commissioners  shall  employ  an  artist  to  measure, 
grade,   and  make  drafts  of  such  roads,   who  shall  receive  one  dollar 
and  fifty  cents  per  day,  necessarily  employed  in  measuring,  grading,  and 
drafting,   to  be  paid  on  orders  drawn  by  the  road  commissioners  on 
the  treasurer  of  the  proper  township ;  and  they  shall  furnish  the  town- 
ship clerk  with  a  return  of  all  such  roads  laid  out  or  altered,  in  the  same 
manner  as  viewers  now  make  report  to  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  ; 
and  said  clerk  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  roads  so  laid  out  or  altered, 
and    return    the  same,   every  court,   to  the  clerk  of  the   quarter  ses- 
sions, who  shall  record  the  same,  in  the  same  manner  as  reports  of 
views  are  now  recorded  ;  and  the  said  township  clerk  shall  receive  one 
dollar  for  every  such  return.      When  any  road  is  wanting,  which  shall 
pass  out  of  any  township  into  another  township,  the  same  shall  be  laid 
out  and  agreed  upon  by  a  majority  of  the  commissioners  of  the  town- 
ships through  which  said  road  pass ;  and  in  all  cases  the  roads  shall  be 
laid  out  so  as  to  do  as  little  injury  as  possible  to  private  property;  and 
the  departure  from  a  horizontal   line  shall,,   at  no   point,   exceed  five 
degrees,  except  where  by  moderate  filling  or  bridging,  the  declination 
may  be  preserved  within  that  limit. 

Section  9.   The  said  commissioners  shall,  in  the  month  of  Decern- Annual  list  of  un- 
ber  of  each  year,  make  out  a  list  of  all  unseated  lands  in  each  township  seated  lands  to  be 
on  which  the  road  tax  of  the  current  year  remains  unpaid;  and  one  of  maJe- 
said  commissioners  shall,  in  said  month  of  December,  make  return  of 
said  unseated  lands  to  the  commissioners  of  the  county,  and  certify  the 
same;  and  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  for  collecting  the  tax  on 
said  lands  as  are  now  had  where  the  returns  are  made  by  the  super- 
visors. 

Section  10.   All  moneys  raised  in  said  townships,  by  tax  or  other- Moneys  to  be 
wise,  for  road  purposes,  shall  be  collected  and  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  paid  to  treasurer, 
the  proper  township  ;  and  whenever  there  is  money,  either  in  the  town- 
ship or  county  treasury  for  the  purpose,  public  notice  shall  be  given  by 
the  said  road  commissioners,  that  contracts  will  be  let  out  at  a  certain  Contracts,  how 
time  and  place  to  be  mentioned,  to  build  any  bridge  according  to  a  speci- 
fied plan,  or  furnish  index  boards  as  may  be  necessary;  and  at  the  time 
and  place  mentioned,  the  same  shall  be  put  up  at  public  vendue  or  out- 
cry, and  let  to  the  lowest  bidder;  and  when  the  same  is  fully  completed, 
according  to  the  proposed  plan,  the  same  shall  be  paid  for  by  orders 
drawn  by  two  or  more  of  the  commissioners,  on  the  treasurer. 

Section  11.   The  said  commissioners  and  treasurer  shall  annually 
settle  their  accounts  with  the  auditors  of  the  township,  as  supervisors

now  do  under  existing  laws;  and  the  office  of  supervisor,  in  the  county 
aforesaid,  is  hereby  abolished. 

Section  12.  The  compensation  of  said  road  commissioners  shall 
not  exceed  one  dollar  per  day ;  and  the  said  commissioners  shall  not 
be  paid  for  more  than  five  days  in  each  year,  except  for  viewing  and 
locating  roads,  for  which  service  they  shall  receive  one  dollar  per  day, 
for  each  day  necessarily  employed  at  the  same.  The  expense  of  all 
reviews  of  roads  shall  be  paid  by  the  persons  petitioning  for  the  same, 
except  when  the  object  is  to  avoid  a  declination  exceeding  five  degrees; 
and  whenever  persons  petitioning  for  any  review,  become  liable  for  the 
cost  of  the  same,  which  will  be  as  soon  as  report  of  said  review  is 
made  to  the  township  clerk,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  road  commis- 
sioners to  collect  the  same  as  other  debts  are  collected;  and  the  road 
masters  of  the  several  districts  shall  be  allowed  the  same  daily  pay,  as 
is  allowed  to  those  who  work  out  their  tax;  and  the  assessor  shall  be 
allowed  and  paid  one  dollar  for  making  out  the  duplicate,  certifying  and 
delivering  the  same  to  the  road  commissioners ;  which  duties  the  said 
assessors  are  hereby  required  to  perform;  and  on  failure  to  perform  the 
same  within  the  time  specified  in  the  third  section  of  this  act,  shall  be 
liable  to  a  fine  of  ten  dollars,  to  be  collected  as  other  fines  are  collected. 

Section  13.  The  said  road  masters  are  hereby  required  to  have  the 
tax,  in  their  respective  districts,  worked  out  as  soon  as  may  be  after 
they  receive  their  duplicates  from  the  commissioners,  and  not  later  than 
the  first  of  September,  except  as  provided  for  in  the  fifth  section  of  this 
act;  and  they  shall  annually,  in  the  month  of  February  of  each  year, 
meet  with  the  said  commissioners,  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  fixed 
upon  by  said  commissioners,  and  settle  their  respective  accounts  ;  and 
any  failure  on  the  part  of  said  road  masters  to  settle,  or  to  work  out 
their  taxes  as  above  stated,  shall  subject  those  neglecting  to  a  fine  of 
twenty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  as  other  fines  of  equal  amount  are  by 
law  recoverable,  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  at  the  suit  of  the  proper 
treasurer  of  the  township,  on  complaint  made  by  the  commissioners  to 
said  treasurer. 

Section  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  road  commissioners,  and  of 
all  collectors  of  any  other  taxes  whatsoever,  to  make  return  to  the 
county  commissioners  of  any  exonerations  claimed  by  them,  on  or 
before  the  thirty- first  day  of  December,  in  each  year;  and  it  shall  not 
be  lawful  for  said  county  commissioners  to  grant  any  exonerations  after 
that  time,  nor  for  the  county  treasurer  to  sell  any  unseated  lands  for 
any  taxes,  which  have  not  been  so  returned  and  exonerated  as  afore- 
said. 

Section  15.  Whenever  any  person  is  aggrieved  by  reason  of  any 
new  road  being  laid  out  or  altered  by  the  commissioners,  the  person  so 
aggrieved  may  make  complaint  to  the  justices  of  the  peace  in  said 
township,  or  to  any  two  justices  near  convenient  to  the  commissioners, 
who  shall  soiul  a  notice  to  them,  to  meet  at  a  place  and  time  men- 
tioned in  said  notice;  and  said  justices  shall  hear  the  complaint,  and 
the  proofs  and  allegations  of  the  parties,  and  decide  as  to  them  shall 
seem  just  and  right,  saving  to  either  party  who  is  dissatisfied  with  such 
decision,  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  next  court  of  quarter  sessions,  in 
the  same  manner  as  is  now  allowed  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor;  the 
cost  to  lie  paid  by  the  complainant  or  the  township,  as  the  case  may 
finally  result,  and  to  be  taxed  as  costs  for  similar  services  are  now 
allowed  by  law. 

Suction  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  citizens  of  the  several  town- 
ships in  the  said  county  of  Armstrong,  at  the  same  time  and  place  at 
which  they  elect  road  commissioners,  to  elect  one  person  as  township 
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treasurer  for  each  township,  who  shall  serve  for  three  years,  and  until 
another  is  duly  elected  and  constituted;  and  shall,  before  entering  on 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  said  office  of  treasurer,  give  bond  with  secu-  Security,

divested  by  the  operation  of  this  act,  shall  be  and  remain  a  charge  and 
lien  upon  the  remainder  of  the  estate  of  said  deceased,  until  fully  dis- 
charged and  satisfied,  according  to  law  :   Provided  however,  That  be-  Pr0vlS0- 
fore  such  sale  shall  take  place,  the  executors  aforesaid  shall  give  bond 
to  the  commonwealth  in  a  sum,  and  with  sufficient  surety  to  be  approved  Security.

Giving  the  assent  of  this  commonwealth  to  the  act  of  the  Legislature  of  New  Jer- 
sey, entitled  "A  supplement  to  the  act,  entitled  'An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Alexandria  Delaware  bridge  company,'  passed  March  fifth,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty -one." 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  assent  of  this  commonwealth,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  given  to 
the  provisions  mentioned  in  the  act  of  the  legislature  of  the  state  of  New 
Jersey,  passed  fifth  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
forty-one,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Alexandria  Delaware 
bridge  company;"  and  the  said  act  of  the  legislature^  the  state  of 
New  Jersey,  is  hereby  adopted,  ratified  and  confirmed  by  this  com-

To  prevent  the  destruction  of  game  in  the  county  of  Perry. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Comrnonivealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  per- 
son in  the  county  of  Perry,  to  shoot  or  otherwise  kill  any  wild  turkey, 
pheasant,  partridge  or  rabbit,  between  the  first  days  of  March  and  August, 
nor  any  woodcock  between  the  first  days  of  January  and  July,  in  any 
year  hereafter,  under  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  and  every  offence. 

Section  2.  Any  person  offending  against  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  or  fine  attached  to  the  same,  with 
all  costs  and  charges,  which  may  be  recovered  before  any  justice  of  the 
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peace  for  the  county  aforesaid,  as  debts  of  a  similar  amount  are  by  law 
recoverable  ;  the  one-half  of  the  fine  for  the  use  of  the  informer,  who  is 
made  a  competent  witness,  and  the  other  half  to  the  supervisors,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  public  highways,  in  the  township  in  which  the  offence 
mav  be  committed.

Authorizing  the  laying  out  of  a  state  road  from  the  borough  of  Orwigsburg,  Schuyl- 
kill county,  to  intersect  a  public  road  leading  from  Easton  to  Mauch  Chunk,  and 
for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonivealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
Jacob  Hammer,  of  Schuylkill  county,  Charles  Dinkey,  of  Carbon 
county,  and  William  Bock,  of  Lehigh  county,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
appointed  commissioners,  to  view  and  lay  out  a  state  road  from  the  court 
house,  in  the  borough  of  Orwigsburg,  by  way  of  M'Keansburg,  Focht's 
forge,  Samuel  K.  Kepner,  David  Sechler's  taverns,  D.  Kisller's  mill, 
in  Schuylkill  county,  and  Dinkey's  tavern,  to  intersecfthe  public  road 
leading  from  Easton  to  Mauch  Chunk,  at  or  near  the  house  of  John 
Dieter  Bowman,  in  the  county  of  Carbon. 
Duty  of  commis-  Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  board  of  commissioners, 
sioners.  or  a  majority  of  them,  after  taking  and  subscribing  an  oath  or  affiima- 

tion  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  or  some  other  officer  authorized  to 
administer  oaths,  to  perform  the  duties  enjoined  on  them  by  this  act,  with 
fidelity  and  impartiality,  to  carefully  view  the  grounds  over  which  said 
road  may  pass,  and  lay  out  the  same  of  the  width  of  thirty-three  feet, 
and  as  near  a  straight  line  between  the  aforesaid  points  as  the  nature  of 
the  ground  will  permit,  so  that  the  vertical  departure  from  a  horizontal 
line  shall  at  no  point  exceed  five  degrees,  except  at  crossing  ravines  and 
streams,  when  by  a  moderate  excavation,  filling  or  bridging,  the  decli- 
nation of  said  road  may  be  preserved  within  that  limit. 
Mark  route  Section  3.   That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners  plainly 

and  distinctly  to  mark  the  ground,  on  the  route  agreed  upon  for  said 
road,  in  such  manner  as  to  enable  the  supervisors  readily  to  find  the 
same,  and  for  the  purpose  of  faithfully  performing  the  duties  of  this  act, 
the  said  commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  to  employ  one  surveyor, 
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at  a  per  diem  allowance  not  exceeding  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  two 
chain  bearers  and  one  axeman,  at  a  per  diem  of  one  dollar  each  ;  and 
the  said  commissioners  shall  each  receive  a  per  diem  not  exceeding  two 
dollars  for  each  and  every  day  necessarily  spent  in  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  enjoined  by  this  act,  in  manner  and  form  as  hereinafter  directed. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners  to  make  Draft, 
out  a  fair  and  accurate  draft,  of  the  location  of  said  road,  noticing  therein 
the  courses  and  distances  as  they  occur,  the  improvements  passed  through, 
and  also  the  crossing  of  township  lines,  roads  and  waters,  with  such 
other  matters  as  may  serve  for  explanation  ;  one  copy  whereof  shall  be 
deposited  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth,  on  or  be- 
fore the  first  Tuesday  of  January,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty -seven,  and  one  copy  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  respective  county  in  which  said  road 
may  be  laid  out,  on  the  day  aforesaid,  or  as  much  sooner  as  may  be 
practicable,  which  shall  be  the  record  thereof;  and  from  thenceforth, 
the  said  road  shall  be  to  all  intents  and  purposes  a  public  highway,  and 
shall  be  opened  and  repaired,  in  all  respects  as  roads  are  opened  and 
repaired,  which  are  laid  out  by  order  of  the  courts  aforesaid. 

Section  5.  Said  commissioners  shall  have  authority  to  vacate  so  Power  to  vacate, 
much  of  any  road  as  may  be  supplied  by  the  new  one,  if  it  shall  appear 
expedient  to  do  so ;  and  in  case  any  branch  or  lateral  road  may  be  ob- 
structed, by  vacating  any  parts  of  roads  so  supplied,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  said  commissioners  to  connect  all  such  lateral  or  cross  roads  with 
the  main  line  of  road  laid  out  by  them. 

Section  6.  That  the  accounts  of  said  commissioners,  for  their  own,  Accounts, 
and  the  pay  of  the  surveyor,  chain  bearers,  axemen,  et  cetera,  shall  be 
made  out  and  returned  to  the  commissioners  of  such  counties  in  which 
such  road  may  be  located,  in  proportion  to  the  time  spent  in  the  respec- 
tive counties  in  locating  said  road,  and  that  they  be  paid  out  of  the 
treasury  of  the  respective  counties,  on  warrants  drawn  in  the  usual  way. 

Section  7.   That  the  said  commissioners  shall  meet  on  or  before  the  Time  of  meeting 
first  day  of  September  next,  and  complete  the  view  of  said  road;  and  if 
any  vacancy  shall  occur,  by  resignation  or  otherwise,  the  court  of  quar- 
ter sessions  of  the  county  where  such  vacancy  shall  exist,  shall  appoint 
a  suitable  person,  who  shall  perform  said  duty. 

Section  8.   That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners  to  To  procure  re- 
endeavor  to  procure  from  the  persons  through  whose  land  such  location  leases  from  own  - 
maybe  made,  releases  from  all  elaims  of  damages  that  might  arise  from  ers  of  land, 
opening  the  same;  and  in  every  case  where  said  commissioners  shall 
fail  to  procure  such  releases,  and  it  shall  appear  to  them  that  any  dam-

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  Erie  canal  company  shall  be  legally  liable  for  the  payment,  in 
manner  and  form  as  hereinafter  provided,  of  all  damage  done  to  private 
property,  by  the  construction  of  the  Conneaut  line  of  the  Erie  division 
of  the  Pennsylvania  canal,  from  the  summit,  at  Conneaut  lake,  to  lake 
Erie,  which  shall  be  assessed,  determined  and  certified  to  said  com- 
pany, in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  2.  That  the  canal  commissioners  be  and  they  are  hereby

ing such  cases  as  have  already  been  considered,  if  any  there  be,  and 
cases  in  which  releases  have  been  executed  by  the  owners  of  the  pro- 
perty, to  the  commonwealth,  whether  such  claims  be  for  damage  done 
prior  to,  or  since  the  transfer  of  said  canal  to  the  Erie  canal  company ;

Reforming  the  road  and  bridge  laws  in  the  county  of  Butler. 

Section  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  qualified  voters  of  the  different  townships,  in  the  county  of  Butler, 
shall,  on  the  third  Friday  of  March  next,  at  their  township  election, 
elect  three  persons,  who  shall  be  styled  commissioners  of  roads  and 
bridges. 

Section  2.  That  said  electors  shall,  at  their  said  next  March  elec- 
tion, and  tri-ennially  thereafter,  also  elect  one  person  to  serve  three 
years,  as  township  treasurer,  who  shall  give  bond  to  the  township,  in 
such  sum,  and  with  such  sureties  as  shall  be  approved  by  said  road 
commissioners,  and  with  a  power  of  attorney  to  confess  judgment, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  official  duties,  which  bond 
may  be  entered  whenever  said  commissioners  shall  deem  such  entry 
necessary  for  the  security  of  the  township;  and  each  treasurer  shall 
receive  for  his  services,  on  the  settlement  of  his  account,  five  per  cent. 
on  all  moneys  by  him  received. 

Section  3.  That  within  ten  days  after  said  election,  the  persons 
elected  commissioners  shall  meet  at  the  office  of  the  township  clerk, 
or  in  his  absence,  at  the  office  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  proper 
township,  most  convenient  to  the  place  of  holding  the  election  in  the 
township,  who  shall  proceed  to  class  the  said  commissioners;  one  to 
serve  three  years,  one  to  serve  two  years,  and  one  to  serve  one  year; 
and  as  soon  as  the  clerk  or  justice  of  the  peace  shall  have  completed 
the  classification,  he  shall  perform  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  each  of  the 
said  commissioners,  faithfully  and  impartially  to  administer  the  duties  of 
said  office,  and  shall  record  the  same  in  the  township  records ;  and  the 
qualified  voters  in  each  of  said  townships  shall,  annually,  at  the  town- 
ship elections  thereafter,  elect  one  person  for  commissioner,  who  shall 
hold  his  office  for  three  years ;  and  if  any  vacancy  occurs,  such  vacancy 
shall  be  supplied  by  appointment  hy  the  residue  of  the  board,  until  the 
next  election. 

Section  4.  That  as  soon  as  the  commissioners  are  qualified,  they 
shall  request  the  assessor  of  the  township,  who  made  the  last  assess'- 
ment,  to  draw  off  in  a  duplicate,  the  names  of  all  the  taxables  in  said 
township,  together  with  all  the  property  of  each  taxable  assessed  by 
said  assessor,  for  county  rates  and  levies,  and  the  same  valuation 
thereon  as  placed  for  county  purposes ;  and  the  said  assessor  shall  cer- 
tify the  same  to  be  a  true  copy  of  the  last  assessment  and  valuation  of 
said  township,  and  deliver  the  same  to  said  commissioners,  within  five 
days  after  the  request  made  to  draw  off'  the  same;  and  a  failure  to 
comply  with  such  request,  shall  subject  the  assessor  so  failing,  to  a 
penalty  of  ten  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  the  township,  as  debts  of  a 
like  amount  are  recoverable. 

Section  5.  That  said  commissioners  shall  lay  such  tax  on  the  pro- 
perty so  assessed,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  road  and  bridge 
purposes  for  the  current  year,  not  exceeding  one-half  cent  in  every 
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dollar  of  the  valuation  so  made  ;  but  if  the  same  shall  be  expended, 
and  unavoidable  repairs  be  required,  the  commissioners  may  raise  an 
additional  sum  for  that  purpose,  not  exceeding  one-half  per  cent,  in  any  Additional, 
one  year,  in  the  whole;  and  if  after  the  first  year,  the  commissioners 
shall  find  it  necessary,  they  may  each  year  collect  a  part  of  the  tax, 
not  exceeding  fifteen  per  cent,  in  money,  to  defray  the  expenses  of 
roads  and  bridges  in  said  townships,  and  for  the  payment  of  other  town- 
ship expenses. 

Section  6.   That  said  commissioners  shall,  before  the  first  day  of  Township  to  be 
April,  in  each  year,  divide  their  respective  townships  into  not  less  than  divided  into  dis- 
three  nor  more  than  six  districts,   each  district  to  contain  the  same  Wets.

which  they  shall  be  holders,  so  far  as  to  entitle  him,  her  or  them,  to  vote 
at  all  elections  or  meetings  of  stockholders  of  the  said  company  ;  and 
the  number  of  votes  to  which  each  of  the  said  stockholders  shall  be

shall  thereupon  give  notice  in  two  or  more  of  the  public  newspapers 
printed  at  Pittsburg,  during  one  calendar  month  at  least,  of  the  times 
and  places,  when  and  where  the  said  books  shall  be  open  to  receive 
subscriptions  ;  at  which  times  and  places  some  one  or  more  of  the  said 
commissioners  shall  attend  for  that  purpose,  and  keep  open  the  said

shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  be  capable  of  taking  and  hold- 
ing their  said  capital  stock,  and  the  increase  and  profits  thereof,  and  of 
enlarging  the  same  by  new  subscriptions,  if  such  enlargement  shall  be 
necessary  to  fulfil  the  purposes  of  this  act;  and  of  purchasing,  taking 
and  holding  to  them  and  their  successors  and  assigns,  in  fee  simple  or 
for  any  less  estate,  such  real  and  personal  property  as  shall  be  found

The  president  and  managers  shall  procure  printed  certifi-  Certificates  of 
cates  for  all  the  shares  of  stock  in  the  said  company,  which  shall  be  stock, 
signed  by  the  president,  countersigned  by  the  treasurer,  and  sealed  with 
the  seal  of  the  corporation ;  and  each  subscriber  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
such  certificate,  for  each  share  by  him  or  her  subscribed  for,  on  paying 
to  the  treasurer,  in  part  of  the  sum  due  thereon,  twenty  dollars  on  each 
share;  which  certificates  shall  be  transferrable,  either  by  the  owner  in  Transferable,

The  wire  suspension  tripartite  bridge,  to  be  erected  in 
pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  built  at  the  junction  of  Location  of 
Duquesne  Way  and  Water  street,  in  the  city  of  Pittsburg,  and  shall  bnJSe- 
terminate  at  such  points,  on  the  opposite  banks  of  said  rivers,  respec- 
tively, as  to  the  president  and  managers  of  said  company  shall  seem 
most  suitable  to  the  public  interests ;  and  that  part  of  the  said  bridge, 
which  shall  be  connected  with  the  said  city,  shall  run  out  upon  the  bar, 
below  the  junction  of  said  Duquesne  Way  and  Water  street,  to  a  central 
pier  or  abutment,  to  be  placed  at  such  distance  from  the  junction  of  said  Construction. 
Duquesne  Way  and  Water  street,  as  in  the  opinion  of  said  president 
and  managers  shall  be  most  suitable  for  the  erection  of  said  tripartite 
bridge  ;  and  that  part  of  said  bridge,  running  from  the  said  central  pier 
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to  the  opposite  side  of  the  Monongahela  river,  shall  consist  of  but  one 
span,  not  less  than  seven  hundred  and  fifty  feet  in  length  ;  and  that  part 
of  the  said  bridge,  running  from  the  said  central  pier  to  the  opposite  side 
of  the  Allegheny  river,  or  to  Kilbuck  island,  shall  consist  of  but  two 
spans — the  first  of  which,  from  said  central  pier,  shall  be  not  less  than 
six  hundred  feet  long ;  and  from  the  termination  of  said  second  span, 
and  over  the  low  ground  on  the  said  opposite  side  of  the  Allegheny 
river,  the  said  bridge  shall  be  completed  by  such  erection  or  causeway 
as  will  be  suitable  to  connect  it  with  the  high  ground  on  the  bank  of  said 
river. 

Section  7.  That  part  of  the  said  tripartite  bridge  which  shall  cross 
the  steamboat  channel  of  the  Monongahela  river,  shall  be  erected  at  a 
heighth  of  at  least  seventy  feet  above  a  ten  feet  stage  of  water,  according 
to  the  present  ordinary  mode  of  estimating  the  same  ;  and  that  part  of 
the  said  tripartite  bridge  which  shall  cross  the  steamboat  channel  of  the 
Allegheny  river,  shall  be  erected  at  a  height  of  at  least  fifty  feet  above 
a  ten  feet  stage  of  water,  according  to  the  present  ordinary  mode  of 
estimating  the  same. 

Section  8.  The  said  company  shall  proceed  to  carry  on  the  said 
tripartite  bridge  within  five  years  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  shall, 
within  ten  years  from  the  passage  thereof,  complete  the  same,  other- 
wise it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  legislature  of  this  commonwealth, 
to  resume  all  and  singular  the  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted  to 
the  said  company. 

Section  9.  The  legislature  reserves  the  power  to  alter  or  repeal  this 
charter  whenever  in  their  opinion  it  shall  be  necessary  so  to  do :  Pro- 
vided however,   That  no  injustice  shall  be  done  to  the  corporators.

said  corporation  any  banking  privileges  whatever,  or  any  other  liber- 
ties, privileges  or  franchises,  but  such  as  may  be  necessary  or  conve- 
nient to  the  procuring,  owning,  making,  maintaining,  regulating  and 
using  said  railroad,  the  locomotives,  machinery,  cars  and  other  appen- 
dages thereof,  and  the  conveyance  of  passengers,  the  transportation  of 
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the  mail,  and  of  goods,  merchandize,  commodities  and  things  thereon : 
And  provided  further.  That  said  company  shall  not  purchase  or  hold 
any  reai  estate,  except  such  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  for  the 
making  and  constructing  of  said  railroad,  or  for  the  furnishing  of  mate- 
rials therefor,  and  for  the  accommodation  of  depots,  offices,  ware- 
houses, machine  shops,  toll  houses,  engine  and  water  stations,  and 
other  appropriate  appurtenances,  and  for  the  persons  and  things  em- 
ployed or  used  in  or  about  the  same  :  Provided,  That  the  whole 
amount  of  debts  or  other  liabilities  of  said  company,  including  loans, 
shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  one -half  of  the  amount  of  capital  actually 
paid  in:  And  provided  further,  That  no  part  of  the  capital  stock,  or 
other  funds  of  the  company,  shall  be  at  any  time  directly  or  indirectly 
loaned  to  any  director,  officer  or  agent  of  said  company. 

Section  3.  The  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  acting 
in  the  premises  as  aforesaid,  shall,  as  soon  and  conveniently  may  be 
after  the  said  letters  patent  shall  have  been  obtained,  appoint  a  time 
and  place  for  the  subscribers  to  meet,  in  order  to  organize  the  said 
company,  and  shall  give  at  least  twenty  days'  previous  notice  thereof, 
in  the  various  papers  before  mentioned;  and  the  said  subscribers,  when 
met,  shall,  by  ballot,  elect  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  present,  to  be 
given  in  person  or  by  proxy,  thirteen  directors,  all  of  whom  shall  be 
citizens  and  residents  of  this  commonwealth,  and  shall  be  owners, 
respectively,  of  at  least  twenty  shares  in  the  stock  of  said  company  ; 
the  said  directors,  and  those  thereafter  to  be  chosen  in  pursuance  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  at  their  first  meeting,  shall  choose  by  ballot,  one 
of  their  own  number  as  president  of  said  company;  and  the  said  presi- 
dent and  directors  shall  conduct  and  manage  the  affairs  and  business 
of  said  company,  until  the  first  Monday  of  June  then  next  ensuing, 
and  until  others  are  chosen:  and  may  make,  ordain  and  establish  such 
by-laws,  rules,  orders  and  regulations,  and  do  and  perform  such  other 
matters  and  things  as  are  by  this  act  authorized. 

Section  4.  That  the  stockholders  shall  meet  on  the  first  Monday  of 
December  in  every  year,  at  such  place  in  this  commonwealth,  as  may 
be  designated  by  the  by-laws  of  the  company,  of  which  at  least  twenty 
days'  previous  notice  shall  be  given  in  three  or  more  daily  newspapers, 
published  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia  and  elsewhere,  as  the  board  shall 
direct,  and  choose  by  a  majority  of  votes,  thirteen  directors  qualified  as 
provided  in  the  preceding  section  for  the  year  ensuing,  who  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  until  the  next  annual  election,  and  until  others  are  chosen  ; 
at  which  annual  meeting  the  said  stockholders  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  make,  alter  or  repeal,  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  given,  any 
or  all  such  by-laws,  rules,  orders  and  regulations  as  aforesaid,  and  do 
and  perform  every  other  corporate  act  authorized  by  their  charter  :  the 
stockholders  may  meet  at  such  other  times  and  places,  as  they  may 
be  summoned  by  the  president  and  directors  in  such  manner  and"  form, 
and  giving  such  notice  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  ;  and  the 
president,  on  the  request,  in  writing  of  any  number  of  stockholders, 
representing  not  less  than  one-tenth  in  number  and  interest,  shall  call 
a  special  meeting,  giving  the  like  notice,  and  stating  specifically  the 
objects  of  such  meeting;  and  the  objects  stated  in  such  notice,  and  no 
other,  shall  be  acted  upon  at  such  meeting;  nor  shall  any  business  be 
transacted  at  any  such  special  meeting,  unless  a  majority  of  the  stock 
shall  be  there  represented ;  but  the  meeting  may  adjourn  from  day  to 
day,  or  until  such  times  as  a  majority  in  interest  shall  be  present. 

Section  5.  That  the  elections  for  directors,  provided  for  in  this  act, 
shall  be  conducted  in  the  following  manner,  that  is  to  say:  At  the  first 
election,  the  commissioners  shall  appoint  three  stockholders,  not  being 
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candidates,  to  be  judges  of  the  said  election,  and  to  hold  the  same  ;  and 
at  every  succeeding  election,  the  directors  for  the  time  being,  shall 
appoint  three  stockholders,  who  shall  not  be  directors  nor  candidates, 
for  the  like  purpose  ;  and  the  persons  so  appointed  by  said  commis- 
sioners and  directors,  shall  respectively  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or 
affirmation,  before  an  alderman  or  justice  of  the  peace,  well  and  truly 
according  to  law,  to  conduct  such  election  to  the  best  of  their  know- 
ledge and  ability ;  and  the  said  judges  shall  decide  upon  the  qualifications 
of  voters,  and  when  the  election  is  closed,  shall  count  the  votes,  and 
declare  who  have  been  elected  ;  and  if  it  shall  at  any  time  happen  that 
an  election  of  directors  shall  not  be  made  at  the  time  specified,  the  cor- 
poration shall  not  for  that  reason  be  dissolved  ;  but  it  shall  be  lawful  to 
hold  and  make  such  election  of  directors,  on  any  day  within  three 
months  thereafier,  by  giving  at  least  ten  days'  previous  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  holding  said  election,  in  the  newspapers  aforesaid  ;  and 
the  directors  of  the  preceding  year  shall  in  that  case  continue  in  office, 
and  be  invested  with  all  powers  belonging  to  them  as  such,  until  others 
are  elected  in  their  stead:  in  case  of  the  death,  resignation  or  removal 
from  this  state  of  a  director,  or  a  failure  to  elect  in  case  of  a  tie  vote,  or 
in  case  any  one  of  them  ceases  to  be  qualified  to  act  as  a  director,  in 
the  manner  hereinbefore  provided,  the  vacancy  may  be  filled  bv  the 
board  of  directors :  at  all  general  meetings  or  elections  by  the  stock- 
holders, each  share  of  stock  shall  entitle  the  holder  thereof  to  one  vote,  Votes, 
and  each  ballot  shall  have  endorsed  thereon  the  number  of  shares  thereby 
represented  ;  but  no  share  or  shares  transferred  within  sixty  days  next 
preceding  any  election,  or  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  shall 
entitle  the  holder  or  holders  thereof,  to  vote  at  any  such  election  or 
general  meeting;  nor  shall  any  person  or  party,  females  excepted,  resi- 
ding within  ten  miles  of  the  place  appointed  for  any  such  election  or 
general  meeting,  be  entitled  to  vote  by  proxy:  no  person  shall  represent 
by  proxy  more  than  three  absent  stockholders,  nor  shall  any  proxy  be 
received  or  entitle  the  holder  thereof  to  vote,  unless  the  same  shall  bear 
date,  and  have  been  duly  executed  and  acknowledged  before  some  per- 
son legally  authorized,  at  the  place  of  executing  the  same,  to  take  such 
acknowledgments  within  the  three  months  next  preceding  such  elec- 
tion or  general  meeting  ;  and  every  such  proxy  received  and  voted  upon 
as  aforesaid,  shall  be  retained  and  filed  amongst  the  papers  of  the  com- 
pany, until  after  the  next  annual  election  or  general  meeting,  subject  to 
the  inspection  or  examination  of  any  stockholder  who  may  desire  it. 

Section  6.  That  the  president  and  directors,  for  the  time  being,  are  puties  of  the 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  exercise  all  the  powers  granted  board, 
to  the  corporation;  they  shall  meet  at  such  times  and  places  as  shall 
be  by  them  deemed  most  convenient  for  the  transaction  of  their  busi- 
ness, and  when  met  seven  shall  be  a  quorum  :  the  president,  if  present,  Quorum, 
shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  board,  and  when  absent,  the  board 
shall  appoint  a  president  pro  tern.  :  they  shall  keep  minutes  of  their 
proceedings,  fairly  entered  in  a  suitable  book  to  be  kept  for  that  pur- 
pose; they  shall  choose  a  secretary  and  treasurer,  and  may  appoint  or 
employ  all  such  officers,  engineers,  agents,  superintendents,  artisans, 
workmen  or  other  persons,  as  in  their  opinions  may  be  necessary  or 
proper  in  the  conducting  and  management  of  the  affairs  and  business 
of  said  corporation,  at  such  times,  in  such  manner,  and  under  such 
regulations  as  they  may  from  time  to  time  determine ;  they  may  require 
security,  in  such  amounts  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  of  each  or  any 
of  said  officers,  or  other  persons  by  them  appointed  or  employed,  and 
generally  to  do  all  other  such  acts,  matters  and  things,  as  by  this  act, 
and  the  by-laws  and  regulations  of  the  said  company,  they  may  be 
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authorized  to  do;  the  treasurer  of  said  company  shall  enter  into  one  or 
more  sureties,  satisfactory  to  the  president  and  directors,  in  a  sum  not 
less  than  thirty  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge 
of  all  the  duties  of  his  office  while  he  shall  continue  to  hold  the  same, 
and  for  faithfully  accounting  for  and  paying  over  according  to  law,  and 
the  by-laws  of  the  company,  all  moneys  that  may  come  into  his  hands 
as  treasurer  aforesaid,  and  for  the  payment  to  his  successor  in  office, 
or  other  person  authorized  by  the  president  and  directors  to  receive  the 
same,  the  balance  of  all  such  moneys;  and  in  like  manner,  for  the 
delivery  to  said  successor,  or  other  person  authorized  as  aforesaid,  all 
books,  papers,  documents,  accounts  and  property,  that  he  may  have 
or  hold,  by  virtue  of  his  office ;  and  the  bond  or  bonds  of  the  treasurer 
shall  be  renewed  at  least  once  in  every  two  years. 

Section  7.  The  president  and  directors  shall  fix  the  amount  of  sala- 
ries and  wages  of  the  several  officers,  engineers  and  agents,  employed 
by  them ;  but  no  director  shall  be  allowed  any  compensation  but  the 
president,  whose  salary  shall  be  fixed  by  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  all 
the  directors. 

Section  8.  That  the  president  and  directors  first  chosen,  shall  pro- 
cure certificates  or  evidences  of  stock  for  all  the  shares  of  the  said  com- 
pany, and  shall  deliver  one  or  more  certificates  or  evidences,  signed  by 
the  president,  countersigned  by  the  treasurer,  and  sealed  with  the  com- 
mon seal  of  the  corporation,  to  each  person  or  party  entitled  to  receive 
the  same,  according  to  the  number  of  shares  by  him,  her  or  them, 
respectively  subscribed  or  held;  which  certificates  or  evidences  of  stock 
shall  be  transferable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  holder,  in  a  suitable  book  or 
books,  to  be  kept  by  the  company  for  that  purpose,  in  person,  or  by 
attorney  duly  authorized,  in  the  presence  of  the  president  or  treasurer, 
subject  however,  to  all  payments  due  or  to  become  due  thereon  ;  and 
the  assignee,  or  party  to  whom  the  same  shall  have  been  so  trans- 
ferred, shall  be  a  member  of  said  corporation,  and  have  and  enjoy  all 
the  immunities,  privileges  and  franchises,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  lia- 
bilities, conditions  and  penalties  incident  thereto,  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  original  subscriber  would  have  been:  Provided,  That  no  certi- 
ficate shall  be  transferred,  so  long  as  the  holder  thereof  is  indebted  to 
said  company,  unless  the  board  of  directors  shall  consent  thereto. 

Section  9.  The  capital  stock  of  the  company  shall  be  called  in, 
and  paid  at  such  times  and  places,  and  in  such  proportions  and  instal- 
ments, not  however  exceeding  five  dollars  per  share,  in  any  period  of 
sixty  days,  as  the  directors  shall  require,  of  which  public  notice  shall 
be  given,  for  at  least  three  successive  weeks  next  preceding  the  time  or 
times  appointed  for  that  purpose,  in  the  newspapers  last  above  men- 
tioned ;  and  if  any  stockholder  shall  neglect  to  pay  such  proportion  or 
instalment  so  called  for,  at  the  time  and  place  appointed,  he,  she,  or 
they,  shall  be  liable  to  pay,  in  addition  to  the  proportion  or  instalment 
so  called  for,  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per  month  for  the  delay  of 
such  payment;  and  if  the  same  and  the  additional  penalty,  or  any  part 
thereof,  shall  remain  unpaid  for  the  period  of  six  months,  he,  she  or 
they,  shall,  at  the  discretion  of  the  directors,  forfeit  to  the  use  of  the 
company,  all  right,  title  and  interest  in,  and  to  every  and  all  share  or 
shares,  on  account  of  which  such  default  in  payment  may  be  made  as 
aforesaid;  or  the  directors  may,  at  their  option,  cause  suit  to  be  brought 
before  any  competent  tribunal,  for  the  recovery  of  the  amount  due  on 
such  shares,  together  with  the  penalty  of  one  per  cent,  per  month  as 
aforesaid  ;  and  in  the  event  of  a  forfeiture,  the  share  or  shares,  so  for- 
feited, may  be  disposed  of  at  the  discretion  of  the  president  and  direc- 
tors, under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  by- 
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laws ;  no  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  election,  nor  at 
any  general  or  special  meeting  of  the  company,  on  whose  share  or 
shares  any  instalment  or  arrearages  may  be  due,  more  than  thirty  days 
next  preceding  said  election  or  meeting. 

Section  10.  That  dividends  of  so  much  of  the  profits  of  said  com-  Dividends, 
pany,  as  shall  appear  advisable  to  the  directors,  shall  be  declared  in  the 
months  of  May  and  November,  in  each  and  every  year,  and  be  paid 
to  the  stockholders,  or  their  legal  representatives,  on  application  at  the 
office  of  said  company,  at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  ten  days 
from  the  time  of  declaring  the  same;  but  the  said  dividends  shall  in 
no  case  exceed  the  amount  of  the  net  profits  actually  acquired  by  the 
company,  so  that  the  capital  stock  shall  never  be  impaired  thereby;  and 
if  the  said  directors  shall  make  any  dividend,  which  shall  impair  the 
capital  stock  of  the  company,  the  directors  consenting  thereto  shall  be 
liable,  in  their  individual  capacities,  to  the  said  company,  for  the 
amount  of  capital  stock  so  divided,  recoverable  by  action  of  debt,  as  in 
other  cases  ;  and  each  director  present,  when  such  dividend  shall  be 
declared,  shall  be  considered  as  consenting  thereto,  unless  he  forthwith 
enter  his  protest  on  the  minutes  of  the  board,  and  give  public  notice  to 
the  stockholders  of  the  declaring  of  such  dividend  :  Provided  hoivever,  Proviso. 
That  after  bona  fide  contracts  shall  have  been  made  for  the  immediate 
construction  of  fifteen  miles  of  road,  at  each  end  thereof,  a  sum  equal 
to  five  per  centum  per  annum,  on  all  capital  stock  of  said  company 
actually  paid  in,  shall  be  estimated  and  credited  to  the  several  holders 
thereof,  on  account  of  the  amounts  payable  by  them,  respectively,  for 
stock  subscribed;  and  shall  so  continue  to  be  estimated  and  credited, 
until  one  hundred  miles  of  said  railroad,  that  is  to  say :  fifty  miles 
thereof,  commencing  at  the  city  of  Pittsburg  and  extending  eastward, 
and  fifty  miles  thereof,  commencing  at  the  easternmost  terminus  of  said 
road,  and  extending  westward,  shall  be  completed  and  in  use,  which 
said  estimates  and  credits  shall  be  estimated  and  considered  as  part  of 
the  cost  of  construction  :  And  provided  further,  That  no  dividends  of  Proviso, 
profits  shall  be  made,  until  one  hundred  miles  of  said  railroad  shall 
be  completed,  and  in  use,  as  is  specified  in  the  foregoing  proviso; 
and  if  any  loan  of  any  part  of  the  money  received  on  the  subscription 
to  the  stock  be  made  to  any  officer,  stockholder,  or  agent  of  the  said 
company,  or  to  any  other  person  or  corporation,  it  shall  be  deemed 
and  taken  as  a  violation  and  forfeiture  of  the  charter  authorized  by  this 
act,  to  be  ascertained  and  declared,  as  provided  in  the  twenty-fourth 
section  of  this  act. 

Section  11.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall  power  to  locate 
have   power  and  authority  by  themselves,  their  engineers,  superinten-  route, 
dents,  agents,  artisans,  and  workmen,  to  survey,  ascertain,  locate,  fix, 
mark  and  determine  such  route  for  a  railroad  as  they  may  deem  expe- 
dient, not  however,   passing  through  any  burying  ground,  or  place  of 
public  worship,  or  any  dwelling   house,  without  the  consent   of  the 
owner  or  owners  thereof;  and  not  except  in  the  neighborhood  of  deep 
cuttings  or  high  embankments,  or  places  selected  for  sideings,  turn-outs, 
depots,  engine  or  water  stations,  to  exceed  four  rods  in  width  ;  and 
thereon  to  lay  down,  erect,  construct  and  establish  a  railroad,  with  one 
or  more  tracks,  with  such  branches  or  lateral  roads  as  are  hereinafter 
mentioned;  and  with  such  bridges,  viaducts,  turn-outs,  sideings  or  other 
devises,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  or  useful,  beginning  at,  and  unit- 
ing with  the  western  terminus  of  the  Harrisburg,  Portsmouth,  Mount  Joy 
and  Lancaster  railroad,  in  the  borough  of  Harrisburg  :  Provided,  Said  Proviso. 
Harrisburg,    Portsmouth,  Mount  Joy  and  Lancaster  railroad  company  Location, 
shall  be  subject  to,  and  consent  to  the  same  rate  of  tax  on  tonnage,  for 
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the  use  of  the  state,  as  is  provided  to  be  paid  in  this  act,  by  the  Pennsyl- 
vania railroad  company  ;  and  in  case  the  said  Harrisburg,  Portsmouth, 
Mount  Joy  and  Lancaster  railroad  company  should  not  agree  to  comply 
with  these  conditions,  within  three  months  after  the  distance  of  fifteen 
miles  from  Harrisburg,  westward,  shall  bona  fide  be  put  under  contract,  the 
said  Pennsylvania  railroad  company  are  authorized  to  connect  their  road 
with  the  Columbia  railroad,  at  or  near  the  borough  of  Columbia,  in  Lan- 
caster county ;  and  thence,  by  such  direct  practicable  route,  with  mode- 
rate gradients,  as  will,  in  the  opinion  of  the  said  president  and  directors, 
most  conduce  to  the  public  interest  and  the  interests  of  said  company, 
havincr  due  regard  to  economy  in  the  construction,  maintenance  and 
management  thereof,  and  terminating  at  such  point  or  points,  in,  at  or 
near  the  city  of  Pittsburg,  or  other  place  in  the  county  of  Allegheny, 
with  authority  to  extend  said  road,  or  a  branch  thereof,  to  the  town  or 
harbor  of  Erie,  in  the  county  of  Erie,  as  to  the  said  president  and  direc- 
tors may  seem  most  advantageous  or  expedient ;  and  in  like  manner  by 
themselves,  or  other  persons  by  them  appointed  or  employed,  as  afore- 

Enter  upon  lands  said,  to  enter  into  and  upon,  and  occupy  all  land  on  which  the  said 

and  take  material.  rai]roati  or  depots,  warehouses,  offices,  toll  houses,  engine  and  water 
stations,  or  other  buildings  or  appurtenances  hereinbefore  mentioned, 
may  be  located,  or  which  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  erec- 
tion of  the  same,  or  for  any  other  purpose  necessary  or  useful  in  the 
construction,  maintenance  or  repairs  of  said  railroad ;  and  therein  and 
thereon  to  dig,  excavate  and  embank,  make,  grade,  lay  down,  and  con- 
struct the  same  j  and  it  shall,  in  like  manner,  be  lawful  for  the  said 
company,  their  officers,  agents,  engineers,  contractors  or  workmen,  with 
their  implements,  and  beasts  of  draft  or  burden,  to  enter  upon  any  lands 
adjoining,  or  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  said  railroad  so  to  be  constructed, 
and  to  quarry,  dig,  cut,  take  and  carry  away  therefrom,  any  stone, 
gravel,  clay,  sand,  earth,  wood,  or  other  suitable  material  necessary  or 
proper  for  the  construction,  maintenance  or  repairing  of  said  railroad,  or 
for  the  construction  of  any  bridges,  viaducts,  or  other  buildings  which 
may  be  required  for  the  use,  maintenance  or  repairs  of  said  railroad  : 

Proviso.  Provided,  That  such  compensation  shall  be  made,  secured  or  tendered 

to  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  such  lands  or  materials,  as  shall  be  agreed 
upon  between  the  parties,  or  in  such  manner  as  is  hereafter  mentioned  : 

Proviso.  Provided  further^  That  the  timber  used  in  the  construction  or  repair  of 

said  railroad,  shall  be  obtained  from  the  owners  thereof  only  by  agree- 
ment or  purchase. 

Section  12.  That  when  the  said  company  cannot  "agree  with  the 
rocee  ings  oo  -  ovvner  or  owners  of  any  lands  or  materials,  for  the  compensation  proper 
for  the  damage  done,  or  likely  to  be  done  to  or  sustained  by  any  such 
owner  or  owners  of  such  lands  or  materials,  which  said  company  may 
enter  upon,  use,  or  take  away  in  pursuance  of  the  authority  hereinbefore 
given ;  or  by  reason  of  the  absence  or  legal  incapacity  of  any  such 
owner  or  owners,  no  such  compensation  can  be  agreed  upon,  the  court 
of  quarter  sessions  of  the  proper  county,  on  application  thereto  by  peti- 
tion, either  by  said  company  or  owner  or  owners,  or  any  one  in  behalf 
of  either,  shall  issue  their  precept  to  the  sheriff  of  the  county,  command- 
ing said  sheriff  to  summon  twenty  discreet  and  disinterested  persons, 
freeholders  of  said  county,  to  act  as  jurors,  and  to  meet  at  such  con- 
venient place  near  the  premises,  as  in  the  said  precept,  or  by  the  said 
sheriff  may  be  designated,  in  not  less  than  ten,  nor  more  than  twenty 
days,  giving  such  reasonable  notice  as  the  court  may  direct  to  both 
parties,  by  publication  or  otherwise,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  ascertain 
and  report  to  said  court,  whether  any,  and  if  any,  what  damages  have 
been,  or  may  be  sustained  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  land  or  ma- 
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terials  by  reason  of  the  construction  of  said  railroad,  or  by  reason  of  the 
materials  used  or  taken  away,  in  manner  aforesaid  ;  and  if  twelve  or 
more  of  the  said  jurors  attend,  they  shall  be  empannelled,  and  if  twelve 
do  not  attend,  the  sheriff  shall  forthwith,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  prac- 
ticable, summon  others  to  attend  on  a  day  by  him  fixed  for  that  pur- 
pose; and  the  said  twelve  jurors  being  so  empannelled,  and  having  been 
first  sworn  or  affirmed,  by  said  sheriff,  or  his  deputy,  faithfully,  justly 
and  impartially  to  decide,  and  true  report  to  make  concerning  all  the 
matters  and  things  to  be  submitted  to  them,  and  in  relation  to  which 
they  are  authorized  to  inquire,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act ;  and  having  viewed  the  premises,  they  shall  estimate  and  deter- 
mine the  quantity,  quality  and  value  of  said  lands  so  taken  or  occupied, 
or  to  be  so  taken  or  occupied,  or  the  materials  so  used  or  taken  away, 
or  to  be  so  used  or  taken  away,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  having  a  due 
regard  to,  and  making  just  allowance  for  the  advantages  which  may 
have  resulted,  or  which  may  seem  likely  to  result  to  the  owner  or  own- 
ers of  said  land  or  materials,  in  consequence  of  the  opening  or  making 
of  said  railroad;  and  after  having  made  a  fair  and  just  comparison  of 
said  advantages  and  disadvantages,  they  shall  estimate  and  determine 
whether  any,  and  if  any,  what  amount  of  damages  have  been  or  maybe 
sustained,  and  to  whom  payable,  and  make  report  thereof  to  the  court ; 
and  if  any  damages  be  awarded,  and  the  report  be  confirmed  by  said 
court,  judgment  shall  be  entered  thereon,  and  if  the  amount  thereof  be 
not  paid,  execution  may  issue  thereon,  as  in  other  cases  of  debt  for  the 
sum  so  awarded  ;  and  the  cost  and  expenses  incurred  shall  be  defrayed 
by  said  railroad  company :  Provided,  That  if  said  report  be  not  con-  Proviso, 
firmed,  as  aforesaid,  and  justice  may  seem  to  require  it,  a  new  inquisi- 
tion may  be  ordered  by  said  court :  And  provided  further,  That  any  Proviso, 
owner  or  owners,  or  other  party  applying  for  a  review,  shall  be  liable 
for  the  eosts  of  the  proceedings  prayed  for,  in  case  a  report  more  favor- 
able be  not  obtained  upon  such  review  :  And  provided  further,  never-  Proviso. 
theiesa,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  authorize  the  said  company 
to  enter  upon  any  lands,  or  take  any  property,  without  making  compen- 
sation to  the  owners  of  said  property,  or  give  adequate  security  there- 
for :  And  be  it  further  provided,  That  in  all  cases  where  the  parties  Proviso, 
cannot  agree  on  the  amount  of  damages  claimed  either  for  land  or  mate- 
rials, the  company  shall  tender  a  bond,  with  sufficient  security  to  the 
party  claiming  the  damages  ;  the  condition  of  which  shall  be,  that  the 
company  will  pay,  or  cause  to  be  paid,  such  amount  of  damages  as  the 
party  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  after  the  same  shall  have  been  agreed 
upon  by  the  parties,  or  assessed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act :  And  pro- 
vided further.  That  in  case  the  party  or  parties  claiming  damages,  refuse  Proviso, 
to  accept  the  bond  as  tendered  by  the  company,  the  company  shall,  in 
every  such  case,  present  their  bond  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of 
the  proper  county  ;  and  if  the  court  approve  of  the  security,  shall  direct 
the  same  to  be  filed  for  the  benefit  of  those  to  whom  it  is  given,  which 
bonds  shall  be  answerable  as  all  other  debts  for  the  amount  of  the  dam- 
ages assessed,  if  the  same  be  not  paid  in  a  reasonable  time  after  such 
assessment. 

Section  13.   That  whenever  in  the  construction  of  said  road  or  roads,  Construction  of 
it  shall  be  necessary  to  cross  or  intersect  any  established  road  or  way,  road  across  other 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  so  highways,  &c. 
to  construct  the  said  road  across  such  established  road  or  way,  as  not 
to  impede  the  passage  or  transportation  of  persons  or  property  along  the 
same  ;  or  when  it  shall  be  necessary  to  pass  through  the  land  of  any 
individual,  it  shall  also  be  their  duty  to  provide  for  such  individual, 
21 
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proper  wagon- ways  across  said  road  or  roads,  from  one  part  of  his  lands 
to  the  other. 

Section  14.  That  in  all  suits  or  actions  against  the  said  company, 
the  service  of  process  on  the  president,  secretary,  treasurer,  engineer, 
agent,  or  any  director  of  said  company,  shall  be  good  and  available  in 
law ;  but  no  suit  or  action  shall  be  prosecuted  by  any  person  or  per- 
sons, for  any  penalties  incurred  under  this  act,  unless  such  suit  or  action 
shall  be  commenced  within  twelve  months  next  after  the  offence  com- 
mitted, or  cause  of  action  accrued  ;  and  the  defendants  in  such  suit  or 
action,  may  be  plead  the  general  issue,  and  give  this  act  and  the  spe- 
cial matter  in  evidence,  and  that  the  same  was  done  in  pursuance  and 
by  authority  of  this  act. 

Section  15.  That  if  any  person  or  persons,  shall  wilfully  and  know- 
ingly break,  injure,  or  destroy  the  railroad  hereby  authorized,  or  any  part  , 
thereof,  or  any  edifice,  device,  property  or  work,  or  any  part  thereof, 
or  any  machinery,  engine,  car,  implement  or  utensil,  erected,  owned 
or  used  by  the  said  company,  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  he,  she  or  they, 
so  offending,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said  company,  three  times  the 
actual  damage  so  sustained,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  with  full  costs, 
before  any  tribunal  having  cognizance  thereof,  by  action,  in  the  name 
and  for  the  use  of  said  company. 

Section  16.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  and  mali- 
ciously, remove  or  destroy  any  of  the  company's  constructions,  or  place 
designedly,  and  with  evil  intent,  any  obstruction  on  the  line  of  said  rail- 
road, so  as  to  jeopard  the  safety,  or  endanger  the  lives  of  persons  travel- 
ing on  or  over  the  same,  such  person  or  persons  so  offending,  shall  be 
deemed  guility  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  on  conviction,  be  impri- 
soned in  the  penitentiary  for  a  term  not  less  than  three  months,  nor 
more  than  three  years:  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
prevent  the  company  from  pursuing  any  other  appropriate  remedy  at 
law  in  such  cases. 

Section  17.  That  the  said  company  shall  not  prevent  any  person  or 
persons,  being  the  owner  or  owners  of  land  bordering,  on  or  adjacent  to 
said  railroad,  from  making  lateral  railroads,  and  connecting  the  same 
with  the  railroad  of  the  company,  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  thereon 
their  produce,  or  other  material,  being  the  products  of  said  land  ;  the  said 
connections  being  made  at  the  expense  of  the  person  or  persons  wish- 
ing the  same,  and  according  to  the  directions  and  subject  to  the  appro- 
val of  the  directors  of  said  company,  or  their  authorized  agent ;  and  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  company,  in  the  manner,  and  subject  to  the 
conditions  and  provisions  hereinbefore  provided,  in  relation  to  the  main 
line  of  their  railroad  by  this  act  authorized  to  be  made,  to  make  such 
lateral  railroads  or  branches,  leading  from  the  main  line  of  their  said 
railroad,  to  such  convenient  place  or  points,  in  either  of  the  counties, 
into  or  through  which  the  said  main  line  of  their  road  may  pass,  as  the 
president  and  directors  may  deem  advantageous,  and  suited  to  promote 
the  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  and  the  interests  of  said  com- 
pany. 

Section  18.  That  in  times  of  war,  invasion,  or  domestic  insurrec- 
tion, the  said  company  shall  carry  and  transport,  or  permit  to  be  car- 
ried and  transported  on  said  railroad,  any  troops,  called  into  service  by 
any  competent  authority,  their  ordnance,  munitions  and  military  stores, 
at  one-half  the  usual  charge,  for  the  time  being,  for  carrying  and  trans- 
porting other  passengers  and  freight. 

Section  19.  That  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said 
company,  the  president  and  directors,  for  the  year  preceding,  shall  lay 
before  them  a  full  and  complete  statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  company, 
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for  the  year  ending  on  the  last  day  of  October,  immediately  preceding, 
exhibiting,  under  the  various  appropriate  heads,  the  amount  of  money 
received,  and  from  what  sources,  the  amount  disbursed,  and  for  what 
purpose,  the  balance  remaining  with  the  company;  which  statement 
shall  be  accompanied  with  a  report  of  the  acts  and  proceedings  of  the 
company  for  the  same  period,  with  such  further  information,  as  may 
be  requisite  to  convey  to  the  stockholders  a  full  knowledge  of  the 
affairs  and  condition  of  said  company;  the  said  statement  and  report 
shall  be  published,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be,  in  pamphlet  form, 
and  in  such  newspapers  as  the  stockholders  or  president  and  directors 
may  designate,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  governor, 
and  to  each  branch  of  the  legislature,  at  its  next  annual  meeting. 

Section  20.  That  if  any  increase  of  the  capital  stock  shall  be  deemed  increase  of  capi- 
necessary,  in  order  to  complete  or  improve  the  said  railroad  or  appur-  tal  stock  author- 
tenances,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  stockholders  of  said  company,  at  ized. 
any  annual  meeting,  or  at  any  special  meeting  convened  for  that  pur- 
pose, in  manner  as  aforesaid,  to  increase  and  dispose  of  any  additional 
number  of  shares,  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand,   so  that  the   whole 
amount  of  said  capital  stock  shall  not  exceed  ten  millions  of  dollars, 
and  receive  and  demand  the  moneys  for  the  said  additional  shares,  in 
like  manner,  and  subject  to  the  same  conditions  hereinbefore  provided 
for  the  original  subscriptions,  or  as  shall  be  provided  for  in  the  by-laws 
of  said  company. 

Section  21.   That  upon  the  completion  of  said  railroad,  or  any  part  Public  highway, 
thereof,  the  same  shall  be  esteemed  a  public  highway,  for  the  convey- 
ance of  passengers  and  the  transportation  of  freight,  subject  to  such 
rules  and  regulations  in  relation  to  the  same,  and  to  the  size  and  con- 
struction of  wheels,  cars  and   carriages,  the  weight  of  loads,   and  all 
other  matters  and  things  connected  with  the  use  of  said  railroad,  as  the 
president  and  directors  may  prescribe  and  direct  :  Provided,  That  the  Proviso, 
said  company  shall  have  the  exclusive  control  of  the  motive  power, 
and  may  from  time  to  time  establish,  demand  and  receive,  such  rates 
of  toll  or  other  compensation,  for  the  use  of  the  said  road,  and  of  said 
motive  power,  and  for  the  conveyance  of  passengers,  the  transportation 
of  merchandize  and  commodities,  and  the  cars  or  other  vehicles  con- 
taining the  same,  or  otherwise,  passing  over  or  on  said  railroad,  as  to 
the  president  and  directors  shall  seem  reasonable  :  Provided  however,  Proviso. 
nevertheless,   That  said  rates  of  toll  and  motive  power  charges,  so  to 
be  established,  demanded  or  received,  when  the  cars  used  for  such  con- 
veyance or  transportation  are  owned  or  furnished  by  others,  shall  not 
exceed  two  and  a  half  cents  per  mile  for  each  passenger;  three  cents  Tolls, 
per  mile  for  each  ton  of  two  thousand  pounds  for  freight ;  three  cents 
per  mile  for  each  passenger  or  baggage  car,  and  two  cents  per  mile  for 
each  burden  or  freight  car,  every  four  wheels  being  computed  a  car; 
and  in  the  transportation  of  passengers,  no  charge  shall  be  made  to 
exceed  three  cents  per  mile  for  through  passengers,  and  three  and  a  half 
cents  per  mile  for  way  passengers. 

Section  22.  That  all  tonnage,  of  whatsoever  kind  or  description,  T7>nnage  subject 
except  the  ordinary  baggage  of  passengers,  loaded  or  received  at  Har-  to  a  tax. 
risburg  or  Pittsburg,  or  at  any  intermediate  point,  and  carried  or  con- 
veyed on  or  over  said  railroad,  more  than  twenty  miles,  between  the 
tenth  day  of  March  and  first  day  of  December,  in  each  and  every  year, 
shall  be  subject  to  a  toll  or  duty,  for  the  use  of  the  commonwealth,  at 
the  rate  of  five  mills  per  mile  for  each  ton  of  two  thousand  pounds  ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  company,  between  the  twentieth  and 
thirtieth  days  of  July,  and  between  the  first  and  tenth  days  of  Decem- 
ber, in  each  and  every  year,  after  thirty  miles  or  more  of  said  railroad 
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shall  have  been  completed,  and  in  use,  to  cause  to  be  made  out,  and 
filed  with  the  auditor  general,  a  true  and  correct  statement,  exhibiting 
the  amount  of  such  tonnage  so  loaded  or  received,  and  the  distance  so 
carried  or  conveyed,  during  the  respective  periods  intervening  between 
the  said  tenth  day  of  March  and  the  twentieth  day  of  July,  and  between 
the  said  twentieth  day  of  July  and  the  first  day  of  December,  in  each 
and  every  year:  which  said  statement  shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  or 
affirmation  of  the  receiving  or  forwarding  agent  or  agents,  or  other 
proper  officer  or  officers  of  said  company,  having  knowledge  of  the 
premises  ;  and  at  the  time  of  filing  said  statement,  or  on  or  before  the 
said  thirtieth  day  of  July  and  the  tenth  day  of  December,  in  each  and 
every  year,  the  said  company  shall  pay  to  the  state  treasurer  the  amount 
of  said  toll  or  duty  so  accruing,  for  the  use  of  the  commonwealth, 
during  the  respective  intervening  periods  before  mentioned  :  Provided, 
That  if  it  shall  hereafter  be  deemed  necessary  or  expedient,  the  gover- 
nor may  appoint  one  or  more  state  agents,  not  exceeding  three,  who 
shall  have  the  right  at  all  times  to  travel  free  of  charge  on  or  over  said 
railroad,  between  Harrisburg  and  Pittsburg,  in  the  cars  or  other  vehicles 
of  the  company,  used  for  the  conveyance  of  passengers  ;  and  at  all 
times  during  the  usual  hours  of  business,  shall  have  free  access  to,  and 
liberty  to  inspect  and  examine  all  such  books,  accounts,  way-bills,  bills 
of  freight,  manifests  and  other  papers  of  the  company,  as  may  be 
necessary  and  proper,  to  enable  the  said  agent  or  agents  to  ascertain, 
and  keep  a  true  and  correct  account  of  all  such  tonnage  so  loaded, 
received,  carried  or  transported  on  or  over  said  railroad,  during  the 
periods  aforesaid ;  and  the  legislature  hereby  reserves  the  right  to  adopt 
such  additional  measures,  to  secure  a  faithful  compliance  with  the  con- 
ditions of  this  proviso,  as  may  hereafter  be  deemed  right  and  proper. 

Section  23.   That  if  the  legislature  of  this  state  shall,  at  the  expira- 
tion of  twenty  years  from  the^completion  of  said  railroad,  make  pro- 
visions by  law,  for  the  repayment  to  the  said  company,  of  the  amount 
expended  by  them  in  the  construction  of  said  railroad,  and  in  the  con- 
struction of  permanent  fixtures,  and  all  other  appurtenances  for  the  use 
of  the  same,  together  with  all  moneys  expended  by  said  company,  for 
repairs,  attendance  and  otherwise,  for  the  purposes  of  said  railroad, 
with  interest  on  such  sums,  at  the  rate  of  eight  per  cent,  per  annum, 
after  deducting  the  amount  of  tolls  and  other  revenue  received  by  said 
company,  for  the  use  of  the  same,  then  said  railroad,  with  all  its  fix- 
tures and  appurtenances,  shall  vest  in,  and  become  the  property  of  the 
people  of  this  state  :  but  if  the  legislature  shall  not,  at  the  expiration 
of  the  said  period  of  twenty  years,  claim  the  said  railroad,  and  so  forth, 
as  aforesaid,  then  the  said  company,  with  all  its  said  rights  and  privi- 
leges, shall  continue  for  another  period  of  twenty  years,  subject  to  the 
claim  of  the  legislature,  as  aforesaid,  at  the  expiration  thereof,  on  the 
same  terms  and  conditions,  as  aforesaid,  and  so  on,  from  twenty  years 
to  twenty  years.

Proviso. 


Relative  to  certain  courts  in  the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
so  much  of  the  several  acts  of  assembly,  authorizing  the  district  court 
for  the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia,  to  enter  judgments  for  want  of 
an  affidavit  of  defence,  as  relates  to  judgments  for  want  of  affidavits  of 
defence,  be  and  ihey  are  hereby  extended  to  all  actions  brought,  and 
appeals  filed  in  the  court  of  common  pleas,  for  the  county  of  Philadel- 
phia, wherever  the  cause  of  action  would,  in  a  like  case,  have  author- 
ized the  entry  of  such  judgment  in  said  district  court :  Provided,  That 
the  writing  or  affidavit  to  lie  filed  by  the  plaintiff,  to  entitle  him  to  such 
judgment,  shall  be  filed  within  two  weeks  after  the.  return  day  of  the 
suit,  or  the  first  day  of  the  term  to  which  an  appeal  may  be  entered ;

writs  of  execution  issued  out  of  said  court  of  common  pleas,  shall  be 
returnable  to  the  first  Monday  of  the  next  month,  or  the  first  day  of  the 
term,  at  the  option  of  the  party  issuing  the  same. 

Section  2.   That  from  and  after  the  first  Monday  in  December  next,  Relative  to  cases 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  several  courts  in  the  city  and  county  on  trial  list, 
of  Philadelphia,  whenever  a  cause  is  reached  in  its  order,  on  the  trial

Laying  a  tax  on  dogs  in  the  borough  of  West  Chester,  and  certain  townships  in 
the  county  of  Chester,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  bur-  Authority  to  fe<T 
gesses  and  assistant  burgesses  of  the  borough  of  West  Chester,  and  ®nd  collect  a  doS 
the  auditors  of  the  townships  of  Thornbury,  Westtown,  Birmingham, 
East  Goshen,  West  Fallowfield  and  East  Bradford,  Newlin,  East  Marl- 
borough, Uwchlin  and  West  Goshen,  in  the  county  of  Chester,  and 
they  are  hereby  required  to  cause  an  accurate  return  to  be  taken  annu- 
ally, by  the  borough  and  township  assessors,  or  such  other  person  or 
persons  as  they  may  appoint  for  that  purpose,  in  the  borough,  and  each 
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of  the  townships  aforesaid,  of  all  dogs  upwards  of  one  month  of  age, 
owned  or  possessed  by  any  person  or  persons  within  the  said  borough, 
or  their  respective  townships,  noting  the  number  owned  and  possessed 
by  each  person,  and  kept  about  any  one  house;  and  when  the  said  bur- 
gesses and  assistants  and  auditors,  shall  have  so  ascertained  the  number 
of  dogs  aforesaid,  they  shall  levy,  and  cause  to  be  collected  annually, 
from  every  person  or  persons  owning  one  or  more  dogs,  any  sum  not 
exceeding  two  dollars  for  each  and  every  dog,  by  the  collectors  of  the 
borough  and  road  taxes,  in  the  borough  and  townships  aforesaid,  at  the 
same  time,  and  in  the  same  manner  that  the  said  borough  and  road  tax 
is  now  collected,  and  pay  the  same  over  to  the  borough  treasurer,  and 
to  the  town  clerk  of  the  proper  township,  who  is  hereby  constituted 
treasurer  of  the  sheep  fund  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duly  of  the  said  trea- 
surers, to  keep  a  separate  account  of  the  money  arising  from  the  tax  on 
dogs ;  and  when  any  inhabitant  of  the  said  borough  or  townships,  shall 
have  had  any  sheep  destroyed  by  a  dog  or  dogs,  he  or  she  may  apply 
to  the  appraisers  appointed  by  this  act;  and  they,  or  any  two  of  them, 
are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  view  and  ascertain  the  damage 
sustained  by  the  owner  of  such  sheep,  destroyed  as  aforesaid,  and  cer- 
tify the  same  under  their  hands  and  seals. 

Section  2.  That  the  said  borough  treasurer,  and  the  treasurers  of  the 
sheep  fund  in  said  townships,  shall  give  satisfactory  security  to  the 
burgesses  and  township  .auditors,  if  required,  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  their  trust;  and  in  case  of  neglect  or  refusal  so  to  do,  the  bur- 
gesses and  auditors  shall  appoint,  in  their  respective  townships,  a  suit- 
able person  to  fill  said  office,  until  a  successor  shall  be  chosen,  and  give 
the  security  required. 

Section  3.  The  persons  elected  to  audit  and  settle  the  accounts  of 
the  burgesses  and  assistant  burgesses  of  said  borough,  and  the  auditors 
of  said  townships,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  appraisers 
of  the  damage  done  by  dogs,  within  the  said  borough  and  townships, 
and  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  examine  any  person  that 
shall  appear  before  them  respecting  the  premises,  upon  oath  or  affirma- 
tion, to  be  by  them  administered. 

Section  4.  Every  dog  kept  or  staying  about  any  house,  shall  be 
deemed  sufficient  evidence  of  ownership,  to  authorize  the  person  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpose  to  return  the  person  inhabiting  said  house,  as 
the  owner  or  possessor  of  such  dog  ;  and  any  person  sending  his  or 
her  dng  from  house  to  house,  or  place  to  place,  in  orde'r  to  evade  the 
said  tax,  shall  be  liable  to  pay  double  tax  therefor;  and  every  dog  not 
returned  shall  be  deemed  to  have  no  owner,  and  may  be  lawfully  killed 
by  any  person  seeing  him  running  at  large. 

Section  5.  All  orders  for  damage  and  destruction  done  to  sheep  by 
dogs  in  said  borough  and  township,  shall  be  drawn  upon  the  said  trea- 
surer, in  the  borough  or  township  where  the  damage  to  said  sheep  is 
done,  who  shall  forthwith  pay  the  same,  if  sufficient  funds  remain  in  his 
hands  for  the  purpose,  to  the  person  in  whose  favor  such  order  is  drawn, 
otherwise  as  soon  as  sufficient  funds  shall  accrue  ;  the  orders  to  take 
precedence  according  to  the  dates  thereof,  and  be  signed  by  at  least  two 
of  the  auditors. 

Section  G.  That  if  at  the  expiration  of  any  fiscal  year,  there  shall 
remain  a  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  of  the  said  borough  of 
West  Chester,  after  paying  all  orders  then  due,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  treasurer,  upon  the  requisition  of  the  said  burgesses  and  assistant 
burgesses,  to  pay  over  the  said  balance,  and  appropriate  the  same 
towards  defraying  the  ordinary  expenses  of  said  borough  ;  and  the 
fund  raised  by  this  act,  in  the  townships  aforesaid,  shall  be  kept  for 
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remunerating  the  inhabitants,  respectively,  for  any  loss  they  may  sus- 
tain after  the  passage  thereof,  by  sheep  being  destroyed  by  a  dog  or 
dogs,  and  for  no  other  purpose.

That 
from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  a  majority  of  the  board  of  direc-  Quorum 
tors  of  the  Summit  coal  company,   shall  constitute  a  quorum,  for  the 
transaction  of  business ;  and  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Summit 
coal  company  to  charge  and  receive  toll  on  all  coal  that  may  be  carried  Toll, 
over  their  railroad,  at  the  rate  of  three  cents  per  ton  per  mile:  Provided,  Proviso. 
That  a  strict  account  of  all  the  income  from  said  road,  and  all  the  ex- 
penses which  may  be  incurred  in  maintenance  and  repair  of  the  same, 
shall  be  kept,  subject  at  all  times  to  the  examination  of  any  creditor  of 
said  company ;  and  that  the  surplus  of  said  tolls,  after  deducting  the 
expenses  aforesaid,  shall  be  annually   applied  to  the  payments  of  the 
debts  of  said  company,  according  to  their  legal  priority:  Provided,  proviso.

To  the  act,  entitled  "A  further  supplement  to  the  several  acts  heretofore  passed, 
relating  to  the  Union  canal  company  of  Pennsylvania,"  passed  on  the  eleventh 
April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-live. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
all  such  loanholders  and  stockholders  of  the  Union  canal  company  as 
shall  not  have  already  signified  their  assent  in  writing,  to  the  provisions 
of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  and  who  shall  not,  on  or  be- 
fore the  first  day  of  June  next,  express  in  writing  their  dissent  thereto, 
shall  be  taken  and  considered  to  have  assented  thereto,  as  fully  as  if 
such  assent  had  been  given  in  writing;  and  if  they  do  not  surrender  be- 
fore the  said  first  day  of  June  next,  their  certificates  of  stock  or  certifi- 
cates of  loan,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  managers  to  pursue  the  course 
prescribed  in  the  third  section  of  the  said  act  to  which  this  is  a  supple- 
ment, in  relation  to  persons  who  have  assented,  but  have  neglected  to 
bring  in  their  certificates,  and  the  same  consequences  shall  then  ensue, 
as  are  therein  prescribed ;  and  the  same  benefits  and  advantages  shall 
accrue  to  such  loanholders,  and  stockholders,  as  are  in  the  said  act  pre- 
scribed, in  favor  of  those  giving  their  assent. 

Section  2.  That  no  loan  of  money,  or  contract  which  may  be  made 
by  any  person  or  persons,  to  or  with  the  Union  canal  company,  shall 
be  deemed  or  taken  to  be  usurious,  for  or  by  reason  of  said  company 
agreeing  to  pay  a  greater  interest  than  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per 
annum,  or  giving  its  bonds  or  other  evidences  of  debt,  for  a  greater  sum 
than  the  sum  actually  lent  them  ;  but  such  loans  and  contracts  shall  be 
deemed  and  taken  to  be  lawful  and  valid  :  Provided  however,  That 
said  rate  of  interest  shall  in  no  case  exceed  ten  per  cent,  per  annum, 
nor  shall  the  sum  lent,  in  any  case,  be  less  than  the  rate  of  twenty  per 
cent,  below  the  amount  for  which  such  bond  or  evidence  of  debt  may  be 
given. 

Section  3.  That  in  order  to  entitle  said  company  to  the  benefits  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  president  thereof  shall  cause  this  act  to  be 
published  before  the  twentieth  day  of  June  next,  in  one  weekly  news-

Pay.  director  shall  receive  more  than  thirty  dollars  in  any  one  year.

before  them,  or  may  be  brought  before  them,  by  process  issued  by  them 
for  that  purpose,  touching  the  settlement  of  said  pauper,  his  condition 
and  circumstances,  and  reduce  the  same  to  writing,  together  with  such 
other  matters  as  may  be  adduced,  to  found  said  warrant  or  order  upon ; 
and  having  duly  certified  the  same,  under  their  hands  and  seals, 
transmit,  or  cause  the  same  to  be  done  forthwith,  to  the  directors  of  the 
said  poor  and  house  of  employment  of  the  county  of  Fayette,  without 
fee  or  reward. 

Section  3.   That  the  board  of  directors  aforesaid,  be  authorized  to 

administer  oaths  and  affirmations,  and  take  the  examinations  of  paupers 

and  others,  in  matters  pertaining  to  their  official  duties. 

Removal  of  pan-      Section  4.   That  in  all  cases  where  it  becomes  necessary  to  remove 

pcrs.  more  than  one  person  of  the  same  family  at  the  same  time,  to  the  pi-or 
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house  in  said  county,  the  justices  shall  include  all  the  said  paupers  in 
one  order,  and  charge  for  one  order  only  ;  and  when  more  than  one 
pauper  is  removed  to  the  poor  house  at  the  same  time,  by  one  person, 
mileage  shall  be  allowed  for  one  person  only,  with  reasonable  charges. 

Section  5.'  That  when  an  order  or  warrant  of  removal  or  relief  of  Notice  to  be  given 
any  pauper  is  obtained,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person  obtaining  the  t0  directors,  on 
same,  within  a  reasonable  time,  not  exceeding  ten  days  thereafter,    to  an  or(lerot  remo- 
del iver  the  same,  or  cause  it  to  be  done,  to  the  steward,  or  some  one  of 
the  directors  of  the  poor  house  ;  and  in  case  of  neglect  to  do  so,  the  direc- 
tors may  refuse  to  pay  any  charges  or  expenses  incurred  for,  or  on  be- 
half of  such  pauper;  and  in  no  case  shall  the  directors  be  required  to 
pay  any  charges  or  expenses,  except  those  actually  necessary  to  be  in- 
curred, before  said  pauper  can  be  removed  to  the  poor  house,  or  notice 
can  be  given  to  the  steward  or  directors  as  aforesaid ;  and  when  an  order 
of  removal  has  issued  during  the  life-time  of  a  person  who  dies  before 
he  or  she  is  removed,  the  directors  shall  pay  the  funeral  and  other  rea- 
sonable expenses. 

Section  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  directors  for  the  Djrcctors  t0  ex_

relief  claimed,  or  the  claim  or  claims  for  aid  or  services  may  be  rejected; 
all  which  proceedings  said  board  shall  cause  to  be  entered  on  the  book 
of  minutes  of  said  board;  and  from  its  decision,  the  party  aggrieved  may 
appeal  by  petition,  to  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  peace  for  said 
county,  which  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  said  proceedings  to  be  cer- 
tified to  it,  and  to  determine  the  same  as  it  may  deem  just  and  reason- 
able, after  due  notice  to  the  opposite  party  ;  and  if  required  by  either

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonivealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  turnpike  road  company,  incorporated  by  the  act  to  which  this  is  a 
supplement,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  locate  and  construct 
their  turnpike  road  from  the  point  of  intersection  of  the  Welch  road  with 
the  Cheltenham  and  Willow  Grove  turnpike  road;  thence  on  the  bed  of 
the  Welch  road  to  a  point  at  or  near  the  end  of  Samuel  Mann's  lane  ; 
thence  in  as  near  a  north  direction  as  practicable,  until  it  connects  with 
the  present  road  of  said  company,  as  now  located,  pursuant  to  the  act

AN  ACT 

Relative  to  the  assessment  and  collection  of  an  additional  school  tax,  in  certain 
townships  in  the  county  of  Chester,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.   Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
whenever  in  any  year  hereafter,  the  school  districts  of  Tredyffrin,  West  Certain  school 
Nantmeal,  East  YVhiteland,  Uwchlan  and  Willistown,  in  the  county  0f  districts  author- 
Chester,  shall  on  trial,  fail  to  vote  an  additional  tax  for  school  purposes,  additional3  school 
according  to  the  provision  of  the  act  of  the  thirteenth  of  June,  eighteen  tax. 
hundred  and  thirty-six,  relating  to  the  general  system  of  education  by 
common  schools,  the  school  directors  of  said  districts  are  hereby  autho- 
rized to  assess,  on  every  scholar  that  shall  attend  any  of  the  public  schools 
in  said  districts,  or  that  shall  reside  in  said  district,  and  be  schooled  at  the 
expense  of  the  same,  in  any  adjoining  district,  any  sum  not  exceeding 
one  dollar  per  quarter,  at  the  discretion  of  said  directors,  to  be  paid  by 
the  parents,  guardians,  masters,  or  other  persons  having  charge  of  such 
scholar,  in  proportion  to  their  ability  to  pay,  in  such  manner  as  here- 
inafter provided. 

Section  2.   It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  directors  to  demand  and  Tax,  how  to  be 
receive  from  any  parents,  guardians,  masters,  or  other  persons  having  collected  and 
charge  of  any  children  in  said  districts,  that  may  send  to  any  of  said  Pa'u- 
schools,  the  amount  of  tax  assessed  on  each  scholar  at  the  commence- 
ment of  each  quarter;  and  if  any  parent,  guardian,  master,  or  other 
person  having  charge  of  any  such  children,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
pay  said  tax,  on  or  before  the  expiration  of  the  quarter  or  term,  the 
president  of  the  board  of  directors  shall  issue  his  warrant  to  the  district 
collector,  authorizing  him  to  collect  the  same;  and  the  said  collector 
shall  have  like  power  to  enforce  the  payment  of  said  tax,  as  is  given 
him  by  the  common  school  law  of  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-six,  to 
collect  the  tax  assessed  upon  property  for  school  purposes,  and  shall 
receive  the  like  compensation  for  his  services. 

Section  3.   The  said  directors  shall  have  full  power  to  exonerate  any  Power  to  exon- 
parent,  guardian,  master,   or  other  person  having  charge  of  any  chil-  erate. 
dren,  from  the  payment  of  said  tax,  or  omit  the  assessment  thereof,  if 
they  shall  be  satisfied  of  the  inability  of  such  parent  or  person  having 
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charge  of  said  children,  to  pay  the  same:  but  shall  not  exclude  the  chil- 
dren from  said  schools,  in  consequence  of  the  inability  of  their  parents, 
guardians,  or  persons  with  whom  they  live,  to  pay  said  tax. 

Section  4.  That  the  school  directors  of  the  Kennett  school  district, 
of  said  ctHinty  of  Chester,  are  hereby  authorized  to  purchase  ground, 
and  erect  a  suitable  school  house  in  each  section  of  the  district,  such  as 
may  be  necessary  and  proper:  and  to  assess  a  tax  on  such  section,  of 
an  amount  that  will,  in  addition  to  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  dollars,  to  be  appropriated  by  the  said  directors  for  that  purpose, 
be  sufficient  for  the  purchase  of  ground,  and  the  erection  of  the  build- 
ings aforesaid. 

Section  5.  That  so  much  of  the  township  of  Upper  Salford,  in  the 
county  of  Montgomery,  as  shall  be  contained  within  the  following 
boundaries  or  lines,  to  wit:  beginning  at  the  Swamp  creek  bridge,  near 
Sumneytown ;  thence  south-eastwardly  along  the  Skippack  and  Sum- 
neytown  road,  to  the  intersection  of  said  road  and  the  North  Wales 
road;  thence  south-eastwardly  along  the  North  Wales  road  to  the  north- 
east corner  of  Charles  Gable's  land;  thence  by  the  several  courses  and 
distances  round  said  Charles  Gable's  land,  including  the  same;  thence 
south-westvvardly  to  the  north-east  comer  of  Abraham  Raudenbush's 
land;  thence  south-eastwardly  to  the  north  corner  of  Michael  C.  Boy- 
er's  land;  thence  south-eastwardly  to  the  north  corner  of  Tobias  Cress- 
man's  land;  thence  south-eastwardly  to  the  north  comer  of  Henry 
Dettera's  land;  thence  south-eastwardly  to  the  north  corner  of  Jacob 
K.  Smith's  land;  thence  south-eastwardly  to  the  north  corner  of  Samuel 
R.  Smith's  land  ;  thence  south-eastwardly  to  the  north  corner  of  Jesse 
Hiltebeitle's  land  ;  thence  south-eastwardly  and  south-westwardly  to 
the  said  Skippack  and  Sumneytown  road;  thence  south-eastwardly 
along  said  road,  to  the  intersection  of  a  road  leading  from  said  road  to 
the  Trappe;  thence  south-westwardly  along  said  road  to  the  southern 
corner  of  John  Kolb's  land  ;  thence  north-westwardly  to  the  southern 
corner  of  Gotshall  H.  Golshall's  land;  thence  north- westwardly  to  the 
southern  corner  of  John  Groff's  land  ;  thence  south-westwardly  to  the 
Perkiomen  creek  ;  thence  north-westwardly  along  said  creek,  on  the 
township  line,  to  the  Swamp  creek  ;  thence  north-eastwardly  along  said 
creek,  on  the  township  line,  to  the  place  of  beginning,  shall  hereafter 
be  a  separate  school  district,  and  be  known  and  called  by  the  name  of 
"the  Upper  Salford  school  district;"  and  the  qualified  electors  of  the 
said  school  district,  shall  hold  an  election  at  the  place  of  holding  the 
township  elections  for  said  township,  or  at  such  other  place  as  shall  be

thereof  shall  be  made  according  to  law  ;  and  upon  complying  with  the 
law  relating  to  common  schools,  the  said  district  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
proper  proportion  of  the  school  appropriation  for  eighteen  hundred  and 
forty-seven,  as  if  the  system  had  been  accepted  at  the  last  school  elec- 
tion.

To  authorize  a  state  roail  from  a  point  on  the  Mount  Pleasant  and  Clinton  grade,  in 
Allegheny  county,  to  intersect  the  Pittsburg  and  Steubenville  road,  near  Clark's 
mill,  in  Washington  county,  and  for  the  review  of  a  state  road  from  Woodward's 
mill,  in  Armstrong  county,  to  the  borough  of  Indiana,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
John  White,  of  Allegheny  county,  James  Pollock,  and  Edward  Commissioners. 
M'Donald,  of  Washington  county,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed 
commissioners,  to  view  and  lay  out  a  state  road  from  the  Clinton  and 
Mount  Pleasant  grade,  near  Forbes'  mill,  in  Allegheny  county,  by  the 
way  of  the  Robinson  meeting  house,  and  the  mill  formerly  owned  by  Location. 
Robert  Withrow,  in  Washington  county,  to  intersect  the  Pittsburg  and 
Steubenville  turnpike  road,  at  or  near  William  Clark's  mill. 

Section  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners  re- Duty  of  commis 
spectively,  after  taking  and  subscribing  an  oath  or  affirmation  before  a  sioners. 
justice  of  the  peace,  to  perform  the  duties  enjoined  on  them  by  this  act, 
with  impartiality  and  fidelity,  to  carefully  view  the  ground  over  which 
the  said  road  may  pass,  and  to  lay  out  the  same  of  the  width  of  thirty- 
three  feet,  so  that  the  vertical  departure  from  a  horizontal  line  shall  at 
no  point  exceed  five  degrees,  except  at  the  crossing  of  ravines  and 
streams,  where,  by  moderate  excavation,  filling  or  bridging,  the  declina- 
tion of  the  said  road  may  be  preserved  within  that  limit. 

Section  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners,  plainly  Mark  route, 
and  distinctly  to  mark  the  ground  on  the  route  agreed  upon  for  said  road, 
in  such  manner  as  to  enable  the  supervisors  readily  to  find  the  same  ;

every  day  necessarily  spent  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  enjoined  by 
this  act,  in  manner  and  form  as  hereinafter  directed. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  board  of  commissioners  Draft, 
to  make  out  a  fair  and  accurate  draft  of  the  location  of  said  road,  no- 
ticing therein  the  courses  and  distances  as  they  occur,  the  improve- 
ments passed  through,  and  also  the  crossing  of  township  lines,  roads, 
and  waters,  with  such  other  matters  as  may  serve  for  explanation,  one 
copy  whereof  shall  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the 
commonwealth,  on  or  before  the  first  Tuesday  of  January,  eighteen 
hundred  and  forty-seven,  and  one  copy  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
court  of  the  respective  county  in  which  said  road  may  be  laid  out,  on 
the  day  aforesaid,  or  sooner  if  practicable,  which  shall  be  a  record  thereof; 
and  from  thenceforth,  the  said  road  shall  be  to  all  intents  and  purposes, 
a  public  highway,  and  shall  be  opened  and  repaired  in  all  respects  as 
roads  are  opened  and  repaired  which  are  laid  out  by  order  of  the  courts 
aforesaid.

Section  5.  That  the  acounts  of  the  said  commissioners,  for  their  own, 
and  the  pay  of  a  surveyor,  chain  bearer,  axe-man,  &c,  shall  be  made 
out,  and  returned  to  the  commissioners  of  such  counties  in  which  said 
road  may  be  located,  in  proportion  to  the  time  spent  in  the  respective 
counties  in  the  location  of  said  road,  and  that  they  be  paid  out  of  the 
treasury  of  the  respective  counties,  on  warrants  drawn  in  the  usual 
manner. 

Section  6.  That  the  said  commissioners  shall  meet  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  September,  Anno  Domini,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty- 
six,  and  complete  the  view  of  the  said  road  ;  and  if  any  vacancy 
shall  occur,  by  resignation  or  otherwise,  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of 
the  county  where  such  vacancy  shall  exist,  shall  appoint  a  suitable  per- 
son who  shall  perform  said  duty. 

Section  7.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners,  to 
endeavor  to  procure  from  the  persons  through  whose  land  such  location 
may  be  made,  releases  for  all  claims  of  damages  that  might  arise  from 
opening  the  same  ;  and  in  every  case  where  said  commissioners  shall 
fail  to  procure  such  releases,  and  it  shall  appear  to  them  that  any  dam- 
ages will  be  sustained,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  assess  the  damages,  and 
make  report  thereof,  signed  by  a  majority  of  them,  and  return  the  same, 
together  with  all  releases  obtained,  to  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of 
the  respective  county  in  which  such  damages  may  accrue.

To  extend  the  charter  of  the  Western  Bank  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General.  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted,  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
Charter  extended  the  charter  of  the  Western  Bank  of  Philadelphia'shall  be  and  the  same 
or  en  years.  jg  h.ereky  extended  and  continued,  for  the  purpose  of  transacting  the 
business  of  banking,  at  any  place  within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Phila- 
delphia, for  the  term  of  ten  years  from  the  expiration  of  the  present 
charter,  with  the  capital  stock  as  at  present  fixed  by  law,  subject  to 
the  provisions  imposed  by  this  act,  and  to  the  provisions  now  imposed 
upon  the  said  bank,  by  existing  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  and  to 
such  further  provisions  as  the  legislature  may  hereafter  enact,  for  the 
general  regulation  of  banks  within  this  commonwealth. 

Section  2.  The  stockholders  of  the  said  bank  shall  be  individually 
liable  for  the  debts  and  engagements  thereof,  except  debts  due  to  other 
banks,  in  such  sums  as  may  be  equal  to  the  par  value  of  the  stock 
owned  and  held  by  them,  respectively,  therein  :  Provided,  That  the 
debts  clue,  and  to  become  due  to  the  said  bank,  except  debts  due  from 
the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  and  balances  due  from  other  banks,  shall 
never  amount  to  more  than  three  times  the  amount  of  its  capital  stock 
paid  in. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  cashier  of  said 
bank  to  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepared,  a  register  of  the  stockholders 
thereof,  setting  forth  the  amount  of  stock  at  its  par  value  held  bv  each  of 
them,  respectively,  which  register  shall  be  made  and  dated  as  of  the  first 
Monday  of  May  and  November  of  every  year,  and  shall  be  attested  by 
the  signatures  of  the  president  and  cashier ;  and  on  such  first  Monday 
of  May  and  November,  such  register  shall  be  set  up  and  exposed  to 
public  view,  in  some  conspicuous  and  open  part  of  the.  banking  room, 
and  shall  so  remain  for  six  months  thereafter,  during  the  usual  hours  of 
banking  business  ;  and  the  persons  named  and  described  in  such  register, 
shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  be  deemed  to  be  the  holders  of  the 
stock  set  opposite  their  names,  respectively,  until  the  succeeding  regis- 
ter of  stockholders  shall  be  prepared  and  exhibited,  in  like  manner; 
saving  to  them  always  the  right  to  shew,  in  any  action  against  any 
person,  that  such  register  was  incorrectly  made :  Provided  however, 
That  no  suit  shall  thereby  abate  as  against  any  other  defendant. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  creditor,  or  person  having  a 
claim  upon  contract,  express  or  implied,  against  such  bank,  to  join  in 
his  suit  or  action,  whether  at  law  or  in  equity,  as  co-defendants  with  the 
bank,  all  such  persons  as  were  stockholders,  (as  by  the  last  exhibited 
register,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  third  of  this 
act)  in  the  same  manner  as  if  such  stockholders  had  been  personally 
parties  to  such  contract;  and  in  such  suit  or  action  shall  recover  judg- 
ment, as  well  against  such  stockholders  as  the  bank:  Provided  however, 
That  in  actions  and  proceedings,  founded  on  notes  or  bills,  transferable 
by  delivery,  or  amounts  due  for  moneys  deposited,  the  clay  on  which 
payment  of  such  notes  or  bills,  or  moneys  deposited,  may  have  been 
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demanded  of  the  bank,  and  payment  refused,  shall  be  taken  to  be  the 
time  of  the  contract,  and  under  the  judgment  so  rendered,  execution 
shall  be  first  levied  upon  the  estate  and  effects  of  the  bank;  and  if  suffi- 
cient assets  of  such  bank  cannot  be  found  to  satisfy  such  judgment  and 
the  cost,  then  the  residue  thereof  may  be  levied  upon  the  estate  and 
effects  of  the  stockholders  :  Provided  however,  That  any  such  suit  or  Proviso, 
action  shall  be  brought  within  six  months  after  the  time  of  contract, 
express  or  implied:  And  provided  further',  That  in  all  cases  within  Proviso, 
the  jurisdiction  of  aldermen  or  justices  of  the  peace,  there  shall  be  the 
same  right  to  sue,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  for  by  this  act,, 
for  suits  in  court;  and  subject  to  the  same  regulations  in  the  proceedings 
as  is  herein  provided,  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable  to  the  jurisdic- 
tion and  proceedings  of  aldermen  and  justices  of  the  peace. 

Section  5.   In  any  suit  or  action,  to  be  brought  by  force  of  this  act,  Defence  to  such 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  stockholder  to  make  defence;  and  if  it  shall  suit  may  be 
appear  to  the  court,  that  he  hath  been  legally  compelled  to  pay  or  con-  made,

for  the  use  of  the  purchaser  thereof,  the  price  bidden  for  the  same,  with 
ten  per  centum  thereon.

vise or  lease,  any  lands  or  real  estate,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  thereon 
a  suitable  building  or  buildings,  for  the  use  of  said  association  ;  and  also, 
to  take  and  hold,  for  the  use  of  the  said  association,  any  goods  and 
chattels,  sum  or  sums  of  money,  by  gift,  grant,  bargain,  sale,  will, 
devise  or  bequest,  from  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever,  capable  of 
making  the  same ;  and  the  same,  at  their  pleasure,  to  grant,  bargain, 
and  sell,  for  the  use  of  said  association  ;  and  generally,  to  do  all  and 
singular  the  matters  and  things  which  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  do, 
for  the  well  being  and  due  management  of  the  affairs  of  said  association  : 
Provided,  That  the  real  estate  of  which  the  said  corporation  shall  be  at  Proviso, 
any  time  possessed,  shall  not  exceed  the  clear  yearly  value  of  live  thou- 
sand dollars. 

Section  2.   The  object  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be,  to   provide.  Object, 
erect  and  furnish  a  hall,  or  suitable  building  or  buildings,  in  the  city  and 
county  of  Philadelphia,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  various  lodges  of 
the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  established  or  to  be  established 
there  ;  and  suitable,  also,  for  a  library. 
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Section  3.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation 
to  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same,  at  will  and  pleasure  to  change, 
alter  and  renew,  as  they  shall  think  proper  ',  and  shall  have  and  exer- 
cise all  the  rights,  privileges  and  immunities  necessary  for  the  purposes 
of  the  corporation  hereby  constituted,  and  as  herein  expressed. 

Section  4.  The  government  of  the  said  Odd  Fellows'  hall  association, 
and  the  management  and  disposition  of  its  affairs  and  property,  shall  be 
vested  in  a  board  of  trustees,  who  shall  be  elected  annually,  at  such  time 
and  in  such  manner,  as  the  said  association  shall,  by  its  by-laws,  pro- 
vide ;  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  trustees,  after  their  election,  in  each 
year,  they  shall  elect  from  their  body,  a  president,  secretary  and  trea- 
surer.

That  the  legislature  hereby  reserves  the  right  to  alter, 
revoke  or  annul  the  charter  of  the  said  Odd  Fellows'  hall  association,  of 
the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia,  whenever,    in  their  opinion,    it 
may  be  injurious  to  the  citizens  of  this  commonwealth  ;  in  such  manner, 
however,  that  no  injustice  shall  be  done  to  the  corporators  thereof.

therefor,  before  such  property  shall  be  taken,  shall  be  deemed  to  apply 
to  all  acts  of  assembly  passed,  or  that  may  be  passed,  during  the  present 
session  of  the  legislature,  as  fully  and  effectually,  as  if  the  same  were 
incorporated  in  said  act.

Authorizing  the  construction  of  an  out-let  lock  on  the   Delaware  division  of  the 

Pennsylvania  canal. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  canal  commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  construct 
an  out-let  lock,  at  least  one  hundred  feet  long,  by  twenty-two  feet  wide, 
from  the  head  of  the  level  of  the  feeder,  to  the  Delaware  division  at  Wells' 
falls,  and  to  complete  the  connection  between  the  said  feeder  level  and 
the  river  Delaware ;  and  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  construction  of 
said  out-let  lock  and  fixtures,  and  to  pay  such  damages  as  may  be 
assessed,  as  herein  directed,  the  said  commissioners  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  borrow  such  sum  as  may  be  necessary  for  that  purpose,  not 
exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  higher  than 
five  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  half  yearly,  if  such  loan  can  be  had 
on  the  terms,  and  in  view  of  the  means  of  the  payment  of  the  principal 
and  interest  thereof,  as  hereinafter  directed. 
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Section  2.  That  the  said  commissioners  shall  cause  to  be  charged,  Tolls, 
collected,  and  paid  into  the  state  treasury,  the  same  amount  of  tolls  on 
all  freight  passing  out  of  the  Delaware  division,  through  said  out-let 
lock,  which  would  be  chargeable  on  such  freights,  from  their  place  of 
shipment  on  the  canal,  to  Bristol  ;  and  on  all  freights  entering  the  Dela- 
ware division,  through  said  out-let  lock,  the  same  tolls  which  would  be 
chargeable  on  such  freights,  from  Bristol  to  their  place  of  leaving  the 
canal. 

Section  3.  That  the  said  commissioners  are  also  hereby  authorized  to  To  erect  dam. 
erect  a  dam  across  the  river  Delaware,  at  Wells'  falls,  in  order  to  facili- 
tate navigation,  passing  to  and  from  said  out-let  lock,  and  to  increase  the 
supply  of  water  for  the  lower  levels  of  the  said  canal,  without  the  water 
wheels  now  used  there  for  that  purpose,  if  the  legislature  of  New  Jersey 
shall  consent  thereto  ;  the  said  dam  to  be  not  more  than  three  feet  above 
the  ordinary  low  water  surface  of  the  river,  with  a  suitable  opening  and 
schute,  as  wide  as  the  present  rafting  channel,  so  constructed,  with  head 
walls  and  fixtures,  as  to  render  the  ascending  and  descending  navigation 
as  safe,  easy  and  convenient  as  it  now  is,  at  said  falls,  and  so  as  not  to 
prevent  the  passage  of  fish  and  Durham  boats,  upwards ;  and  to  defray 
the  expenses  of  the  construction  of  said  dam,  and  to  pay  such  damages 
to  private  property  as  may  be  assessed,  as  hereinafter  directed,  the  said 
commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  such  sum  as  may  be 
necessary  for  that  purpose,  not  exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars,  at  a 
rate  of  interest  not  higher  than  five  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  half 
yearly,  if  such  loan  can  be  had  on  the  terms,  and  in  view  of  the  means 
of  the  payment  of  the  interest  and  principal  thereof,  as  hereinafter 
directed. 

Section  4.   That  all  damages  to  private  property  sustained,  or  likely  Damages  to  be 
to  be  sustained,  by  reason  of  the  construction  of  said  out  let  lock,  or  assessed  and  paid, 
dam,  or  by  raising  the  water  in  said  river  Delaware,  in  consequence  of 
said  constructions,  shall  be  assessed  as  soon  as  practicable,  by  said  canal 
commissioners,  and  be  forthwith  paid  on  their  warrant,  out  of  the  money 
borrowed  by  virtue  of  this   act ;  and  said  commissioners  shall  cause  to 
be  retained,  out  of  said  money  first  borrowed,  so  much  thereof  as  they 
shall  reasonably  estimate  will  cover  and  pay  all  such  damages  ;  and  if, 
on  assessment  thereof,  there  should  be  any  deficiency  in  such  retained 
fund,  to  pay  said  damages,  such  deficiency  shall  be  made  up  from  the 
residue  of  said  loans,  which  would  otherwise  go  to  defray  the  expense 
of  said  constructions  ;  and  in  the  assessment  of  said  damages,  the  said 
canal  commissioners  shall  take  into  consideration,  the  advantages  to  the 
owners  of  such  property  arising  from  said  constructions.

Section  6.  That  if  at  any  time  hereafter,  said  expenses  for  manage- 
ment and  repairs,  and  the  principal  and  interest  of  said  loans  shall  be 
fully  paid,  then  the  said  boat  toll  shall  be  reduced  by  saidcommissoners 
to  fifty  cents  on  each  boat  passing  through  said  out-let  lock,  which  said 
toll  shall  continue  thereafter,  to  be  paid  into  the  state  treasury,  and  to 
be  set  apart  as  a  fund  exclusively  to  defray  the  expense  of  managing 
and  repairing,  or  if  necessary,  of  re-building  said  out-let  lock  and  dam;

Section  9.  That  as  soon  as  the  legislature  of  New  Jersey  shall  have 
passed  a  law  authorizing  and  consenting  to  the  construction  of  said  dam. 
then  and  from  that  time,  the  consent  and  authority  of  Pennsylvania  is 
hereby  given  to  the  Trenton  water  power  company,  and  their  succes- 
sors, with  the  consent  of  New  Jersey,  to  construct  and  maintain  a  dam 
across  the  river  Delaware,  at  or  near  the  head  of  the  raceway  at  Slack's 
island,  or  Scudder's  falls,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  water  to  the  said 
raceway  ;  said  dam  not  to  be  higher  than  three  feet  above  the  ordinary 
low  water  surface  of  the  river,  with  a  suitable  opening  and  schute,  as 
wide  as  the  present  rafting  channel,  and  so  constructed,  with  head  walls 
and  such  fixtures,  as  will  render  the  ascending  and  descending  navigation 
as  easy,  safe  and  convenient  as  the  same  now  is,  at  said  island,  and  at 
all  times,  to  keep  and  maintain  the  same,  so  as  to  preserve  said  state  of 
navigation;  the  plan  and  structure  of  said  dam  to  be  approved  by  three 
commissioners,  to  be  appointed  by  New  Jersey,  and  by  the  canal  com- 
missioners of  Pennsylvania  :  Provided,  That  no  private  property 
within  this  commonwealth  shall  be  taken  for  the  construction  of  said 
dam,  at  Slack's  island,  or  Scudder's  falls,  nor  be  overflowed,  nor  injured 
thereby,  without  the  consent  of  the  owners  thereof. 

Section  10.  The  legislature  hereby  expressly  reserves  the  right,  at 
any  time  hereafter,  to  close  and  keep  closed  said  out-let  lock,  without 
incurring  any  responsibility  for  the  expenses  of  the  construction  thereof, 
or  of  said  dam,  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  legislature,  the  continuance  of 
said  out-letlock  will  be  injurious  to  the  interests  of  this  commonwealth.

Section  1.   Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That

Regulating  election  districts. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  (he  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
all  that  part  of  Blair  township,  in  the  county  of  Blair,  which  lies  east-  Blair  county, 
v/ard  of  a  line,  commencing  on  the  Blair's  Gap  run  branch,  of  the 
Frankstown  branch  of  the  Juniata  river,  where  the  line  of  Allegheny 
and  Blair  township  crosses  the  same;  thence  down  said  branch  to  the 
south-western  corner  or  portion  of  the  borough  of  Hollidaysbnrg;  and 
thence  a  southerly  course  to  the  summit  of  the  hill,  lying  back  of  the 
late  residence  of  Joseph  M'Cune,  esquire,  where  the  eastern  reservoir 
of  the  Pennsylvania  canal  is  now  being  made,  so  as  to  include  the 
dwelling  house,  barn  and  other  buildings,  at  the  said  late  residence  of 
Joseph  M'Cune,  esquire,  shall  hereafter  be  attached  to,  and  form  part 
of  the  general  election  district,  composed  of  the  borough  of  Holiidays- 
burg,  in  said  county.

That  the  qualified  electors  of  Morris  township,  in  Hun- 
tingdon county,  shall  hereafter  hold  their  general  and  township  elections 
at  the  public  house  now  occupied  by  Alexander  Lowry,  junior,  in  the 
village  of  Water  Street. 

Section  11.  That  the  qualified  electors  of  Wyalusing  township,  in 
the  county  of  Bradford,  shall  hereafter  hold  their  general  and  township 
elections  at  the  school  house,  on  the  post  road,  at  or  near  John  Biles', 
in  said  township;  that  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  judges, 
inspectors,  and  clerks  of  general  and  township  elections,  in  the  county 
of  Bradford,  shall  receive  seventy-five  cents  for  each  day's  service,  and 
that  expenses  of  township  elections  for  township  officers,  shall  be  paid 
out  of  the  respective  township  treasuries. 

Section  12.  That  the  qualified  electors  of  North  Woodbury  town- 
ship, in  the  county  of  Blair,  late  Bedford,  shall  hereafter  hold  their 
general  and  township  elections  at  the  warehouse  of  Theophilus  Snyder, 
in  the  borough  of  Martinsburg,  in  said  township. 

Section  13.  That  the  qualified  electors  of  Stewardson  township,  in 
the  county  of  Potter,  shall  hereafter  hold  their  general  and  township 
elections  at  the  house  of  William  Herrod,  in  said  township. 

Section  14.  That  the  qualified  electors  of  Southampton  township, 
in  the  county  of  Franklin,  shall  hereafter  hold  their  general  and  town- 
ship elections  at  Mount  Rock  school  house,  in  said  township. 

Section  15.  That  all  that  part  of  a  certain  tract  of  land,  belonging 
to  Alexander  Boggs,  being  the  same  tract  or  parcel  of  land,  on  which 
the  said  Alexander  Boggs  now  resides,  lying  in  the  township  of  Rayne, 
in  the  county  of  Indiana,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  annexed  to  the 
township  of  White,  in  said  county;  and  the  said  Alexander  Boggs  shall 
hereafter  enjoy  all  the  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  regulations, 
in  common  with  other  citizens  of  the  above  named  township  of  White  :

That  the  borough  of  Cookstown,  in  the  county  of  Fay- 
ette,, is  hereby  declared  a  separate  election  district ;  and  the  qualified 
voters  thereof,  shall  hold  their  general  election  at  the  town  hall  school 
house,  in  said  borough. 

Section  32.  And  that  William  Krepps  be  and  is  hereby  appointed 
judge,  and  Robert  G.  Mullen  and  Samuel  D.  Church,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  appointed  inspectors,  to  hold  said  elections  until  others  shall 
be  elected  for  that  purpose,  under  the  general  law  regulating  elections  ; 
the  said  officers  hereby  appointed,  to  have  all  the  power,  and  be  subject 
to  all  the  penalties  imposed  on  such  officers,  by  the  laws  of  this  com- 
monwealth, in  such  cases  made  and  provided: :  Provided,  That  the 
returns  of  elections  from  the  said  borough,  and  the  township  of  Wash- 
ington, in  said  county,  shall  be  made  by  one  of  the  return  judges  of 
said  borough  or  township,  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  themselves  : 
Jlnd  provided  further,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  constable  of  the 
said  borough,  to  give  the  notice  required  by  the  fifty-second  section  of 
an  act  "relating  to  the  elections  of  this  commonwealth,"  approved 
second  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-nine. 

Section  33.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
borough  of  Womelsdorf,  in  the  county  of  Berks,  to  hold  a  special  elec- 
tion on  the  second  Saturday  of  May  next,  for  one  justice  of  the  peaee, 
to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  death  of  John  Vanderslice,  late 
justice  of  the  peace,  in  said  borough ;  notice  of  the  said  election  shall 
be  given  by  the  constable,  in  the  usual  manner  ;  and  the  election  shall 
be  conducted,  and  the  return  made,  according  to  the  existing  laws  rejju- 
lating  the  elections  of  justices  of  the  peace. 

Section  34.  That  the  township  of  Jackson,  in  the  county  of  North- 
umberland, shall  hereafter  elect  three  supervisors  ;  and  that  the  election 
of  three  supervisors,  which  took  place  on  the  twentieth  of  March,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-six,  shall  be  good  and  valid,  to  all  in- 
tents and  purposes,  as  if  the  same  had  been  held  and  conducted  in  pur- 
suance of  law. 

Section  35.  That  the  qualified  voters  of  the  township  of  Jessup.  in 
the  county  of  Susquehanna,  are  hereby  authorized  to  hold  an  election, 
for  the  purpose  of  electing  township  officers  for  said  township,  at  the 
house  of  Walter  Olmstead,  on  Wednesday  the  third  day  of  June  next, 
to  be  held  and  conducted,  in  all  respects,  as  township  elections  are 
required  to  be  held  and  conducted  by  law  ;  and  that  Jonathan  C.  Sher- 
man shall  act  as  judge,  and  Abel  Chatfield  and  Walter  Olmstead,  as

Act  regulating  election  districts,  approved  the  seventh  day  of  March, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-three,"  as  relates  to  Manor  town- 
ship, Lancaster  county,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Section  39.    That  hereafter,  the  election  for  borough  officers,  in  the  Bucks, 
borough  of  New  Hope,  Bucks  county,  shall  be  held  on  the  third  Friday 
of  March,  in  every  year,  instead  of  the  time  now  appointed  by  law  ;

Section  40.   That  the  township  of  South    Manheim,  in  the  coimty  Schuylkill.

That  nothing  contained  in  any  act  heretofore  passed,  Robert  E.  John- 
shall  be  so  construed  as  to  require  Robert  E.  Johnson,  an  alderman  of  son,  alderman, 
the  city  of  Philadelphia,  to  remove  his  office  from  its  present  location,  Philadelphia  city, 
until  the  expiration  of  his  present  term  of  office. 

Section  43.   That  the  qualified  voters  of  the  township  of  Augusta,  Northumberland, 
in  the  county  of  Northumberland,  shall  hold  their  general  elections  at

Relating  to  equitable  actions  of  ejectment  to  enforce  the  payment  of  purchase  money. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
in  all  actions  of  ejectment,  hereafter  tried,  to  enforce  the  payment  of 
purchase  money,  wherein  time  becomes  of  essence  in  the  rinding  of  the 
jury,  or  in  a  judgment,  by  confession,  by  fixing  a  time  for  such  pay- 
ment, one  verdict  and  judgment  thereon  unreversed,  or  a  judgment  in 
such  ease,  by  confession,  shall  be  conclusive  between  the  parties;  and  a 
failure  to  pay  the  money  within  the  time  so  fixed,  shall  be  deemed  a 
recision  of  the  contract  between  the  parties,  and  shall  render  such  judg- 
ment absolute;  and  in  all  such  actions  tried  since  the  fifth  day  of  May, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-one,  wherein  by  the  finding  of  the 
jury,  or  by  a  confession  of  judgment  by  the  defendant,  time  became  of 
essence  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  such  defendant,  within 
two  years  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  commence  an  action  and 
therein  to  enforce  his  contract  in  such  case,  on  paying  the  amount  of 
purchase  money,  interest  and  costs,  due  thereon,  together  with  such 
sum  as  the  jury,  trying  the  cause,  may  deem  reasonable,  for  any  improve- 
ment made,  and  increase  in  the  value  of  the  property  since  the  trial  of 
such  case,  to  be  paid  within  such  reasonable  time  as  may  be  fixed  by 
the  jury,  under  the  direction  of  the  court;  and  if  not  paid  within  such 
time,  such  failure  to  pay  shall  operate  as  an  absolute  recision  of  the 
contract  between  the  parties,  and  as  a  judgment  for  costs  against  the 
party  so  failing  to  pay.

remaining  in  the  register's  office  of  said  county,  devised  to  the  said 
Robert  Taylor  and  his  children,  as  therein  contained,  who  shall  be  duly 
sworn  or  affirmed,  before  entering  on  the  duties  of  their  appointment, 
and  make  a  report  of  such  valuation  to  said  court,  including  the  moneys 
paid  by  said  John  Taylor  for  patenting  said  tract  of  land,  with  interest, 
on  said  patenting  moneys  from  the  time  of  the  payment  thereof,  on  proof 
of  such  payment;  and  in  making  out  their  report,  the  said  appraisers

In  relation  to  certain  public  officers  and  their  sureties. 

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
Powers  of  courts  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county,  in  which  any  prothonotary, 
of  common  pleas,  sheriff,  county  treasurer,  brigade  inspector,  or  other  public  officer  may 
reside,  from  whom,  by  law,  security  is  required  for  the  performance  of 
his  official  duties,  shall  have  the  power  to  examine  into  the  manner  of 
the  performance  of  said  official  duties,  and  the  ability  and  solvency  of 
the  sureties  of  any  such  officer,  at  any  time  during  his  tenure  of  office, 
and  to  require  from  him  such  other,  or  such  additional  security,  for  the 
performance  of  his  official  duties,  as  they  shall  deem  expedient;  and 
Jurisdiction,  how  such  jurisdiction  shall  be  exercised  in  the  following  manner,  to  wit  : 
to  be  exercised,  whenever  any  person  or  persons  shall  apply  to  the  said  court  by  peti- 
tion, verified  by  affidavit,  and  setting  forth  that  the  solvency  of  such 
public  officer,  or  of  any  one  or  more  of  his  official  sureties,  has  become 
impaired  or  diminished,  since  the  execution  and  approval  of  their  official 
bond,  or  that  such  officer  has  become  liable  for  neglect  of  duty,  or 
become  a  drunkard,  and  that  the  reason  thereof,  the  said  officer  and  his 
sureties  are  not  worth  the  amount  of  penalty  of  his  said  bond,  or  that 
said  sureties  are  likely  to  suffer  loss  on  account  of  misconduct  of  such 
officer,    it  shall  be  lawful   for  said  court,    or  any  judge   thereof  in 
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vacation,  to  award  a  citation  to  such  officer  and  his  sureties  directed, 
commanding  them  to  appear  at  the  next  term  of  the  said  court,  to 
answer  the  matters  alleged  in  said  petition,  and  shew  cause  why  the 
said  officer  shall  not  give  other  and  further  security,  which  shall  be 
served  and  returned,  as  is  directed  by  law,  in  regard  to  citations  in  the 
orphans'  court;  and  on  the  return  thereof,  or  such  time  as  shall  be 
fixed  for  the  purpose,  the  said  court  shall  hear  the  said  parties,  and 
examine  the  facts  of  the  case;  and  if  said  court  shall  be  satisfied  that 
the  sureties  of  such  officers  are  insufficient,  or  have  become  liable  for 
neglect  of  duty  of  such  officer,  or  likely  to  become  so  from  his  intem- 
perance, said  court  shall  order  and  direct,  that  he  shall,  within  such 
time  as  shall  be  fixed  by  said  court,  enter  into  a  new  official  bond, 
with  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  court,  or  two  of  the  judges  thereof, 
in  lieu  of  the  former  bond;  and  upon  the  execution  and  approval  of  such 
bond,  it  shall  be  recorded  or  filed  in  the  proper  office,  in  like  manner 
as  the  original  bond  of  such  officer,  and  the  sureties  therein,  shall  be 
responsible  in  the  same  manner  as  the  sureties  in  such  original  bond, 
who  shall,  upon  the  approval  of  such  new  bond,  be  discharged  from 
all  responsibility  ;  and  in  case  the  said  officer  shall  neglector  refuse  to  give 
such  other  security  as  aforesaid,  the  said  court  shall  transmit  to  the 
governor  of  the  commonwealth,  an  exemplification  of  their  proceedings 
in  the  premises,  and  the  governor  shall  thereupon  remove  such  delin- 
quent from  office,  and  shall  give  the  proper  and  legal  notice  of  such 
removal;  and  the  vacancy  thereby  occasioned  in  such  office,  shall  be  May  direct  an 
filled  as  is  directed  by  existing  laws,  in  regard  to  vacancies  occurring  Issue- 
by  death  or  resignation. 

That  in  all  proceedings  under  this  act,   the  said  court  Appeal  from  final 
shall,  at  the  request  of  said  officer  or  his  sureties,  direct  an  issue  to  be  decree  in  equity 
made  on  the  facts  set  forth  in  said  petition,  to  be  tried  by  a  jury,  with- t0  supreme  court, 
out  dela)*,  and  shall  have   power  to  make  such  decree  respecting  the 
payment  of  all  costs  in  said  proceedings,  as  may  be  just  and  equitable. 

Section  3.  That  any  person  or  body  corporate  aggrieved  by  any  final 
order  or  decree  in  equity,  under  the  general  or  special  equity  powers 
conferred  upon  the  several  district  courts,  and  courts  of  common  pleas 
of  this  commonwealth,  other  than  those  of  the  city  and  county  of  Phila- 
delphia, in  any  suit  or  proceedings  now  pending,  or  which  may  here- 
after be  instituted,  shall  be  entitled  to  an  appeal  to  the  supreme  court, 
in  the  same  manner,  and  upon  the  same  terms,  as  appeals  are  allowed 
from  the  orphans'  court.

To  incorporate  the  Germantown  hall  company,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
Wyndham  H.  Stokes,  Charles  F.  Ashmead,  Francis  W.  Bockius,  Ed- 
mund Bockius,  Philip  R.  Freas,  Benjamin  Lehman,  Michael  Trumb- 
hower,  Conyears  Smith,  and  all  and  every  other  person  or  persons  here- 
inafter becoming  members  of  the  Germantown  hall  company,  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  upon  the  conditions  hereafter  named, 
shall  be  and  are  hereby  created  and  made  a  corporation  and  body  politic, 
by  the  name  and  style  of  the  "  Germantown  town  hall  company;"  and 
by  that  name  shall  have  succession,  and  be  capable  in  law  to  hold  and 
dispose  of  property,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded  in 
courts  of  law  and  equity;  and  to  receive  and  make  all  deeds,  transfers, 
leases,  contracts,  covenants,  and  grants  whatsoever ;  and  to  make  and 
have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  change  and  alter  at  plea- 
sure, and  generally  to  do  and  perform  every  other-act,  matter  and  thing, 
necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  promote 
the  object  and  design  of  said  corporation. 

Section  2.  The  object  of  this  corporation  shall  be  for  the  purpose 
of  erecting  a  building  in  the  borough  of  Germantown,  on  such  place  as 
the  trustees  may  adopt,  for  a  town  hall. 

Section  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  consist  of 
eighty  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  to  be  subscribed  for,  and 
paid  in  at  such  times,  and  in  such  sums  as  shall  be  decided  on  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  commissioners  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  ;  and 
in  case  the  whole  number  of  shares  be  not  sold  at  the  first  opening 
of  the  books,  the  amount  so  left  unsold  may  afterwards  be  disposed  of, 
at  such  time  and  place,  and  under  such  circumstances  as, the  said  com- 
missioners, or  a  majority  of  them,  may  order  and  direct. 

Section  4.  Whenever  forty  shares  of  said  stock  shall  have  been  sub- 
scribed, the  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  certify  the 
same,  under  their  hands  and  seals,  to  the  governor,  who  shall,  there- 
upon, by  letters  patent,  under  his  hand  and  seal  of  the  state,  create  and 
erect  the  subscribers  of  said  capital  stock,  and  such  as  may  thereafter 
subscribe,  into  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the 
name,  style  and  title  of  the  "Germantown  town  hall  company;"  and 
so  many  of  the  said  commissioners  hereinbefore  named,  as  shall  become 
stockholders,  or  a  majority  of  lhem>  shall,  upon  the  receipt  of  the  said 
letters  patent  from  the  governor,  organize  themselves  as  a  board  of  trus- 
tees for  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  said  company,  by  'the  election 
from  their  number  of  a  president,  a  secretary,  and  a  treasurer,  who 
shall  continue  in  office  as  trustees  of  said  corporation,  until  the  second 
Monday  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-six,  and  until 
other  trustees  shall  be  elected. 

Section  5.  There  shall  be  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said 
corporation  on  the  second  Monday  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and   forty-six,  at  such  place  as  the  trustees  so  as  aforesaid  appointed 
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shall  appoint,  giving  at  least  ten  days'  notice,  in  one  or  more  of  the  Annual  meeting. 
newspapers  in  said  borough;  and  on  said  day,  and  at  such  place  annu- 
ally thereafter,  as  by  the  by-laws  of  said  corporation  shall  be  provided, 
for  the  purpose  of  electing  or  choosing,  in  such  mode  or  manner  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  said  by-laws,  from  among  the  stockholders,  seven  trustees 
to  manage  the  affairs  of  the  corporation  for  one  year,  and  until  a  new  elec- 
tion shall  take  place;  and  the  judges  of  all  elections  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  trustees  for  the  time  being. 

Section  6.   The  trustees  for  the  time  being,  or  a  majority  of  them,  Powers  and  du- 
shall  have  power  to  elect  a  president  from  their  own  body;  to  appoint  such  ties  of  trustees, 
officers  and  agents  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  to  conduct  or  execute 
the  business  and  affairs  of  the  corporation,  to  fix  their  compensation, 
and  in  their  discretion  to  dismiss  them;  to  provide  for  the  taking  of 
bonds  to  the  corporation,  from  all  and  every  of  the  officers  and  agents 
so  appointed,  with  security,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties 
of  their  office,  and  the  trust  reposed  in  them,  and  secure  the  corpora- 
tion from  loss;  to  provide  for  paying  all  the  necessary  expenses  of  con- 
ducting the  affairs  of  the  corporation,  and  generally  to  pass  all  such 
by-laws  as  shall  be  necessary  to  the  exercise  of  the  said  powers,  and 
such  other  powers  vested  in  said  corporation  by  this  act;  and  the  said 
by-laws,  from  time  to  time  to  alter  and  repeal  :  Provided,  That  such  Proviso, 
by-laws  shall  not  be  contrary  to  the  laws  of  this  state,  or  of  the  United 
States:  And  provided  further,   That  a  majority  of  the  stockholders,  Proviso, 
at  their  annual  meeting,  shall  have  power  to  alter,  repeal,  or  amend  any 
of  said  by-laws. 

Section  7.   The  town  council  of  the  borough  of  Germantown,  are  Town  council

Section  1.   Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General.  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.    That 
on  the  application  of  the  plaintiff,  in  any  judgment  which  has  been  or 
shall  be  obtained,  in  the  court,  of  common  pleas  of  Northumberland 
county,  against  the  Danville  and  Pottsville  railroad  company,  the  said 
court  shall,  with  the  concurrence,  in  writing,  of  a  majority  in  interest 
of  the  creditors  of  said  corporation,   award  and  direct  a  writ,  in  the 
nature  of  a  fieri  facias,  to  issue  against  said  corporation,  directed  to  the 
sheriff  of  the  said  county,  commanding  him  to  levy  on  said  railroad,  and 
other  real  estate  belonging  to  said  corporation,  together  with  the  corpo- 
rate rights  and  privileges  of  the  same ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
sheriff  to  hold  an  inquest,  in  the  manner  usual  in  the  sales  of  real  estate, 
on  execution  ;  and  if  the  jury  of  inquest  shall  find  that  the  object  or 
purpose  for  which  said  company  was  incorporated,  is  unaccomplished, 
and  the  railroad  belonging  to  said  corporation   is  unfinished,  and  that 
the  whole  estate  of  the  corporation  is  insufficient  for  the  payment  of  the 
debts  of  said  corporation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff,  upon  the 
same  writ,  or  upon  a  writ  of  venditioni  exponas,  after  such  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  sale,  as  is  usual  in  cases  of  sales  of  real   estate,  on 
writs  of  venditioni  exponas,  to  sell  said  railroad,  and  other  real  estate, 
and  corporate  rights  and  privileges  of  said  corporation,  wheresoever  and 
howsoever  the  same  may  be  situated,  in  the  manner  usual  in  the  sales 
of  real  estate,  on  execution ;    and  upon  the  acknowledgment   of  the 
sheriff's  deed,  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  thereof,  and  such  persons  as 
may  from  time  to  time  become  associated  with  him  or  them,  by  trans- 
fer of  stock,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  vested  with,  and  hold  said  railroad 
and  other  real  estate  of  said  corporation,  together  with  the  name,  style, 
and  all  the  corporate  rights  and   privileges  of  said  corporation,  as  the 
same  were  held  and  enjoyed  by  the  said  corporation,  at  or  immediately 
before  such  sale;  and  shall  possess  all  the  powers  of  said  corporation, 
and  act  in  the  place  of  the  board  of  directors  or  managers  and  other 
officers  of  the  same,  until  new  directors  or  managers,  and  other  officers 
shall  be  elected,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided  for;  subject,  never- 
theless, to  all  the  limitations  and  restrictions  that  were  incident  to  said 
corporation  at  the  time  of  the  sale  aforesaid  ;  and  the  money  arising  from 
such  sale  shall  be  distributed  to  and  among  the  creditors  of  said  corpo- 
ration, according  to  the  rules  established  in  the  case  of  the  insolvency

eighth  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-four,  of  all  the 
rights  and  benefits  secured  to  them  by  the  said  act,  and  of  all  right  and 
claim  by  them  to  payment  of  the  interest  thereafter,  on  said  loan  or  loans 
by  the  state. 

Section  2.  That  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  of  said  railroad,   and  Elect  a  board  of 
other  real  estate,  and  the  corporate  rights  and  privileges  of  said  corpo-  directors. 
ration,  as  aforesaid,  and  his  or  their  associates,  in  interest,  shall,  on  the 
day  prescribed  by  the  act  incorporating  said  company,  or  the  supple- 
ments thereto,  for  the  election  of  officers,   proceed  to  elect  a  board  of 
directors  or  managers,  and   other  officers,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
the  charter  of  said  corporation  ;  and  upon  such  election  being   made, 
the  affairs  of  the  corporation  shall  thereafter  be  managed  and  carried  on 
in  all  respects  as  if  the  purchaser  or  purchasers,  and  their  associates,  had 
been  originally  incorporated;  and  the  purchaser  or  purchasers,  and  their 
associates,  shall  be  allowed  five  years  from  the  time  of  the  day  of  the  Time  for  comple- 
acknowledgment  of  the  sheriff's  deed,  to  complete  the  said  railroad  ;  l'"n- 
and  the  said  corporation  are  hereby  authorized  to  increase  the  capital  Increase  capital, 
stock,  to  such  sum  as  they  shall  find  necessary  to  carry  out  the  chartered 
privileges,  not  exceeding  two  millions  of  dollars  :  Provided,  That  this  Proviso, 
act  shall  not  go  into  effect  if  the  said  company  shall,  by  the  first  day  of 
January,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-seven,  procure  a  further  subscrip- 
tion to  the  stock  of  said  road,  of  not  less  in  amount  than  four  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  and  one  or  more  instalments,  amounting,  in  the  aggre- 
gate, to  ten  dollars  per  share,  shall  be  paid  on  or  before  the  said  first 
day   of  January,   eighteen  hundred   and  forty-seven  :  And  provided, 
That  the  construction  of  said  road  shall  be  recommenced  and  completed 
within  three  years  from  the  time   aforesaid  ;  and  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  such  additional  subscription  to  said  stock,  the  said  company  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  increase  its  capital  to  an  amount 
equal  to  the  additional  subscription  hereby  authorized  to  be  made  :  And 
provided  further,   That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  Proviso, 
prevent  proceedings  being  commenced  against  said  company,  under  this 
act,  before  the  said  first  day  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
forty-seven,  and  thereafter  computed,  agreeably  to  its  provisions,  incase 
the  conditions  of  this  proviso  shall  not  have  been   performed  and  com- 
plied with  by  said  company  within  the  time  prescribed  herein  ;  and  that, 
in  addition  to  the  publications  required  by  law,    the  publications  to  be 
made  by   the  sheriff,  under  this  act,   shall  be   made  in  one  or  more 
newspapers  in  Schuylkill  county.

Section  1.   Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  assent  of  this  commonwealth  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  given  and 
granted  to  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  railroad  company,  incorporated  by 
an  act  of  the  legislature  of  the  state  of  Maryland,  passed  on  the  twenty- 
eighth  of  February,   Anno  Domini,   one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
twenty- seven,  entitled   "An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
railroad  company,"  to  locate,  and  construct  and  maintain  a  continuation 
of  the  railroad  of  the  said  company  from  the  town  of  Cumberland,  in  the 
state  of  Maryland,  to  the  city  of  Pittsburg,  under  and  subject  to  the 
provisions,  conditions  and  restrictions  hereinafter  enacted :   Provided, 
That  within  six  months  after  the  completion  of  said  railroad  to  Pittsburg, 
and  semi-annually  thereafter,  the  proper  officers  or  agents  of  the  said 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  railroad  company,  shall  make  out,  under  oath  or 
affirmation,   and    transmit  to  the  treasurer  of  this  state,   a  statement, 
exhibiting  the  amount  of  tonnage,  of  whatsoever  kind  or  description, 
and  the  number  of  passengers  that  may  have  passed  over  the  entire 
length  of  said  road,  between  Pittsburg  and  Cumberland,  during  the  pre- 
ceding six  months;  and  that  they  shall  also,  at  the  same  time,  pay  into 
the  treasury  of  this  commonwealth,  a  tax  or  duty,  on  all  tonnage,  of 
whatsoever  kind  or  description,  except  the  ordinary  baogage  of  passen- 
gers, that  may  have  passed  over  the  entire  length  of  said  road,  between 
Cumberland  and  Pittsburg,  during  the  last  preceding  six  months,  at  such 
rate  as  the  legislature  may  hereafter  direct,  not  exceeding  three  mills  per 
ton,  of  two   thousand    pounds,   per  mile;  and    for  shorter  distances, 
exceeding  twenty  miles,  at  the  same  rate  and  in  proportion  thereto; 
and  also  pay  into  the  treasury  aforesaid,  at  the  same  time,  a  tax  or  duty, 
on  all  passengers  that  may  have  passed  one  hundred  miles  or  more  of 
said  road,  between  the  aforesaid  points,  during  the  last  preceding  six 
months,  at  such  rates  as  the  legislature  may  hereafter  direct,  not  exceed- 
ing fifty  cents  for  each  passenger,  until  a  railroad  shall  be  constructed, 
connecting  the  Columbia  railroad  with  the  said   Baltimore  and  Ohio 
railroad,  by  means  of  the  Cumberland  Valley  or  any  other  railroad ; 
and  when  such  connecting  road  sh;ill  be  constructed,  the  said  tax  or  duty, 
on  passengers,  shall  not  exceed  twenty-five  cents  for  each  passenger; 
and  the  legislature  hereby  reserves  the  right  to  adopt  such  additional 
measures,  to  secure  a  faithful  compliance  with  the  conditions  of  this 
proviso,  as  may  hereafter  he  deemed  necessary  and  right :  Jlnd  pro- 
vided also,  That  if  it  shall  be  deemed  necessary,  the  governor  of  this 
commonwealth  may  appoint  a  state  agent  or  agents,  not  exceeding  one 
for  each  train  of  ears,  who  shall  have  the  right  to  travel  at  all  times  on 
said  road,  between  Cumberland  and    Pittsburg,   in    the  cars  or  other 
vehicles  of  said  company,  as  shall  or  may  be  used  for  the  transportation 
of  passengers,  free  of  any  charge ;  and  who  shall  have  free  access,  at 
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all    time's,   to   examine   and   inspect   the    books,    accounts,    way-bills 
of  freight,  permits,  manifests,  and  all  such  other  hooks  and  papers  of 
the  said  company  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper,  to  enable  the  said 
agent  or  agents  to  ascertain  and  keep  a  true  and  just  account  of  all  the 
goods,  wares,  merchandize  and  tonnage,  of  every  kind  and  description,

to  pass  free  of  charge  as  aforesaid :  And  provided  also,  That  this  act 
shall  not  go  into  effect  before  the  thirtieth  day  of  July,  eighteen  hun-  How  and  when 
dred  and  forty -seven  ;  and  if  the  legislature,  during  its  present  session,  this  art  shall  go 
should  pass  an  act  incorporating  a  company,  with  authority  to  construct  ",t0  e^ccl- 
a  railroad  from  Harrisburg  to  Pittsburg,  within  the  limits  of  this  state, 
and  three  millions  of  dollars  should  be  bona  fide  subscribed  to  the  stock 
of  said  company,  and  ten  per  cent,  on  each  share  be  actually  paid  in, 
and  letters  patent  be  issued  by  the  governor,  in  conformity  to  the  pro- 
visions of  said  act,  within  one  year  from  the  passage  thereof:  and  if 
thirty  miles  or  more  of  said  railroad  should  be  put  under  contract  for 
construction,  and  satisfactory  evidence  thereof  be  furnished  to  the  gover- 
nor, on  or  before  the  said  thirtieth  day  of  July,  eighteen  hundred  and 
forty-seven,  then  in  that  case  the  governor  shall  issue  his  proclamation, 
setting  forth  that  fact;  and  thereupon  this  act,  granting  the  right  of  way 
to  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  railroad  company,  to  extend  their  road  through 
this  state  to  the  Ohio  river,  at  Pittsburg,  shall  be  null  and  void,  other- 
wise to  remain  in  full  force  and  virtue :  Provided  however,  That  the 
preceding  proviso  shall  be  of  no  force  or  effect,  unless  the  stockholders 
of  the  said  Pennsylvania  railroad  company  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  of 
said  company,  one  million  of  dollars,  on  account  of  stock  subscribed,  on 
or  before  the  thirtieth  day  of  July,   one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
forty-seven  :  And  provided  further,  That  at  least  one-half  of  the  por- 
tion of  the  railroad  of  the  said  company,  which  is  hereinbefore  required 
to  be  put  under  contract  for  construction,  before  the  said  thirtieth  day  of 
July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-seven,  shall  be  at  the  west- 
ern terminus  thereof,  commencing  at  the  city  of  Pittsburg,  and  extending 
eastwardly. 

Section  2.   That  the  said  railroad  shall  enter  this  state  by  way  of  Location. 
Wills'  creek,  in  the  county  of  Bedford,  and  leaving  said  stream  at  such 
point  as  may  be  deemed  most  suitable,  proceeding  in  a  direction  west- 
ward, and  shall  be  located  north  and  east  of  the  Monongahela  river,  by 
such  route  as  the  said  company   may  deem  expedient  ;  and  the  said 
company   proceed   to  construct   the   said    road,   upon  the  like  princi- 
ples and  plans,  and  under  and  subject  to  the  same  regulations,  powers, 
immunities,  privileges,  conditions  and  restrictions,  as  are  given,  granted, 
enjoined  and  provided  in  the  said  act  of  the  state  of  Maryland,  so  far 
as  the  same,  or  any  clause  or  part  thereof,  may  not  be  inconsistent  with 
this  act  :    Provided,   That  the  track  of  said  railroad  shall  correspond  in  Proviso, 
width  with  the  Philadelphia  and  Columbia  railroad,  so  as  to  admit  the 
cars  thereof,  to   pass  over  said   Baltimore  and  Ohio   railroad  from  the 
place  of  connection  hereafter  provided  for:  Provided,  That  no  lateral  Proviso, 
road,  exceeding  one  mile  in  length,  shall  be  made  or  caused  to  be  made, 
purchased  or  caused  to  be  purchased,  leased  or  rented  by  said  company, 
within  the  slate  of  Pennsylvania,  without  the  consent  of  the  legislature 
thereof  :  And  provided  further,   Thai  no  sum  or  sums  of  money  shall  Proviso, 
be  borrowed  by  said  company,  for  which  a  certificate  for  a  less  amount 
than  fifty  dollars  shall  be  issued  ;  and  that  the  said  company  shall  not,

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either  in  the  state  of  Maryland,  Virginia  or  Pennsylvania,  make,  issue, 
or  utter,  or  cause  to  be  made,  issued  or  uttered,  any  certificate  or  note  of 
any  amount  whatsoever,  calculated  for,  or  intended  as  a  circulating 
medium  :  Provided  also,  That  the  said  company  shall  not  construct, 
or  cause  to  be  constructed,  any  lateral  railroad,  having  for  its  object,  a 
connection  with  the  Ohio  river  below  the  city  of  Pittsburg,  without  the 
consent  of  Pennsylvania  :  And  provided,  That  nothing  herein  con- 
tained, shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  said  company  from  constructing 
a  branch  of  their  road,  from  some  point  thereon,  between  Connellsville 
and  Virgin  run,  to  the  national  road,  at  or  near  the  borough  of  Browns- 
ville, in  this  state. 

Section  3.  That  full  right  and  privilege  is  hereby  reserved  to  this 
commonwealth,  to  the  Franklin  railroad  company,  or  any  company  or 
companies  which   now  are,  or  may  hereafter  be  incorporated  by  the 
legislature  of  this  commonwealth,  to  connect  with  and  intersect  the  said 
railroad  by   any  other  railroad   or  railroads,  canal  or  canals,  or  other 
works,  at  any  point  or  points,  either  in  the  said  commonwealth,  or  in 
the  states  of  Maryland  or  Virginia ;  and  the  acceptance  of  this  act  by 
the  said  Baltimore  and   Ohio  railroad  company,  shall  be  deemed   and 
taken  as  the  assent  of  the  said  company  to  such  connection  and  inter- 
section :  Provided,  That  the  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  railroad  company 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  of  the  privileges,  or  enjoy  any  of  the  bene- 
fits conferred  by  this  act,  until  the  state  of  Maryland  shall,  by  law,  ex- 
tend the  rights  and  privileges  granted  by  the  sixth  section  of  the  act  of 
the  state  of  Maryland,  passed  April  first,  one  thousand  .eight  hundred 
and  thirty-six,  entitled   "A  supplement  to  an  act,  entitled   'An  Act  to 
incorporate  the  Susquehanna  and  Patapsco  canal  company,'  passed  De- 
cember session,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-five,"  to  the 
state  of  Pennsylvania,  or  such  person  or  persons  or  company,  as  may 
be  appointed  by  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  so  as  to  give  the  said  state 
of  Pennsylvania,    person  or   persons,   or  company,   like  powers   and 
privileges,  as  are  conferred  by  the  said  sixth  section  of  the  act  to  con- 
struct, use,  control,  repair  and  preserve  a  railroad  from  the  Pennsylvania 
state  line,  or  from  Hagerstown,  through  such  portions  of  the  stale  of 
Maryland,  not  further  west  than  Hancock,  or  further  east  than  Williams- 
port,  as  may  be  selected  by  said  state  of  Pennsylvania,  or  such  person 
or  persons,  or  company,  authorized  by  the  said  state  of  Pennsylvania 
so  to  do,  as  most  eligible  and  convenient  to  form  a  connection  with  the 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  railroad  ;  nor  shall  the  said  company  transport  any 
produce  or  merchandize,  on  any  part  of  their  road  within  this  common- 
wealth, except  the  baggage  of  passengers,  until  the  right  shall  be  se- 
cured to  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  or  to  any  company  which  shall  be 
incorporated  for  that  purpose,  by  the  said  state,  to  construct  a  railroad 
with  one  or  more  tracks,  through  the  state  of  Maryland,  and  to  connect 
with  the  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  railroad,  at  any  point  in  the  state  of 
Maryland  or  Virginia,  not  farther  east  than  Williamsport  and   Martins- 
burg,  nor  farther  west  than   Hancock,  without  any  other  restrictions 
than  such  as  are  contained  in  the  said  sixth  section  of  the  act,  entitled 
"  A  supplement  to  an  act,  entitled  k  An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Susque- 
hanna and   Patapsco  canal   company,' passed  December  session,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-five;"  and  with  the   privilege  of 
erecting  the  necessary  buildings  and  depots  in  the  state  of  Virginia,  at 
the  point  of  intersection,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  business  of  the 
connecting  road  :  Provided,  That  if  a  railroad  shall  be  constructed, 
connecting  the  Cumberland  Valley  railroad  with  the  said  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  railroad,  within  the  territory  of  Pennsylvania,  then  the  foregoing 
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proviso,  or  so  much  thereof  as  prohibits  the  transportation  of  produce 
and  merchandize,  shall  be  void  and  of  no  effect. 

Section  4.  That  the  cars  which  may  be  used  on  any  connecting  Permission  to 
railroad  that  may  be  constructed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to-  pass  cars, 
gether  with  their  contents,  shall  be  permitted  to  pass  over  the  said  Bal- 
timore and  Ohio  railroad,  or  any  part  of  it,  to,  from,  and  upon  such 
connecting  road  ;  and  the  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  railroad  company, 
shall  furnish  sufficient  motive  power,  for  the  transportation  thereof,  at 
convenient  and  stated  hours,  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same 
regulations  adopted  for  the  transportation  of  their  own  car*,  with  their 
contents  of  like  character,  between  Baltimore  and  Pittsburg,  so  that  no 
transhipment  of  passengers  or  tonnage,  or  the  baggage  of  passengers, 
shall  be  required  at  the  place  where  such  road  may  connect  with  the 
said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  railroad,  or  between  such  place  and  the  city  of 
Pittsburg,  and  so  that  there  shall  be  no  unreasonable  or  unnecessary  de- 
tention in  transporting  the  same,  to  or  from  such  connecting  road  :  Pro-  Proviso. 
vided,  That  the  said  company  shall,  at  no  time,  charge  a  higher  rate  of 
toll  on  or  for  the  transportation  of  cars,  persons  or  property,  of  any 
kind,  from  Pittsburg  to  such  connecting  road,  or  from  such  connecting 
road  to  Pittsburg,  any  higher  rate  per  mile,  than  shall  at  the  same  time 
be  charged  on  cars,  persons  or  property,  of  the  same  kind,  transported 
over  the  whole  length  of  the  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  railroad,  between 
Baltimore  and  Pittsburg. 

Section  5.  That  the  said  company  may  sue  and  be  sued,  in  like  Powers  and  pri- 
manner  as  other  corporate  bodies  within  this  commonwealth,  sue  and  vileges. 
are  sued,  and  in  all  matters  and  things  which  may  in  any  way  relate  to 
or  concern  the  exercise  or  abuse  of  the  rights,  privileges,  powers  and 
franchises  hereby  granted  ;  and  also,  in  all  things  which  may  relate  to, 
or  concern  a  compliance  with,  or  a  breach  of  the  conditions  and  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  the  said  company  shall  be  subject  to,  and  under  the 
control  of  the  authorities  of  Pennsylvania,  as  if  the  said  company  had 
been  created  by  a  law  of  this  commonwealth  ;  and  in  any  suit,  action 
or  proceeding  at  law  against  the  said  company,  the  process  may  be 
served  within  the  proper  county  or  district,  upon  any  officer  or  agent  of 
the  said  company.

purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
the  qualified  electors  of  Mifflin  county  shall,  at  a  special  election,  to  be  Election  to  decide 
held  in  said  county,  on  the  second  Saturday  of  May,  one  thousand  the  question  of  a 
eight  hundred  and  forty-six,  to  be  conducted  by  the  inspectors  and  "Poor  house," 
judges  and  clerks,  who  may  hold  the  constables'  elections  in  said  county,  b^  ballot 
in  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-six.  vote  whether  they 
will  erect  a  poor  house  in  said  county,  and  shall  vote  tickets  labelled 
on  the' outside  "poor  house,"  and  the  inside  '•for  a  poor  house"  or 
"against  a  poor  house;"  and  if  it  shall  appear,  on  casting  up  the  voles 
in  the  different  election  districts,  at  the  court  house,  in  the  borough  of 
Lewistown,  by  the  return  judges,  who  shall  meet  for  that  purpose,  on 
Tuesday,  the  twelfth  day  of  May.  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
forty-six,  that  a  majority  of  those  who  voted  are  in  favor  of  a  poor 
house,  then  this  act  to  take  effect,  and  be  binding  upon  all  the  citizens 
of  said  county;  but  if  a  majority  of  ihose  who  vote  are  against  a  poor 
house,  then  this  act  to  take  effect  and  be  binding,  only  in  those  boroughs 
and  townships  where  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  are  in  favor  of  a  poor 
house;  and  should  this  law  be  adopted  by  the  borough  of  Lewistown, 
then  the  director  of  the  poor  of  the  borough  of  Lewistown,  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  sell  and  convey  the  poor-house  farm, 
now  owned  by  the  borough  of  Lewistown,  either  to  the  corporation 
hereby  created,  or  to  any  other  person  or  persons;  and  the  proceeds, 
after  paying  the  liens  against  said  farm,  to  pay  into  the  treasury  of  the 
borough  of  Lewistown,  for  borough  purposes. 

Section  2.   The  overseer  of  the  poor  in  each  borough  and  town-  Directors  of  the 
ship,  receiving  the  greatest  number  of  votes  at  the  election  in  March,  p0or 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty  six,  in  case  the  law  is  adopted 
by  the  county,  shall  be  directors  of  poor;  but  if  the  law  is  not  adopted

Section  3.  Every  director  elected  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  shall, 
within  ten  days  after  he  is  notified  of  such  election  or  appointment,  and 
before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  the  said  office,  take  an  oath  or 
affirmation,  which  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  said  county  is  hereby 
authorized  to  administer,  that  he  will  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office

being,  as  debts  are,  or  shall  be  by  law  recoverable  ;  and  the  directors 
qualified  as  aforesaid,  are  hereby  authorized  to  administer  an  oath  or 
affirmation  in  any  case  when  it  shall  be  necessary,  in  relation  to  the 
du tidS  of  the  office  ;  the  directors  elected  in  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  forty-six,  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable,  determine  on  a  suitable  farm, 
and  contract  for  and  take  conveyance  for  the  same,  in  the  name  of  the

chattels  whatsoever,  of  the  gift,  alienation  or  bequest  of  any  person  or 
persons  whatsoever  ;  to  purchase,  take  and  hold,  any  lands  and  tene- 
ments within  their  county,  in  fee  simple,  or  otherwise;  and  erect  suit- 
able buildings  for  the  reception,  use,  and  accommodation. of  the  poor  of 
said  county;  to  provide  all  things  necessary  for  the  lodging,  maintenance, 
and  employment  of  said  poor ;  to  appoint  a  treasurer,  annually,  who 
shall  give  bond,  with  full  and  sufficient  surety,  for  the  faithful  discharge 
of  the  duties  of  his  office  ;  and  at  the  expiration  thereof,  for  the  pay- 
ment and  delivery  over  to  his  successor  in  office,  of  all  moneys,  notes, 
bonds,  book  accounts,  aud  other  papers,  to  the  said  corporation  belong- 
ing, which  shall  then  be  remaining  in  his  hands,  custody  and  possession  ; 
and  said  directors  shall  have  power  to  employ,  and  at  pleasure  remove 
a  steward  or  stewards,  matron  or  matrons,  physician  or  physicians, 
surgeon  or  surgeons,  and  all  other  attendants  that  may  be  necessary  for 
the  said  poor,  respectively ;  to  bind  out  apprentices,  so  that  such  appren-

Section  6.   It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  director,  on  or  before  the  t0  furnisn  an_ 
first  day  of  November  in  each  and  every  year,  to  furnish  the  commis-  nual  estimates  to 
sioners  of  said  county  with  an  estimate  of  the  probable  expense  of  the  county  commis- 
poor,   and  poor  house,  for  one  year ;    and  it  shill  be  the  duly  of  said  sioners. 
commissioners  to  assess,  cause  to  be  collected  from  the  whole  county, 
or  such  townships  and  boroughs  as  may  adopt  this  law,  the  amount  of 
said  estimate,  which  shall  be  paid  to  said  directors,  by  the  county  trea- 
surer, on  warrants  drawn  in  their  favor  by  the  county  commissioners,  as 
the  same  may  be  found  necessary;  and  the  said  directors  shall,  at  least 
once  in  every  year,  render  an  account  of  all  moneys  by  them  received  Accounts,  how 
and  expended,  to  the  auditors  appointed  to  audit  and  settle  the  county  settled,

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the  same  to  the  nearest  justice  of  the  peace,  who  being  satisfied  of  the 
truth  thereof,  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  said  directors,  and  at  the  same 
time,  issue  an  order  under  his  hand  and  seal,  to  the  said  directors, 
directing  him  to  maintain  such  poor,  until  such  time  as  he  or  she  may- 
be in  a  situation  to  be  removed,  and  then  to  convey  the  said  pauper,  and 
deliver  him  or  her  to  the  steward  or  keeper  of  the  said  house  of  employ- 
ment, together  with  the  said  order  :  and  the  charge  and  expense  of  such 
temporary  relief,  and  of  such  removal,  shall  be  paid  by  the  said  direc- 
tors, at  a  reasonable  allowance. 

Section  8.  The  said  directors  shall,  from  time  to  time  receive,  pro- 
vide for,  and  employ,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this 
act,  all  such  poor  and  indigent  persons  as  shall  be  entitled  to  relief,  or 
shall  have  sained  a  legal  settlement  in  said  county  of  Mifflin,  or  such 
boroughs  and  townships  thereof,  as  may  adopt  this  law  ;  and  shall  be 
sent  there  by  an  order  or  warrant  for  that  purpose,  under  the  hands  and 
seals  of  any  two  justices  of  the  peace,  directed  to  any  constable  of  the 
said  county  of  Mifflin,  or  to  the  overseers  of  the  proper  township,  in  any 
other  county  of  this  commonwealth  ;  and  the  said  directors  are  hereby 
authorized,  when  they  shall  deem  it  proper  and  convenient  to  do  so,  to 
permit  any  poor  person  or  persons  to  be  maintained  elsewhere :  Pro- 
vided, The  expense  of  the  maintenance  does  not  in  any  case  exceed 
that  for  which  they  could  be  maintained  at  the  poor  house  of  the  said 
county  of  Mifflin. 

Section  9.  The  said  directors,  or  any  seven  of  them,  who  shall  be 
a  quorum  in  all  cases  to  do  business,  shall  have  full  power  to  make  and 
ordain  such  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations,  as  they  shall  think  pro- 
per, convenient  and  necessaty  for  the  direction,  government  and  support 
of  the  poor  and  house  of  employment  aforesaid,  and  of  the  revenues  there- 
unto belonging,  and  of  all  such  persons  as  shall  come  under  their  cogni- 
zance: Provided,  The  same  be  not  repugnant  to  this  law,  or  any  ot  the 
other  laws  of  this  state  or  of  the  United  States  :  And  provided  also. 
That  the  same  shall  not  have  any  force  or  effect  until  they  shall  have 
been  submitted  to  the  court  of  common  pleas,  for  the  time  being,  of  the 
county  of  Mifflin,  and  shall  have  received  the  approbation  of  the  same. 

Section  10.  A  committee  of  inspection  of  said  directors,  to  consist 
of  three  members,  to  be  elected  annually  by  said  directors,  at  their 
annual  meeting  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  May.  in  each  year,  shall  and  they 
are  hereby  enjoined  and  required  to  meet  at  the  said  house  of  employ- 
ment, at  least  once  in  every  month,  and  visit  the  apartments  and  see 
that  the  poor  are  comfortably  supported,  and  hear  all  complaints,  and 
redress,  or  cause  to  be  redressed,  all  grievances  that  may  happen  by  the 
neglect  or  misconduct  of  any  person  or  persons  in  their  employment  or 
otherwise;  and  the  said  committee  shall  each  receive,  in  addition  to 
their  pay  as  directors,  the  sum  often  dollars. 

Section  1 1.  The  said  directors  shall,  each  of  them,  receive  for  their 
services,  annually,  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  to  defray  the  expenses  of 
their  necessary  attendance  on  the  duties  of  their  office. 

Section  12.  In  case  of  any  vacancy  by  death,  resignation  or  other- 
wise, of  any  of  the  said  directors,  the  remaining  directors  shall  fill  such 
vacancy  by  the  appointment  of  a  citizen  of  their  county,  under  the  same 
penalty  as  is  provided  by  the  third  section  of  this  act,  to  serve  until  the 
next  general  election,  when  another  director  shall  be  elected  to  serve  as 
if  no  vacancy  had  happened. 

Skction  13.  All  claims  and  demands  existing  at  the  time  of  this  act 
being  carried  into  effect,  shall  have  full  force  and  effect  as  if  this  act  had 
not  passed;  and  when  the  same  may  have  been  duly  adjusted  and  set- 
tled, all  moneys  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  overseers,  as  well  as 
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the  uncollected  taxes,  levied  for  the  support  of  the  poor,  in  the  several 
townships  and  boroughs  adopting  this  law  in  the  county  of  Mifflin,  shall 
be  paid  over  to  the  county  treasurer,  for  the  use  of  the  corporation  hereby 
created. 

Section  14.   As  soon  as  the  poor  of  the  county  of  Mifflin  shall  have  Office  of  over- 
been  removed  to  the  house  of  employment  of  the  said  county,  and  the  seer  abolished, 
outstanding  taxes  collected  and  paid  over,  the  office  of  overseer  of  the 
poor  within  the  said  county,  or  such  townships  and  boroughs  thereof  as 
may  adopt  this  law,  shall  from  thenceforth  be  abolished. 

Section  15.  The  powers  conferred,  and  the  duties  imposed  on  the  Further  powers 
overseer  of  the  poor,  in  and  by  an  act  to  empower  the  overseers  and  and  duties, 
guardians  of  the  poor  of  the  several  townships,  within  this  common- 
wealth, to  recover  certain  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures,  and  for  other 
purposes,  are  hereby  conferred  and  imposed  on  the  directors  of  the 
poor  in  the  said  county  of  Mifflin;  and  that  the  justices  of  the  peace, 
and  sheriff,  within  the  said  county,  are  hereby  required  and  enjoined  to 
pay  to  the  said  directors,  to  be  by  them  applied  to  the  use  of  the  cor- 
poration hereby  created,  the  aforesaid  fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties, 
within  the  lime,  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  said  act,  for  the 
payment  thereof,  in  other  counties,  to  the  overseer  of  the  poor,  and  to 
give  notice  of  the  receipt  thereof,  to  the  said  directors,  within  the  time, 
and  in  the  manner  aforesaid  ;  and  that  for  any  neglect  or  refusal  to  per- 
form any  of  the  duties  enjoined  on  them  by  the  said  act.  the  said  jus- 
tices of  the  peace,  and  sheriff,  in  the  said  county,  shall  be  subject  to  all 
fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures  to  which  the  justices  and  sheriffs,  in 
other  counties,  by  the  said  act  are  subject  or  liable. 

Section   16.   So  much  of  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  relating  to  Repeal, 
the  poor,  as  are  by  this  act  altered  or  supplied,  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed,  so  far  as  they  affect  the  county  of  Mifflin,  or  each 
township  and  borough  thereof  as  may  adopt  this  law. 

Section   17.   That  the  judges  of  the  elections,  in  the  several  town-  Directors  to  be 
ships  and  boroughs  of  the  said  county,  shall  in  due  time  notify  the  said  notified  of  their 
directors  of  their  election,  and  when  and  where  they  shall  meet  for  e'ectlon- 
entering  upon  the  duties  assigned  them    by  this  act;  which  place  of 
meeting  shall  be  at  the  court  house,  in  the  borough  of  Lewistown. 

Section   18.   And  the  sheriff  of  Mifflin  county  shall  cause  to  be  pub-  Sheriff  to  publish 
lished  this  act,  in  all  the  newspapers  published  in  said  county,  from  the  this  act. 
passage  of  this  law,  up  till  the  second  Saturday  of  May,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  forty-six,  the  expense  of  which  is  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county 
treasury. 

Section   19.   That  the  electors  of  the  borough  of  Newton  Hamilton,  Borough  of  New- 
in  the  county  of  Mifflin,  are  hereby  authorized,  at  the  usual  time  for  ton  Hamilton  to 
the  election  of  borough  officers,  to  elect  a  constable,  who  shall  be  enti- elect  a  constable, 
tied  to  execute  all  civil  process,  subject  to  the  same  liabilities  as  town- 
ship constables  now  are  under  the  existing  laws.

re-building  their  bridge  across  the  Susquehanna,  at  Harrisburg;  and  the 
better  to  secure  any  person  or  persons,  corporation  or  corporations, 
who  may  loan,  or  may  have  loaned  to  the  said  company,  any  sum  or 
sums  of  money,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  the  said  company  is  hereby 
authorized  to  pledge  their  road  and  bridge  across  the  Susquehanna,  the 
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incomes,  profits  and  property  of  said  company,  or  any  part  thereof,  by  Pledge  road  and 
mortgage  or  mortgages,  or  otherwise,  to  the  whole  amount  of  the  debt  bridge. 
of  said  company,  which  may  be  held  by  such  person  or  persons,  cor- 
poration or  corporations,  so  loaning:  Provided,  That  the  mortgage  or  Proviso, 
mortgages  hereby  authorized,  shall  not  operate  so  as  to  postpone  any 
prior  mortgage  authorized  to  be  made  by  the  said  company. 

Section  2.   That  any  person  or  persons,  corporation  or  corporations.  Loanholders  to  be 
his,  her  or  their  heirs,  executors,  administrators  or  assigns,  who  shall  entitled  to  all  the

the  adjustment  thereof,  after  the   same  shall  have  been  adjusted  and 
sealed  ;  and  any  dealer,  vender  or  weigher,  who  shall  have  in  his  pos- 
session any  scale,  beam,  weight  or  measure,  so  altered  as  aforesaid, 
shall,    on  conviction   thereof,    before  any  alderman  or  justice  of  the 
peace,  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  ten  dollars ;  and  if  the  person  so  con- 
victed refuse  or  neglect  to  satisfy  such  forfeiture,  with  costs,  imme- 
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diately,  or  produce  goods  and  chattels  sufficient  whereon  to  levy  the 
said  forfeiture,  together  with  cost,  then  the  said  alderman  or  justice  of 
the  peace  shall  commit  the  offender  to  the  jail  of  the  county,  wherein 
the  offence  was  committed,  there  to  be  kept  at  hard  labor,  for  the  space 
of  thirty  days.

AN   ACT 

Providing  for  the  expenses  of  roads  and  poor,  in  Pitt  township,  in  the  county  of 

Allegheny. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
Annually  elect  a  met,  und  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
supervisor.  there  shall  be  but  one  supervisor  of  the  roads  in  the  township  of  Pitt, 
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in  the  county  of  Allegheny,  who  shall  be  elected  annually,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  supervision  of  said  roads,  and  reporting  the  condition  thereof, 
and  the  performance  and  omissions  of  contractors,  in  his  own  proper 
hand  writing,  to  the  auditors,  to  be  filed  with  the  town  clerk;  and  the  su- 
pervisor now  in  office,  and  any  one  hereafter  elected,  shall  not  act  until 
he  shall  give  bond  to  said  township  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  powers  ^j  du- 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duty,  as  aforesaid,  person-  ties, 
ally,  during  his  term  of  office  ;  and  he  shall  not  have  the  power  to  ex- 
pend any  money,  or  draw  any  warrants,  whereby  said  township  may 
be  made  liable  ;  and  the  place  of  any  supervisor,  vacated  by  his  neglect 
to  give  bond  within  twenty  days  after  notice  of  this  act,  or  of  his  elec- 
tion, shall  be  supplied  by  election,  on  the  usual  notice  ;  and  those  elect- 
ed at  the  annual  election,  in  the  present  year,  are  hereby  disqualified 
from  acting,  unless  the  present  supervisor  shall  fail,  or  be  unable  to  com- 
ply with  this  act,  in  which  case,  the  person  elected  supervisor  for  three 
years,  at  the  spring  election  lately  holden,  shall  be  qualified  to  act ;  and 
the  person  elected  as  supervisor  for  two  years,  shall  be  the  guardian  of 
the  poor  for  the  current  year. 

Section  2.  The  work  of  opening,  making  and  repairing  the  roads,  Duties  of  town- 
shall  be  done  as  follows  : — on  the  fourth  Monday  of  May,  in  the  present  ship  auditors, 
year,  and  at  the  annual  settlement  of  accounts,  in  each  year  hereafter, 
the  auditors  of  said  township  shall  estimate  the  value  of  the  work  they 
may  believe  necessary  to  be  done  upon  the  roads,  and  the  probable  ex- 
pense of  supporting  the  poor  in  said  township,  and  fix  the  annual  salary 
of  the  township  officers,  and  the  commission  of  the  treasurer,  not  above 
five  per  cent,  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  the  rates  of  the  road  and  poor 
tax,  not  to  exceed  seven  mills  on  the  county  assessment,  for  both  pur- 
poses ;  and  shall  advertise  for  four  weeks,  by  one  hundred  hand-bills 
posted  throughout  said  township,  and  by  two  newspapers  of  Pittsburg, 
of  opposite  political  parties,  having  the  greatest  number  of  subscribers 
in  said  township,  inviting  sealed  proposals  for  opening  all  roads,  which 
have  been  previously  confirmed,  and  for  finishing  the  same,  according 
to  specifications  or  drafts  ;  and  also,  for  keeping  in  repair  all  other 
township  roads  ;  and  no  work  shall  be  done  for  said  township,  other- 
wise, than  by  proposals,  under  which  the  auditors  shall  give  the  con- 
tracts to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder,  who  shall  execute  the  work  on  the  Powers,  &c.  of 
roads,  as  supervisors  are  now  bound  to  do  ;  and  such  road  contractors,  contractors, 
as  to  each  and  every  road  undertaken  by  them,  respectively,  shall  have 
the  same  powers  and  privileges  only,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  duties 
and  privileges,  and  the  same  riglits  and  remedies  shall  exist,  for  and 
against  them,  as  if  each  one  of  them  were  supervisor  of  said  road. 

Section  3.   The  township   of  Pitt  may   sue  and  be  sued  by  that  Payments,  how 
name,  as  its  corporate  title  ;  contractors  with  it  shall  be  paid,  after  esti-  made, 
mates  duly  made,  when  provided   for  by  agreement,  by  a  surveyor, 
whom  the  auditors  may  appoint  when  necessary,  by  orders  drawn  by 
said  auditors,  and  attested  by  the  town  clerk,  who  shall  act  for  them 
only,  on  the  tteasurer,  to  be  issued  every  thirty  days,  if  required,  and 
made  payable  to  such  contractors,  or  their  order,  and  not  otherwise, 
with  a  reference  to  the  contract  on  which  they  accrued  :  the  salary  of 
the  said  clerk  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  annually,  Salary  and  duties

of; and  said  township,  or  any  person  aggrieved  by  the  acts  or  omissions 
of  any  contractor,  may  maintain  an  action  on  said  bond,  and  recover 
special  damage,  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  act  relative  to  bonds, 
with  penalties  and  official  bonds.

AN   ACT 

Relative  to  the  estate  of  George  Frey,  deceased. 

Whereas,  George  Frey,  of  Middletown,  in  the  county  of  Dauphin,  preamble 
in  this  commonwealth,  who  died  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  six, 
left  a  large  estate,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  conducting  an 
institution  for  the  gratuitous  support  and  education  of  destitute  orphans, 
and  other  poor  children  in  Pennsylvania,  which  institution,  by  the 
express  provisions  of  the  will,  is  to  be  connected  with  the  Lutheran 
church;  its  mode  of  tuition  to  be  modified  and  conformed  to  the 
orthodox  belief  of  said  church :  its  principal  and  tutors,  forever,  to  be 
members  in  good  standing  in  the  said  church,  and  its  pupils,  in  addition 
to  their  general  education,  to  be  instructed  in  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
religion  :  And  whereas,  Experience  has  proved  that  the  repairs  and 
improvements  of  the  farms,  mills  and  houses,  together  with  the  salary 
of  the  principal,  consume  nearly  all  the  proceeds  of  the  estate  under 
existing  arrangements,  and  the  estate  is  still  in  debt  upwards  of  nine 
thousand  dollars ;  therefore, 

Section  1.  lie  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met.   and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Dauphin  county,  are  hereby  authorized  Court  of  common 
to  appoint  two  reputable  citizens  of  said  county,  as  trustees,  under  the  picas  of  Dauphin 
will  of  George  Frey,  late  of  Middletown,  of  said  county,  deceased,  to  county  to  appoint 
serve  for  two  years,  and  two  such  citizens  as  trustees  under  said  will,  trustees. 
to  serve  for  four  years,  on  the  nomination  of  the  respective  synods  of 
the  Lutheran  church,  lying  east  and  west  of  the  Susquehanna,  in  this 
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commonwealth  ;  and  that  said  synods  shall  nominate  to  said  court  not 
less  than  three  candidates,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  said  board  of  trus- 
tees, one  of  whom  shall  be  chosen  by  the  court  as  aforesaid ;  and  at  the 
expiration  of  the  said  term  of  any  such  trustees,  or  of  any  trustees  here- 
after appointed,  and  in  the  case  of  a  vacancy  by  the  death,  resignation, 
refusal  to  serve,  or  removal  from  the  county  of  Dauphin,  of  any  trustee 
appointed  by  said  court,  said  court  shall  appoint  another  or  other  trustees 
in  his  or  their  place,  to  serve  for  four  years ;  and  the  trustees  so  ap  • 
pointed,  shall  possess  all  the  powers  now  vested  in  the  trustees  at 
present  in  possession,  by  the  will  of  said  Frey,  and  the  acts  of  legis- 
tion  relating  thereto ;  that  the  said  trustees,  at  their  first  meeting,  shall 
divide  themselves  by  lot  into  four  equal  classes ;  the  said  trustees  shall 
have  authority  to  appoint  the  principal  of  the  Orphan  house,  mentioned 
in  the  will  of  said  decedent,  to  serve  for  one  year,  and  at  the  expiration 
of  any  term  of  one  year,  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  from  any  cause, 
shall  appoint  a  successor  for  the  term  of  one  year;  and  said  principal 
shall  receive  such  salary  or  compensation  as  said  trustees  shall  fix  for 
his  services;  said  principal*  shall  be  always  re-eligible,  and  the  trustees 
Proviso.  may  also  be  re-appointed  at  the  expiration  of  every  term  :  Provided, 

That  if  for  any  reason  no  appointment  is  made  at  the  regular  time,  the 
incumbents  shall  continue  in  office  till  such  appointment  is  made ;  and 
that  at  any  time  for  cause  shewn,  any  or  all  the  trustees  may  be  removed 
from  office  by  the  said  court,  and  others  be  appointed  in  their  stead,  on 
nomination  as  aforesaid ;  and  the  principal  may,  at  any  time,  be  re- 
moved from  office  by  the  trustees  for  unfaithfulness,  neglect  of  duty,  or 
any  other  cause  specified  in  the  will ;  that  no  part  of  the  estate  of  the 
Appropriation  of  said  George  Frey,  or  any  of  the  profits  thereof,  shall,  at  any  time,  be 
proceeds  of  estate,  appropriated  to  any  other  use  or  purpose  than   to  the  education    and 
maintenance  of  poor  orphan  children,  except  as  is  provided  for  in  this 
act,   between  five  and  fifteen  years  of  age,   if  girls,    at  a  school  and 
orphan  house,  upon  the  estate  of  the  said  George  Frey,  at  Middletovvn, 
Principal  to  give  and  at  no  other  place ;  and  that  the  principal  now,  or  hereafter  to  be 
security.  appointed  by  the  trustees,  under  the  will  of  the  said  George  Frey,  shall 

give  bond,  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  with  security,  to  be 
approved  of  by  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Dauphin  county,  in  the 
name  of  the  commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  conditioned  for  his  faithful 
performance  of  duty,  as  trustee  under  said  will,  and  the  faithful  appli- 
cation of  all  moneys  which  he  shall  receive  from  the  estate,  in  the  char- 
acter of  principal. 
,,,     .         ..  Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  trustees,  hereby  authorized 

ized  to  sell  real     to  De  appointed,  or  a  majority  of  them,  within  one  year  from  the  pas- 
estate,  sage  of  this  act,  after  due  public  notice,  to  sell  on  the  best  terms,  at  pub- 
lic sale,  to  the  highest  and  best  bidder  or  bidders,  any  portion  of  the  real 
estate  of  said  George  Frey,  directed  by  said  court,  notexceeding  seventy 
acres,  not  including  the  Orphan  house,  and  grist  mill,  and  saw  mill, 
and  the  lands  adjacent  thereto  and  necessary  lor  their  convenience  ;  and 
on  the  approval  of  such  sale  by  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Dauphin 
county,  and  of  a  bond  to  be  given  by  said  trustees  to  the  commonwealth, 
Sureties.  m  sucn  sum'  an^  w^tn  suc'1  sureties  as  said  court  shall  direct,  condi- 
tioned for  the  faithful  application  of  the  proceeds  of  such  sale,  the  said 
trustees  shall,  on  the  payment  of  the  purchase  money,  make  and  exe- 
cute a  deed  or  deeds,  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers,  which  shall  be 
good  and  valid  in  law,  to  transfer  all  the  estate  of  the  said  George  Frey, 
in  the  premises,  at  the  time  of  his  decease. 
Mmlication  of  Section  3.   All  moneys  received  by  said  trustees,  shall  forthwith  be 
procoeds  of  sale,   applied  to  the  liquidation  of  the  just  debts  now  due  by  the  estate,  until 
they  are  all  paid;  after  which  said  trustees  shall  invest  all  the  balance. 
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after  the  necessary  costs  of  said  sales  and  other  current  expenses  have 
been  defrayed,  under  the  direction  of  said  court,  on  loan,  on  mortgage, 
or  in  stock  of  this  commonwealth,  or  of  the  United  States. 

Section  4.  That  as  soon  as  the  debts  now  due,  by  the  said  estate,  Investment, 
have  been  liquidated,  and  the  balance  of  the  purchase  money  has  been 
invested  as  herein  directed,  the  trustees  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  the  Duties  of  trustees, 
election  of  a  suitable  and  well  qualified  tutor,  who  shall,  with  his  family, 
reside  in  the  Orphan  house,  and  receive  such  and  as  many  orphans  and 
other  poor  children  as  the  trustees  shall  direct.  In  the  instruction, 
boarding,  and  the  entire  management  of  the  said  beneficiaries,  the  tutor 
shall  faithfully  follow  the  system  of  rules  laid  down  by  the  trustees;  and 
for  all  his  services,  shall  receive  such  sum  for  every  pupil  as  may,  from 
time  to  time,  be  agreed  on  between  him  and  said  trustees. 

Section  5.  That  the  said  trustees  shall  hold  their  first  meeting  on  Meetings  of  tros- 
the  second  Wednesday  in  September,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  tees,  when  held, 
forty-six,  and  thereafter,  at  least  two  meetings,  annually,  at  Middle- 
town,  at  such  time  in  the  months  of  May  and  November,  in  every  year, 
as  they  may  agree  on,  and  oftner,  when  they  deem  it  necessary,  for  the 
purpose  of  settling  their  accounts,  attending  to  their  other  duties,  instruct- 
ing the  principal,  and  examining  his  reports  and  accounts  of  any  duties 
previously  assigned  him;  and  in  addition  to  the  allowance  of  one  dollar 
per  day,  fixed  in  the  will,  the  trustees  shall  receive  five  cents  per  mile, 
for  the  distance  traveled  in  attending  said  meetings:  Provided,  That  Prov'so* 
the  mileage  shall  in  no  case  exceed  ten  dollars,  for  any  one  of  the  trus- 
tees, for  any  one  year.  Written  notice  shall  be  given  to  each  trustee, 
by  the  principal,  three  weeks  before  each  regular  meeting,  and  two 
weeks  before  each  special  meeting.  He  shall  have  charge  of  the  col- 
lection of  the  interest  and  other  income  of  the  estate,  subject  to  the 
direction  of  the  trustees,  and  shall  attend  to  such  other  duties  as  they 
may  from  time  to  time  prescribe.  In  case  of  any  unforseen  and  im- 
portant emergency,  the  principal  shall  have  power,  with  the  consent  of 
three  trustees,  to  call  a  special  meeting,  of  which  two  weeks'  written  notice 
shall  be  given.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  elect,  of  their  own  number, 
a  chairman  and  secretary,  and  shall  keep  full  and  detailed  minutes  of 
all  their  proceedings. 

Section  6.  The  said  trustees  shall  annually,  on  the  first  day  of  May,  Annual  settle- 
file  a  statemeat  and  settlement  of  their  accounts,  for  the  year  ending  on  ment  to  be  filed 
the  first  day  of  April,  preceding,   in  the  prothonotary's  office  of  said  inprothonotary's 
court,   which  shall  be  referred  to  an  auditor  for  examination,   whose  0'^ce- 
report  shall  be  examined  by  the  judges  of  the  court,  who  are  authorized  Appointment  of 
to  make  such  alterations  therein  as  they  may  deem  proper,  or  confirm  auJltor- 
such  report  as  justice  may  require.     If,  upon  examination  of  the  ac- 
counts of  the  present,  or  any  former  trustees  or  principal,  the  judges  of 
said  court  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  same  should  be  investigated,  the 
said  court  shall  appoint  a  suitable  person  to  examine  and  re-settle  and 
adjust  such  accounts,  and  make  report  thereon;  which  report  shall  be 
examined  by  said  court,  and  approved  or  altered  as  justice  may  require. 

Section  7.   That  all  the  provisions  of  the  will  of  George  Frey,  and  Effect  of  this  act. 
of  former  acts  of  legislation  relating  thereto,  not  altered  by  this  act,  or 
inconsistent  with  it,  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  virtue.

in  said  county,  to  which  the  said  Amelia  C.  Smith,  Daniel  C.  W. 
Smith,  Virginia  G.  Smith,  Milton  G.  Smith,  and  Emma  N.  Smith,

Pratt  M'Kean,  to  sell  the  said  messuage  and  lot  of  ground  at  public  or 
private  sale,  for  the  best  price  that  can  be  reasonably  obtained  for  the 
same  ;  and  to  convey  the  same,  in  fee  simple,  to  the  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasers thereof,  free  from,  and  discharged  of  every  trust;  and  without

In  regard  to  certain  entries  in  ledgers  in  the  city  of  Pittsburg,  and  relating  to  the 
publishing  of  sheriffs'  sales,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Preamble.  Whereas,   By  the  great  fire,  which  destroyed  a  large  portion  of  the 

city  of  Pittsburg,  on  the  tenth  of  April,  Anno  Domini,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  1'orty-five,  a  large  number  of  day  books,  containing 
the  original  entries  of  merchandize  sold  and  delivered,  and  work  and 
labor  done,  and  other  evidences  of  debt,  were  destroyed,  in  consequence 
of  which  great  loss  snd  injustice  must  be  sustained,  unless  a  remedy  be 
provided  :  And  whereas,  It  is  impossible  to  prove  every  particular  item 
of  an  account  for  goods  sold,  where  the  book  of  original  entries  has  been 
lost  or  destroyed ;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
in  all  cases  where  it  shall  be  duly  proven,  that  the  books  of  the  original 
entries  of  goods  sold  and  delivered,  and  for  work  and  labor  done,  were 
destroyed  by  the  great  fire,  on  the  tenth  of  April,  Anno  Domini,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-five,  at  the  city  of  Pittsburg  afore- 
said, the  ledger  book,  duly  proved  by  the  oath  of  the  book-keeper  or

To  provide  for  the  reduction  of  the  public  debt. 

Whekeas,  Justice  and  the  support  of  the  public  credit  require  that 
provision  be  made  for  the  reduction  of  the  debt  of  this  commonwealth  ; 
therefore ; 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  county  commissioners  of  each  and  every  county  in  this  common- 
wealth, are  hereby  authorized  and  required,  annually  hereafter,  at  the 
usual  period  of  making  county  rates  and  levies,  to  assess  or  cause  to 
be  assessed,  for  the  use  of  the  commonwealth,  upon  all  stages,  omni- 
buses, hacks,  cabs,  and  other  vehicles,  used  for  transporting  passengers 
for  hire,  owned,  used,  or  possessed  within  this  commonwealth,  by  any 
person  or  persons,  or  by  any  corporate  body  or  bodies,  and  upon  all 
annuities  over  two  hundred  dollars,  except  those  granted  by  this  com- 
monwealth or  by  the  United  States,  and  upon  all  property  real  or  per- 
sonal, (not  taxed  under  existing  laws)  held,  owned,  used  or  invested  by 
any  person,  company  or  corporation,  in  trust  for  the  use,  benefit,  or 
advantage  of  any  other  person,  company,  or  corporation,  excepting 
always  such  property  as  shall  be  held  in  trust  for  religious  purposes, 
three  mills  upon  each  and  every  dollar  of  the  value  thereof. 

Section  2.  The  commissioners  of  each  and  every  county,  shall  in- 
clude in  the  precepts  they  shall  hereafter  issue  to  the  ward,  district  or 
township  assessors,  the  several  objects  of  taxation  mentioned  in  the 
preceding  section,  and  shall  require  said  assessors  to  ascertain  the 
amount,  description  and  value  thereof,  and  make  return  to  them  as  is 
now  required  bylaw;  and  the  taxes  on  said  property  shall  be  assessed, 
levied,  and  collected  in  the  same  manner,  and  the  same  proceedings 
shall  be  had  in  relation  thereto,  as  is  required  by  law  in  the  assessment, 
levy,  and  collection  of  state  tax,  on  real  and  personal  property,  in  the 
several  counties  respectively. 

Section  3.  It  shall  hereafter  be  the  duty  of  each  assessor  within  this 
commonwealth.,  at  the  time  of  making  the  assessments  in  his  ward, 
borough  or  township,  to  require  every  person,  every  firm  and  partner-

hundred  dollars,  which  shall  be  recoverable  by  any  person  suing  for  the

member  of  any  firm  or  partnership,  any  president,  secretary,  cashier, 
or  treasurer  of  any  company  or  corporate  body,  shall  refuse  or  neglect

Section  9.  That  the  fourth  section  of  the  act  of  fourth  May,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  forty-one,  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  revenue  to 
meet  the  demands  on  the  treasury,  and  for  other  purposes,"  shall  be,  and 
continue  in  force  no  longer  than  the  fourth  day  of  May,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  forty-six  ;  and  so  much  of  the  said  recited  act  as  required  the 
several  banks  within  this  commonwealth,  to  receive  the  notes  issued 
by  them  respectively,  in  pursuance  of  said  act,  in  payment  of  debts, 
shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed  :  Provided,  That  in  case  any 
bank  within  this  commonwealth  shall  have  redeemed  the  notes  issued

That  from  ami  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  state 
treasurer  shall  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  demand  and  receive 
the  same  fees  in  his  office,  for  searches,  copies  of  accounts,  entries  and 
papers  filed,  and  for  certificate  and  seal,  as  are  allowed  to  be  charged

thirty-seven,  which  fees  shall  be  by  him  paid  into  the  treasury  for  the 
use  of  the  commonwealth,  except  when  required  by  any  member  of  the 
legislature,  during  any  session,  for  his  use  as  a  member  of  either  house.

That 
the  Newportville  horse  company,  of  Bucks  county,  for  the  detection  of 
horse  thieves  and  other  robbers,  and  the  recovery  of  stolen  property,  is 
hereby  erected  into  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  in  deed  and  in  law, 
by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  "  The  Newportville  horse  company  of 
Bucks  county,  for  the  detection  of  horse  thieves  and  other  robbers,  and 
the  recovery  of  stolen  property ;"  and  by  the  same  name  shall  have 
perpetual  succession,  and  be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued  in  all  the  courts  of 
record  of  Pennsylvania  and  elsewhere  ;  and  shall  be  able  to  purchase, 
receive,  have,  hold  and  enjoy  to  them  and  to  their  successors,  lands, 
tenements,  hereditaments,  rents,  annuities,  franchises,  goods  and  chattels 
of  what  nature,  quality  or  kind  soever,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  orchoses 
in  action,  and  shall  have  power  the  same  from  time  to  time  to  sell, 
grant,  alien,  and  dispose  of:  Provided,  That  the  clear  yearly  income  of 
the  lands  and  tenements,  goods  and  chattels  shall  not  exceed  two  thou- 
sand dollars  ;  and  also  to  ordain,  establish,  and  put  in  execution  such 
subordinate  laws  and  regulations  as  shall  appear  necessary  and  con- 
venient for  the  government  of  said  corporation,  not  being  contrary  to 
the  constitution  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  commonwealth;  and 
generally  to  do  all  and  singular  such  matters  and  things  which  to  them 
it  shall  lawfully  appertain  to  do  for  the  well  being  of  the  said  corpora- 
tion, and  the  proper  management  of  its  affairs. 

Section  2.  That  this  society  shall  consist  of  all  such  persons  as  are 
now  members,  or  shall  hereafter  be  admitted  as  such,  agreeably  to  the 
by-laws  of  said  society. 

Section  3.  That  the  officers  of  the  said  society  shall  consist  of  five 
directors,  who  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  to  preside  as  president, 
one  secretary  and  one  treasurer ;  the  duties  of  said  offices  shall  be  par- 
ticularly set  forth  in  the  by-laws  of  said  society. 

Section  4.  That  the  officers  enumerated  by  this  act  shall  be  chosen 
by  ballot,  at  a  general  meeting  of  the  said  society,  on  the  last  Saturday 
of  December,  annually,  to  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  or  until  their 
successors  be  elected.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
?ne/,  and  it  is.  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the 
Meadville  theological  school,  in  the  borough  of  Meadville,  in  the  county 
of  Crawford,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  incorporated  and  made  a  body 
corporate,  according  to  the  following  plan  of  incorporation:  the  name, 
style  or  title  of  the  institution,  shall  be  the  "Meadville  theological  jyame. 
school." 

Section  2.  The  said  school  shall  be  under  the  management,  direc-  Management, 
tion  and  government  of  a  board  of  trustees,  in  number  not  exceeding 
thirty,  or  a  quorum  thereof,  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  of  a  board  of 
instruction,  provisionally  to  be  composed  of  four  persons,  but  which 
may  be  increased  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided,  each  of  whom 
shall  hold  his  office  five  years  and  no  longer. 

Section  3.   The  first  board  of  trustees  of  the  Meadville  theological 
school  shall  consist  of  the  following  persons  :  Albert  Fearing,   Elder  Trustees.

Oliver  Barr,  Rev.  A.  H.  Conant,  Illinois;  John  H.  Tweede,  Wiscon- 
sin; Rev.  W.  H.  Furness.  Philadelphia;  Rev.  James  Kay,  Northum- 
berland county;   William  Kelly,  Elder  Ashel  Fish,  Erie  county;  H.

Dennison  Herrick,  James 
Foster,  William  D.  Tucker,  Arthur  Cullum,  of  Crawford  county,  who 
shall  hold  their  respective  offices  six  years,  which  said  trustees,  and 
their  successors  in  office,  are  hereby  constituted  and  established  a  body  incorporated, 
politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,  in  deed  and  in  law, 
to  all  intents  and  purposes  whatsoever,  by  the  name,  style,  and  title  of 
the  president  and  trustees  of  the  Meadville  theological  school;  by  which  Name, 
name  and  title,  they  and  their  successors  shall  be  competent  and  capa- 
ble at  law  and  in  equity,  to  take  to.  and  for  the  use  of  said  school, 
any  estate  in  any   messuages,   lands,    tenements  and  hereditaments,  Privileges, 
goods,  chattels,   money  or  other  effects,  by  gift,  grant,   bargain,  sale,

the  said  school;  and  by  the  same  name  of  the  president  and  trustees 
of  the  Meadville  theological  school,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be 
impleaded,  commence,  prosecute  and  defend,  in  any  court  or  courts  of

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iaw  or  equity,  and  in  all  manner  of  suits  and  actions  whatsoever,  and 
generally,  by  and  in  the  same  name,  to  do  and  transact  all  and  every 
business  touching  or  concerning  the  premises,  or  which  shall  be  inci- 
dentally necessary  thereto,  as  fully,  amply  and  effectually  as  any  per- 
son or  persons,  body  corporate  or  politic  within  this  commonwealth, 
have  the  right  and  power  to  manage  their  own  concerns  ;  and  to  hold, 
enjoy,  and  exercise  all  such  powers,  authorities,  jurisdictions  and  pri- 
vileges, as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  the  object  of  the  school  fully  into 
effect;  but  the  said  trustees  shall  not  have  power  to  encumber  by  debt, 
any  of  the  property,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  belonging  to  the  school : 
Provided,  That  the  clear  yearly  value  of  the  real  estate  held  by  said 
corporation,  shall  not  exceed  five  thousand  dollars. 

Section  4.  The  trustees  and  board  of  instruction  shall  cause  to  be 
made  for  the  institution,  and  for  their  use,  a  common  seal,  with  such 
devices  and  inscriptions  thereon  as  they  shall  think  proper,  under  and 
by  which  all  deeds,  diplomas  and  certificates,  and  acts  of  the  said  cor- 
poration, shall  pass  and  be  authenticated,  and  shall  at  their  pleasure 
break  the  same  and  devise  a  new  one. 

Section  5.  In  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  a  member  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  the  board,  or  a  quorum  of  them,  may  at  any  of 
their  meetings,  elect  another  person  to  fill  the  vacancy  :  Provided, 
That  at  least  three  weeks'  notice  of  such  meetings  shall  be  given  in 
some  paper  published  in  Crawford  county  :  And  provided  further, 
That  in  case  of  any  vacancy  of  trustee  or  trustees,  such  vacancy  shall 
be  filled  by  appointing  citizens  of  this  commonwealth  to  supply  such 
vacancy,,  until  two-thirds  of  the  trustees  shall  be  citizens  thereof,  and 
that  thereafter  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  trustees  shall  be  citizens 
of  this  commonwealth. 

Section  6.  The  board  of  trustees,  or  a  quorum  of  them,  shall  have 
the  power  of  making  such  by-laws  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  well 
ordering,  management  and  performance  of  their  trust,  and  not  incom- 
patible with  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  commonwealth 
of  Pennsylvania. 

Section  7.  Ten  trustees  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  all 
business  relative  to  the  said  institution,  with  power  to  adjourn  from 
time  to  time:  Provided  hoivever,  That  any  less  number  shall  have 
power  to  adjourn,  giving  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting:  And.  ' 
provided,  That  the  place  of  meeting  be  within  the  said  borough  of 
Meadville,  or  township  of  Mead  j  there  shall  be  a  stated  meeting  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  school  annually,  for  the  election  of  a  president, 
secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  board,  and  for  the  transaction  of  general 
business,  of  which  meeting  at  least  four  weeks'  notice  shall  be  given  in 
some  paper  published  in  Crawford  county;  the  president  may,  how- 
ever, at  any  time  call  a  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees,  whenever  the 
business  of  the  school  requires  it,  or  whenever  he  shall  be  requested  to 
do  so,  in  writing,  by  at  least  two  members  of  the  board,  or  by  the 
board  of  instruction ;  in  case  of  the  failure  of  the  board  of  trustees  to 
elect  a  president,  secretary  or  treasurer,  the  old  president,  secretary  or 
treasurer,  shall  hold  their  office  until  new  ones  are  chosen  ;  should  the 
president  or  secretary  be  unable  to  attend  at  any  meeting  of  the  board, 
from  sickness,  absence  or  other  cause,  the  board  may  elect  a  president 
or  secretary  pro  tern. 

Section  8.  The  following  four  persons,  to  wit :  Rev.  Rufus  P. 
Stebbins,  Rev.  Frederick  Huidekoper,  Rev.  George  W.  Hosmer  and 
Rev.  David  Millard,  are  provisionally  to  constitute  the  board  of  instruc- 
tion, who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  five  years ;  and  whenever  in  the 
opinion  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  of  the  members  of  the  board  of 
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instruction  for  the  time  being,  it  shall  be  deemed  expedient  to  increase 
the  number  of  persons  constituting  the  said  board,  the  same  may  be 
increased  from  time  to  time  as  circumstances  may  require. 

Section  9.  Whenever  any  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  board  of  Vacancies, 
instruction,  or  when  an  additional  instructor  is  to  be  appointed,  the 
members  of  said  board  shall  nominate  to  the  board  of  trustees  within 
there  months,  a  candidate,  subject  to  the  acceptance  or  rejection  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  within  three  months  after  the  reception  of  the  nomina- 
tion. In  case  the  board  of  trustees  shall  not  act  definitively  on  such 
nomination  during  the  period  above  specified,  the  candidate  nominated 
by  the  board  of  instruction  shall  be  considered  as  chosen. 

Section  10.  The  first  president  of  the  board  of  instruction  shall  be  President. 
Reverend  Rufus  P.  Slebbins,  who  shall  hold  his  office  five  years. 
Whenever  a  vacancy  of  the  presidency  shall  occur,  the  board  of  trustees 
shall  either  before  or  subsequently  to  the  filling  of  the  vacancy  thereby 
occasioned  in  the  board  of  instruction,  designate  some  member  of  said 
board  of  instruction  to  fill  that  office. 

Section  11.  The  system  of  instruction,  and  all  which  pertains  to  the  System  of  in- 
educational  department  of  the  school,  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  struciion. 
board  of  instruction.  Any  member  of  said  board,  however,  who  shall 
be  found  by  the  board  of  trustees,  incompetent,  for  any  cause,  for  the 
proper  discharge  of  his  duties,  maybe  dismissed  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  the  members  of  said  board  present  at  any  meeting;  due  notice  of 
such  meeting  shall  however  be  given  or  forwarded  to  each  and  every 
trustee,  at  least  one  month  before  the  time  of  such  meeting,  nor  shall 
any  member  of  the  board  of  instruction  be  dismissed  by  less  than  eight 
votes. 

Section  12.  In  the  establishment  of  the  salaries  of  the.  board  of  Action  of  boards 
instruction,  the  board  of  trustees  alone  shall  act;  in  the  appropriation  prescribed. 
of  all  other  funds  of  the  school,  the  two  boards  shall  act  jointly. 

Section  13.  No  doctrinal  test  shall  ever  be  made  a  condition  of  Admission, 
enjoying  any  of  the  opportunities  of  instruction  in  the  school,  except  a 
belief  in  the  divine  origin  of  Christianity.  This,  however,  is  not  to  be 
understood  as  forbidding  the  reception  of  funds  for  the  support  of  students 
of  particular  denominations,  and  the  application  of  such  funds  according 
to  the  intention  of  the  donors.

Whereas,  Tl  national  importance  of  a  direct  communication  from 
some  convenient  point  at  or  near  the  United  States  arsenal  at  Pitts- 
burg, and  the  state  arsenal  at  Meadville,  to  the  great  harbor  of  the  lake 
at  Erie,  has  for  many  years  been  conceded,  and  has  been  repeatedly 
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urged  upon  the  consideration  of  congress,  and  it  is  believed  that  a 
united  expression  of  the  people  of  this  commonwealth,  made  upon  the 
subject,  through  their  representatives,  would  have  a  strong  influence  in 
securing  thereon  the  most  efficient  action  of  congress ;  therefore, 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  Assembly  met,  That  our 
senators  and  representatives  in  congress  be  requested  to  use  their  best 
exertions  to  procure  the  passage  of  a  law  to  authorize  the  construction 
of  a  M'Adamized  national  road,  from  a  point  at  or  near  the  United 
States  arsenal  at  Pittsburg,  and  by  way  of  the  state  arsenal  at  Mead- 
ville,  to  the  harbor  at  Erie,  as  a  most  important  national  improvement, 
necessary  for  the  safe,  cheap  and  speedy  transportation  of  troops  and 
munitions  of  war  to  our  northern  frontier,  which  has  been  selected 
heretofore  as  the  point  of  attack  by  foreign  enemies. 

Resolved,  That  the  construction  of  the  proposed  M'Adamized  road, 
while  it  would  answer  the  most  valuable  national  purposes,  would  also

Relative  to  the  piers  in  the  river  Delaware,  at  Marcus  Hook. 

Whereas,  The  piers  in  the  river  Delaware,  at  Marcus  Hook,  were 
■ceded  by  this  commonwealth  to  the  government  of  the  United  States, 
on  condition  that  the  said  government  should  keep  them  in  good  and  per- 
fect repair :  And  ivhercas,  The  said  piers  are  now  in  such  condition 
as  to  render  them  almost  useless  for  the  public  accommodation  and 
convenience,  the  appropriation  made  several  years  since  by  congress, 
for  the  repair  of  these  piers,  and  the  protection  of  the  harbor,  having 
been  chiefly  expended  in  procuring  costly  stone  for  the  said  piers, 
which  was  afterwards  removed  and  applied  to  the  erection  o[  piers  at 
New  Castle,  in  the  state  of  Delaware  ;  thus  removing  the  appropriation 
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made  for  a  national  object  in  Pennsylvania,  to  a  neighboring  state, 
where  the  appropriations  were  much  larger  ;  therefore, 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly  met,  That  our 
senators  and  representatives  in  congress  be  requested  to  insist  upon  the 
obligation  of  the  general  government  to  keep  the  piers  in  the  river 
Delaware,  at  Marcus  Hook,  in  good  order;  and  also  to  take  such  mea- 
sures as  will  ensure  the  proper  repair  of  these  piers,  by  an  appropria- 
tion equal  to  that  which  was  explicitly  made  for  this  purpose,  but 
which  was  abstracted  to  build  piers  in  an  adjoining  state.

The  Allegheny,  the  Ohio  and  the  Mississippi 
rivers,  from  Olean,  the  highest  port  of  entry  on  the  former  to  the  gulf 
of  Mexico,  a  distance  of  two  thousand  four  hundred  miles,  is  pre- 
eminently the  great  interior  highway  of  the  nation,  indispensable  to  its 
defence,  and  essential  to  its  commerce  :  And  ivhereas,  The  respective 
states  bordering  upon  these  rivers,  have,  either  by  direct  appropriations 
or  by  companies  chartered  by  themselves,  projected,  and  to  a  great 
extent  completed,  from  twenty  to  thirty  lines  of  internal  improvement, 
all  having  iheir  termini  upon  the  above  named  streams,  and  the  success 
and  productiveness  of  these  local  improvements,  must  mainly  depend 
upon  the  safe  and  constant  navigation  of  the  before  named  rivers  :

defence,  superior  to  those  of  any  other  harbor  on  the  great  chain  of 
lakes,  in  addition  to  which  exist  the  no  les3  important  facts,  that  there 
is  already  completed  a  connection  by  canal  between  Erie,  Pittsburg  and 
Philadelphia,  and  in  contemplation  of  speedy  completion,  a  connection 
between  the  same  points  by  means  of  the  Sunbury  and  Erie  railroad, 
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and  its  branches,  both  of  which  pass  through  the  vast  iron  and  coal
